SaUm,  111..  July  15.— It  Is  doubtful  if 
thi"  natives  of  this  :own  ever  before 
allowed  their  enthusiasm  to  bubble  over 
to  isuch  an  txtent  as  it  did  today.  The 
s.'orchins:  July  sun  had  scarcely  ap- 
lK-arcd  above  the  horizon  when  the  town 
was  shaken  by  a  thunderous  cannon- 
ading of  anvils,  which  were  flr.Ld  off 
at  rtffular  interv'als,  from  sunrise  un'al 
noonday.  This  discharge  of  black- 
smith's artillery  aroused  the  people  to  a 
unusual  »;a,te  of  activity  early  In  th^^ 
day. 

Wagons  load'.d  with  farmeis  from 
the  surrounding  coun'try  began  to  ar- 
rive almost  at  daylight  and  by  noonday 
the  hit'hng  r^cks  around  the  business 
center  of  the  town  and  all  the  feed 
yards  and  llVtr>'  subhs  were  crowded. 
And  they  came  in  on  excursion  trains 
fr<>n\  mighJboring  t:»wns  to  take  part  in 
th^  g^-eti-'v  celebration  to  be  given  here 
this  aftemom  and  evening  in  honor  of 
William  J.  Hryan,  the  Democratic  nomi- 
nee for  pre.sident  who.  thi.-ty-six  year.s 
ago.  first  saw  the  light  of  day  In 
this  quie'..  sleepy  old  country   town.

The 
mtrry  linkle  of  thes.^  bells  in  the  scorch- 
ing rays  of  th^  hut  July  sun  was  a  cru;l 
;vm:nd  r  of  tlile  cold  bracing  air  In 
which  'i-h-yy  were  originally  Intendtd  to 
be  used. 

Many  handsome  Tadtes  of  the  su.-. 
rounding  country  displayed  their  loyalty 
tor  the  piesidcntial  nominee  by  appear- 
ing in.  white  dresses  today,  with  red  oc 
blue  sashes  and  white  caps,  and  over 
thi;  ivsor  of  each  wa.^  printed  in  silver 
k;t.-rs,  "William  J.  liryan."  Peoplr-  b-:- 
gan  to  gather  in  the  cnirt  house  squar.-, 
whL;v  a  big  stand  hid  been  erected  fo 
the  sprake.Ti  at  the  celebration,  ful'.y 
two  hours  before  the  time  for  the  de- 
nrwunstration  to  begin.  The  elm  and 
ma-ple  tr.  is  which  surround  the  cour: 
house  had.  like  the  othir  trees  of  the 
town.  b?cn  freshly  waitewashed.  and 
they  were  dvcorat'.d  in  additicm  with 
bunting  and  flags.  It  was  in  this  court 
h  )U.se  tha!:  M:-.  Hryan.  yei.s  ago,  made 
his  first  political  spc-ech,  and  it  was  iii 
this  court  hous.'  t'hat  his  father  f«M- 
twelve  year."^  presided  over  the  circuit 
court.  On  th.  pla;form  almtc  with  th.- 
speakers  who  had  been  invit-.-d  from  all 
over  thv  state  ro  c.-)me  and  participate 
in  the  rejoicing  frf  the  people  of  Salem 
Wciv  the  mayo:-  and  council  of  the  city 
aiid  d;her  di.stinguish*d  ci;lv!ens.

Many 
of  the  •.•e.-»ple  brcame  panic  .stricken  its

when  St.  Louis  was  almost  ruined.  Many 
of  the  teams  brught  to  town  by  the 
farmers  became  fiighten-d  and  tried  to 
break  1-K:>se  fmm  the  hitching  racks  about 
the  .«4|uare.

All  tht  while  iher 
was  a  continuou.*:  flashing  ..f  lightning 
foll.iwed  by  an  .uproari-'us  b  hjming  n' 
thunder,  in  the  space  of  ten  mlnutr-s 
the  bunting,  (lags  and  drapery  ^lf  huild- 
hiir  wi-.ii?h  bad  Ih-ked  s>  attractive  in  tlM 
morning  'v^ere  bedraggled  and  almost 
mined.  The  storm  contlnuetl  and  th' 
darkness  increavsed  until  it  wan  alm..-!t 
ImiKi.-sibb'  to  p»*e  a^r v«s  the  streets,  and 
in  the  h  )use  light?  were  necsssjiry.  When 
It  had  rain  d  f.-r  .i.lmo.»»t  fifteen  mlnutfs. 
the  «»toim  !*emed  to  change  its  course. 
It  swept  .tround  to  th.  north  of  the  t  >wn. 
but  the  rain  oontinued  to  fall.  In  lt«.'» 
thark  half  an  hour  the  ?torm  f^eemed  I  - 
have  spent  it.self  and  it  settleii  down  to 
a  steady   riln.

Bryan  men  were 
in  the  majority  on  all  sid  s.  Four  bun- 
dled delegates  ccwnponed  .le  convention, 
not  a  full  representation.  Temporary 
Chairman  Elder  presided  The  name  of 
Bryan  as  the  only  fv»asibl.-  candldai.;e  for 
president  is  heard,  but  the  way  of  getting 
at  the  nomiJiation  or  endorsement  is  The 
only  bone  of  conttrttlon.  Duly  one  dele- 
gat?  has  made  him;?<'lf  known  who  »)p- 
pos'es  Brj-an.  and  he  is  fr^  in  Omaha  and 
his  name  Is  Dan  Burr.  A  Bryan  delega- 
tion and  no  other  will  iie  sent  •to  St. 
Louis,  and  a  man  in  ordi  r  to  be  elected 
must  be  a  pure  Bryan  man. 

Senator  Allen  In  a  spe  'h  said  a  man 
must  lay  aside  party  prejudices  and  vote 
at*  an  American  citizen,  not  as  a  Populist, 
a  Democrat  or  a  Republic  an.  for  the  Re- 
publicans would  have  th-  ir  agents  a't  St. 
Loui.-*  to  carry  on  the  Mi  Klnley  style  of 
educatiim.  and  that  would  be  against 
the  election  of  Bi-yan  if  cai  ried  out.  This, 
of  all  th:  years,  was  the  year  for  prompt 
work,  and  he  favored  compulsory  vo:ing 
for  every  intelligent  ci;  z- n  who  was 
entitled  to  vote.  The  Bryan  enthusiasts 
have  no  fear  whatever  over  the  out- 
come.

HANNA  PRESIDES. 

Meeting  of  Republican  National 
Committee  in  Cleveland. 

Cleveland,  July  15.— All  the  member.s 
of  the  national  Republican  executive 
committee  were  pre^  nt  this  morning 
when  Chairman  Hanna  called  the  meet- 
ing to  order  for  the  purpose  of  organiz- 
ing and  to  fo:mally  open  the  Republican 
campaign.  The  committee  was  still  in 
ses-ion  behind  closed  doors  long  after 
notm.

It  also  dcclar.is  for  tih.- 
free  and  unllmlled  coinag,-  of  silver  at 
16  to  1.

His  health  has 
ii<i:  been  pfx>d  for  ?ev?-ral  years. 

Col.  Pickand.s  is  one  of  the  oldes'l  and 
1-st  known  men  in  th-  i.on,  cjjal  a.nci 
i-;,-t'l  industries.  He-  has  been  associated 
vwth  the  firm  of  Pickands.  Mather  & 
Co.  for  years,  and  was  at  the  time  •  f 
his  death  president  of  'Ji^  Minnesota 
Ste^umship  company  and  of  the  W-s;- 
ern  Reserve  bank,  of  Cleveland.  He  \\a.a 
one  of  Cleveland's  strongi^t  bus:nf..-;s 
men  and  was  also  c.r)nne<.ted  with  cnai 
mining  to  a  large  extent. 

He  started  in  business  in  Marqujtte. 
and  gainetl  hia  title  of  cilonel  by  s»  r- 
■vice  in  the  r-^bellion.  He  was  well  known 
in  Dulutii  and  was  up  here  only  a  iiw 
weeks  ago.  His  b.-o:her.  MaJ.  H.  S.  Pick- 
amis,  of  Pickands.

The  time  ha.<*  not  yet  come,  although 
;t  may  not  be  far  distant,  when  Ameri- 
can municipalities  will  think  it  worth 
vviiile  to  .save  the  nerves  of  their  citizens 
by  an  organized  suppression  of  many  of 
the  avoidabl-  nol.ce's  of  city  st:eets,  says 
t»ie  Pittsburg  Dispatch.

'nginter  for  preventing  the  noise  made 
>y  trains  in  pa.«sing  over  iron  bridges 
nay  come  in  for  consideration.  He  puts 
t  decking  of  1^-lnch  planks  between  the 
TOSS  girders,  resting  on  3-lnch  timbers 
aid  on  the  bottom  flange.'?.  On  the 
Dlanks  a  double  layer  of  felt  is  laid, 
which  is  fixed  to  the  vertical  web  of  the 
TOSS  girder  At  the  connection  with  the 
jlrder  a  timber-covered  joint  is  placed 
>n  felt,  and  the  whole  Is  bolted  to  the 
r>ottom  HainKc.  Four  inches  of  slack 
travel  cover  the  decking,  which  is 
doped  toward  the  center  of  the  bridge 
for  drainage  purposes.  A  layer  of  f  K 
s  laid  between  the  timbers  and  the 
Dlanks  they  rest  on.  and  :h^  iron  work 
n  contact  with  decking  and  ballast  is  as- 
phalted. 

Thl.s  method  Is  found  very  satisfactory 
n  reducing  the  noise'  of  passing  trains. 
md  it  Is  to  hp  hoped  that  Its  principle 
will  .soon  be  largrjy  adopted  in  this  cmin- 
try.  Al;-eady  the  fact  that  some  con- 
nderation  is  due  to  one's  neighbors  in  the 
fnatter  of  piano  practice  and  other  do- 
mestic noises  Is  becoming  recognized, 
ind  quite  a  trad'-  has  sprung  up  in 
•deafening"  materials.  Of  the.se.  prob- 
ibly  that  most  in  request  is  mineral 
wool,  a  layer  of  which  is  placed  under 
the  floor,  in  the  wall.s  and  over  the  oeil- 
ing,  if  ne-d  be.  In  a  room  thug  sur- 
rounded the  most  rabid  mu.olcian  can  do 
lis  worst  without  interfering  in  the  lea.^t 
with  the  peace  of  mind  of  the  rest  of  the 
inmat'>s  of  the  houst*.  Another  easily 
hajidl'd  material  which  forms  an  ef- 
fectual dam  for  the  vibration  of  sound 
waves,  and  which  i.*;  not  open  to  the  ob- 
lection  which  mineral  wool  pr=-sentf,  of 
tu:ning  powdery,  is  a  quilt  comr>ospd  of 
iong,  flat  blades  oif  sea  grass,  which  cross

CAPT.    HACKETT    LOSES. 

The  case  of  ttie  Northern  Steam.slilp 
comnany  vs.  HackeU.  whicfa  has  been 
before  the  courts  for  the  last  four  years, 
and  which  has  at  last  been  decided  by 
h-c  ciiurt  of  ap::eals  in  favor  of  the 
rilaintiffs,  arose  over  the  sinking  of  the 
schooner  Fayette  Brown  near  Point  Pe- 
Ice  in  Lake  Erie. 

Capt.  Hackett,  who  lives  at  Amherts- 
burg.  and  who  makC'S  a  business  of 
wrecking,  wrote  to  the  Canadian  au- 
thorities and  asked  permission  to  ivmove 
the  steamer,  -as  it  was  in  the  channel  of 
navigation.  Permission  was  accoiTl-nl 
him,  and  he  at  onco  sot  to  work  to  ce- 
movo  the  wreck.  He  s-ucc^eded  iti  get- 
ting most  of  the  loose  s.uff  out  of  the 
VCS.3I  ansd  brought  it  to  Amh'ertsburg. 
Tho  Northern  Steamship  company 
claimed  owner.ship  of  the  wrecked  craft 
and  w-arntd  Hackett  not  to  proceed  with 
:he  work. 'At  the  same  time  it  offered 
hi.n  comp-nsation  for  Ihe  work  dvjne. 
This  did  not  suit  Hackett.  and  he  ap;>lied 
for  a  reference  before  F.  E.  iMarcon. 
Wind.<or.  to  decide  \\-hat  he  was  en- 
titled to. 

Refer Je-Marcon  allowed  Hackftt  $8000 
but  this  ^vas  objected  to  by  the  steam- 
ship company,  and  its  solicitor  apfealeil 
to  "the  high  court  of  Toronto.  Judge  Mc- 
Mahon.  who  presided,  reduc-^d  the  o;-i- 
ginal  verdict  to  $3.'i00.  This  sum  did  not 
satisfy  the  appellants,  and  they  carried 
the  case  to  the  cotirt  of  appeal.  The 
court  of  appeal  after  hearing  the  '-vL- 
dence  further  decreased  the  origin  il 
finding  of  Hackett  to  $2,373  with  (Msts.

Over  three  hunidred  years  ago,  whe.a 
Queen  Elizabeth  was  reigning  in  Eng- 
land, there  was  a  l/aby  born  that  was 
a  very  interesting  bahy,  indeed,  for  many 
r.ease»n3.  As  the  young  parents  b-ent  over 
.heir  little  girl  tliey  thought,  of  course, 
that  Uiere  was  not  anothcj-  such  baby  in 
the  whole  world,  and  tliere  was  a  grand 
(Id  man,  with  long  silvery  beard  fall- 
ing over  his  high  ruff  and  his  velv.  : 
doublet,  who  called  the  little  stranger 
his  i>et,  and  kissed  her  as  if  she  were 
his  own,  says  the  Philadelphia  Times. 

Bu.  this  was  not  what  made  the  baby 
famous. 

It  was  long  ago,  you  see,  before  tlie 
EnglLsh  had  a  single  settlement  upon  the 
mainland  rjf  Amerifca,  But  a  number  of 
enc^ngeti'r-  men  at  the  English  court  were 
greatly  interested  in  colonizing  the  new 
land.  Foremost  a.-nong  :hem  was  Sir 
Walter  Raleigh. 

It  was  Raleigh  who  fitted  out  the  col- 
ony that  landed  at  Roanoke  island,  off 
the  coast)  of  North  Carolina,  a  beautiful 
green  land  full  of  cedars,  sassafras, 
palms  aind  flowers,  where  the  birds  sung 
the  year  round.  Aivnanias  and  Eleancr 
Dare,  the  father  and  motlier  of  our  baljy, 
W'.ere  among  these  settlers.  Their  child 
was  borii  about  a  month  afier  the  land- 
ing of  the  colonists.  Aug.  IS,  1587. 

In  the  little  wooden  chapel,  two  or  three 
weeks  after  the  even:,  the  colonists  as- 
sembled one  bright  day  to  attend  th ' 
bai'tLsim  and  christening  of  the  little 
stranger.  The  font  was  ttic  family's 
sliver  wash  ewer,  and  the  sponser  was 
Governor  White  hims-elf,  the  baby's 
grandfather.  Thereafter  she  was  known 
as  Virginia  Dare,  a  sweet  and  appropri- 
ate name  far  this  pretty  little  wild  flower 
that  bloomed  all  alone  on  that  desolate 
coast.  She  was  th-e  first  chLJd  born  of 
Enyglish  parents  Jn  America,  and  was  the 
(jnly  whit6  baby  then  living  o.a  this  con- 
tin  eint. 

About  :he  time  that  Virginia  was  cut- 
ting her  ifirsti  teeth  there  came  very  dis- 
tressing: times  to  the  c.olony.  There  was 
great  need  of  supplies,  and  it  was  de- 
termined to  se-nd  to  England  for  Jic.ti. 
Governor  White  went  himself,  and  never 
saw  hiis  little  granddaught-er  again. 

It  was  three  years  before  the  governor 
returned  to  Roanoke  ista-nd.  He  was 
kept  in  I^ngland  by  the  Spanish  invasion, 
and  after  th?  winds  and  the  waves  had 
sha:ter-;d  the  dreaded  Armada,  it  was 
some  time  before  Raleigh  couKi  get  to- 
gether the  men  and  supplies  that  were 
needed  by  the  far-off  colony.  At  last 
the  sh:  •  was  ready  and  Whit-?  took  his 
departure,  but  he  had  no:  sailed  far  when 
h!s  vessel  was  overtake.!  by  a  Spanlih 
cruiser  and  csptured. 

White  himself  escaped  in  a  boat,  and 
af:?"  mar.y  days  reached  England  again. 
Then  he  had  to  wait  for  another  ship. 
and  the  weary  old  man  saw  day  after 
day  go  by  before  he  left  the  chalk  cliffs 
of  Engla.^d  behir»d  him.  After  lon.g 
mx'jus  mon:hs  he  approached  the  new 
La'n  d. 

You  pa'n  fancy  how  he  strained  his 
eyes  to  Catch  the  first  signs  of  life  amonjr 
th-e  gie-en  trees.  It  was  near  sunset  anei 
lie  expe<cled  to  see  the  smoke  rising  from 
the  chimneys  and  the  set:lers  hurrying 
in  frona  the  fields  to  eat  their  CA'cni^ng 
meal,  or  crowding  down  to  greet  the 
long-looked-for  arrivals.  But  no  such 
cheering  slight  met  his  gaze.  There  stood 
the  cabins,  but  t'.aey  were  deserted;  not  a 
shigle  human  soul  was  visible. 

They  lande<l  and  walked  up  the  grass- 
grown  paths.  Vines  and  climbers  fes- 
tooned the  doorways.  A  dreary  stillness 
reigned  ev.erywhere.  In  the  home  of 
Dare  stood  the  cradle  that  had  held  lit- 
tle Virginia,  as  if  she  had  left  it  bu:  a 
moment  before.  A  little  shoe  lay  on  the 
floor  beside  it — that  was  all.

Why  Chief  Black  Will   Not  Go 
to  Salt  Lake  City. 

Chief  Black  of  th:  Duluth  fire  depa::- 
nic-nt  will  r  main  away  from  the  inter- 
national chief  engineers'  convention 
wiiich  is  to  be  h-eld  in  Salt  Lake  City 
n\«m  Aug.  10  to  13  inclusiv?.  So  the 
c:':y  council  decided  after  a  somewhat 
heated  discussion  in  one  of  its  recant  ex- 
ecutive sessions. 

Thee  is  a  stony  ron'ected  with  the  mat- 
ter. Some  time  ago  the  city  fathers  ap- 
propriated $4.^>0  for  thj  .  ntei«:ainmcnt  of 
t.he  delegates  attending  the  .«tate  fire- 
men's convention.  While  this  amount 
uas  hardly  adequate  for  the  entertain- 
m;r>.  cf  the  number  of  d' legates  prcsen*. 
it  was  the  understanding  that  if  any- 
thing were  left  over  it  should  be  used 
lo:-  the  binefit  of  the  fire  department. 
A.c-iordingly  the  ommitt.-e  having  in 
charge  the  en'.ertaJnment  of  the  conven- 
tion and  a  number  of  the  members  of 
the  department  got  out  and  did  som- 
lively  work  to  raise  money  from  outside 
^•ourccs.  The  situation  was  laid  before 
Capt.  McDougall.  and  he  furnished  the 
Christopher  Columbu.-;  for  the  flivmen'.'- 
txcursion  at  a  price  which  barely  paid 
'he  expcn.s.~s  of  the  boat.  Finally,  when 
the  last  of  the  guests  had  tak^n  their  de- 
parture, thei"e  was  enough  money  left  in 
the  hands  of  the  committee  to  pay  Chief 
Black's  expeases  to  the  cimvention.  ].. 
was  decided  by  the  committee  that  the 
fund  sh':iuld  be  applied  for  this  pur- 
pose. 

At  Augusta  last  year  Duluth  had  r.^- 
celved  more  votes  fo.-  the  holding  of 
this  year's  conventio'n  than  any  city  ex- 
cept Salt  Lake  City,  and  from  the  ex- 
pr -ssicns  of  the  chTefs  at  that  time  there 
v.as  reason  to  beljevc  that  next  year's 
convention  could  be  brought  here.  When 
i».  had  been  determrned  that  Chief  Black 
should  be  sent  to  the  convention  hi 
wrott  100  fire  chiefs,  covering  in  his  cor- 
respondence all  pa:-ts  of  the  country, 
asking  jfoi  support  in  securing  the  meet- 
ing nejtl  year  for  Dulu;h.  He  received 
fifty- throe  assurances  o^  assistance,  and 
somt  of  the  chiefs  promise^'  >:o  use  their 
influence  to  swing  their  st  ite  delega- 
tions for  Duluth.  Indications  for  secur- 
ing the  convention  were  most  favorable. 
The  convention  of  the  locomotive  fire- 
men was  held  in  Dulu>.h  a  few  weeks 
after  the  firemen  were  her^  The  com- 
mittee which  entertair.  »d  the  fire  laddies 
was  continued  and  took  charge  of  the  en- 
tertainment of  the  railroad  men.  The 
committe.:-  was  short  of  money.  On  "the 
assurance  of  one  of  th  •  mfmbes  of  the 
committee,  who  was  alsi>  an  alderman, 
that  the  council  would  refund  the  money. 
a  portion  of  the  fund  remaining  in  the 
hands  of  the  commictee  was  used  for  thr 
entertainment  of  the  locomotive  en- 
gineers. A  re.«olution  to  appropriate 
J2r>0  to  send  Chief  Black  to  Salt  Lake 
City  was  Introduofd  in  the  council  and 
wa-^  tur-ned  down  hard. 

Some  of  the  aldermen  favorr'-d  •"he 
I»a.-sf»agt»  of  the  resolution  on  the  grounds 
that  the  money  which  the  committee  had 
expanded  should  be  refunded,  and  that 
the  hofc'ing  of  the  convention  here  would 
l>e  a  very  valuable  advertisement  'to  Du- 
luth and  would  bring  a  large  amount  of 
money  here.  Alderman  Sang  led  the 
opposition  which  defeated  the  resolu- 
tion.

THAT  RAILROAD  JOB. 

Minneapolis  Journal  Comments 
Interestingly  on  it. 

Dulu:h    and    Superior   are     all     agog 
abouit    th'dt   myst?er:ou8  line   of   rail.-oad  ■ 
tha:  is  being  built  east  from   the  state 
line,  s'juth  of  Superior,  says  the  Minne«  i 
apolls    Journal.     It    has    been    surmised  I 
thajt   Weycrhauser,   the  big   lumberman,  i 
was  building  i;.  and  also   that  it  was  a  I 
Northern    Pa.eiflo    mDve.    A    gentleman  j 
from    Duluth,    who  is    in   a    position    tii 
know,  arrived  in  Minneapolis  yesterday  ! 
and   stat.-d  aathoritatively   to  the  Jour- 
nal, on  the  understanding  tha:  his  name 
was  n'j't  to  be  us;d,   that  the  Northern 
Pacific  conjectu.e  is  the  correct  one. 

"The  Northern  Paeiflc,"  said  he,  "is 
soon  to  be  reorganized,  as  everybody 
know;?,  under  the  laws  of  Wisconsin. 
In  order  to  observe  a  requirement  of  the 
Wisconsin  laws,  it  becomes  nieessary 
fjr  the  new  company  to  actually  build 
a  certain  amount  of  road  within  the 
state.  For  fear  that  tiie  Great  North- 
ern, for  ins.^nce,  might  try  to  balk 
them,  the  Northern  Pacific  oflficials  de- 
cldt'd  t.7  make  a  quick  and  secret  move. 
About  two  weeks  ago  Engineer  E.  T. 
Abbott,  of  Minneapolis,  appeared  on  the 
s,.»ene  and  went  to  work  like  a  Trojan, 
teams  and  men  followed  him.  and  in  a 
short  time  the  dir;  was  flying  along 
th;'ee  miles  of  new  line.  Not  even  Ab- 
bott himself  appeared  to  know  what 
was  on.  the  bills,  but  the  wo;-k  p!-3- 
gressed  just  the  sajne. 

"I  have  a  personal  interest  in  the 
matter  in  an  indirect  way,  so  I  went 
dowri  on  the  Northern  Pacific  to  see 
w'hat:  was  going  on.  I  observed  that  in 
Minnesota,  just  west  of  the  Wisconsin 
line,  a  switch  block  and  material  f  r  a 
switch  had  been  dumped.  A  little 
further  on  in  Wisconsio  1  found  about 
200  m- n  industriously  throwing  up  an 
embankment  on  a  line  which  parallels 
the  Northern  Pacific  on  the  north  side 
at  a  distance  I  judged  to  be  100  feet. 
This  work  extends  for  between  three 
and  four  miles,  running  through  the 
:  wnsite  of  Walbridge.  I  undtrstuna 
tha.t  fhe  line  has  been  further  surveyed 
for  some  thirtean  miles.  Just  east  of 
Walbridge  it  crosses  the  Northern  Pa- 
cific tracks,  but  continues  to  parallel 
them  right  up  to  the  Allouez  docks,  be- 
sides  a  line  which  appears  to  coatinu? 
on    eastward    toward    Ashland. 

"I  am  informed  that  on  Saturday  the- 
North; rn  PaciSic  people  received  infor- 
mation which  made  them  very  anxious. 
At  any  rate,  on  Sunday  morning  fh- 
wocds  surrounding  those  three  miles 
of  embankment  we.-e  filled  with  men, 
acting  as  scouts,  wii-o  absolutely  refused 
to  allow  anyone  to  approach  the  works 
using  force  if  it  were  necessary  to  en- 
force their  oml  prohibitions.  "Ties  and 
rail.s  wer-e  unloaded  f.cm  the  Northerr. 
Paei'.lc  and  hustled  across.  There  were 
nearly  200  men  there,  and  they  worked 
like  beavers.  Befo;-e  the  day  wais  ever 
thv^^y  had  laid  about  1000  feet  of  track, 
and  had  put  in  a  eonniecting  switch  w  t>. 
the  Northern  Pacific  tracks  eas:  of  Wal- 
bri'dge.  Whatever  the  purpose  in  vi-j.v 
was  :he  Northen  Pacific  people  accom- 
plishe'i  it  b.v  their  Sunday  hustling,  fo; 
since  then  the.v  have  b.-^n  proceeding 
very   leisurely." 

E.  T.  AblKitt,  the  Minneapolis  engi- 
neer who  has  charge  of  the  vvo:k,  ap- 
peared in  ;he  city  this  morning  wearin? 
a  sur.burne-'d  faoe  and  a  pair  of  ancient 
corduroy  trousers.  He  admitted  that  h, 
had  disappeared  from  Minneap<^lis 
without  wa.ning,  and  that  he  had  been 
doing  a  piece  of  work  south  of  Superior. 
He  declared,  however,  that  he  kncAv 
nothini^  about  \vhat.  if  any  railroa/1 
company,  the  work  was  being  done  foi-. 
Private  individuals  had  hired  him  anil 
he  had  report^xl  to  ihem.  He  was  ab- 
.s.i.lutel.v  unable  to  explain  the  rapid 
Soinday  wo"k.  AVJth  thf  thermcmetei 
100  in  the  .shad:,  and  couldn't  see  any 
connection  between  the  Nor.h-ern  Pa- 
cific and  the  switch  he  put  in.

CLEVELAND'S  STRIKE. 

Troops  Preserve  Order  at  the 
Brown  Works. 

Cleveland.  July  16.— The  scene  around 
the  Brown  Hoisting  and  Conveying 
works  was  a  decidedly  martial  one. 
Companies  F,  L  and  1,  of  the  Ohio  Na- 
tional Guards,  Fifth  rtgiment,  were  en- 
camped near  the  works,  and  the  blue 
coated  sentries  paced  back  and  forward 
on  b-eats,  which  extended  in  evei-y  dl. 
rectlon.  ThV*  strikers  and  their  sym- 
patlilzers  collected  in  crowds  and  Jeered 
the  soldiers  from  a  safe  distance,  but 
any  attempt  on  the  part  of  th^  men  to 
approach  near  the  works  was  pronmiitly 
met  by  polntetl  bayonets.  Later  a  mob 
of  several  thousand  congregated  in 
Hanllin  ifLreet,  a  short  distance  from 
tht  w'wks,  and  unmercifully  Jeered  the 
soJiders.  It  was  dispersed  by  the  police 
w-ithout  any  one  being  injured. 

The  motorm-en  on  the  Cleveland  City 
railway,  which  connects  the  St.  Clair 
s-trea  lines  near  tht»  Brown  works,  re- 
fused  to  carry  non-union  men  this  morn- 
ing. One  motorman  left  his  car,  when  i 
policeman  attempted  to  put  a  non-union 
man  aboard,  and  told  the  patrolman  to 
run  the  car  himself.  The  policeman  and 
his  man  left  Qie  car  and  walked  to  the 
works.  The  attitude  of  the  strikers  and 
their  sympathizers  is  one  of  extreme 
bitternesM,  and  the  author/ties  txpresa 
much  anxiety  over  the  situation,  and  it 
is  conceded  that  there  is  no  telling  what 
the  next  minuxe  may   bring  forth.

Judge  Morris  stated  to  Th-^  Herald 
this  afternoon  that  if  the  nomination 
was  made  unanimously,  he  will  accept.

Judge  Morris  was  born  In  Lynchburg, 
Va.,  June  ."JO,  18.^3.  He  was  educated  at 
the  Virginia  milita;-y  institute,  and 
giaduated  there  when  19  years  of  age. 
During  the  foJIowing  .six  years  Judge 
Morris  taught  school,  and  at  th?  same 
time  began  and  carried  on  his  l.iw 
studit.'S,  which  were  pr.jsecuted  in  the 
office  of  and  under  the  direction  of  an 
excellent  attorn-y.  A  part  of  his  work 
was  done  at  Austin,  Tex.,  from  whi^h 
place  Judge  Mori-is  removed  to  St.  Louis, 
where  he  completed  his  studirs  and  was 
admitted  to  th--  bar.  He  did  not  prac- 
tice in  ^Missouri,  but  returned  to  Vir- 
ginia, where  he  was  admitted  by  the 
su|»rcme  court,  and  where  he  i)rax-ticed 
until  he  cam^e  to  Duluth  in  December  of 
1S86. 

Since  that  time  Judge  Morris  has  been 
a  re.aidrent  of  Duluth,  and  has  engaged 
in  the  practice  of  his  prof  ssion.  From 
March,  1889,  to  Man-h,  1892,  hv  was  the 
Judge  of  the  municipal  court.  Leaving 
that  oflflce,  he  resumed  his  practice,  but 
was  s  -on  t'K-cted  city  attorney.  On  th 
resignation  of  Judge  Lewis,  Governor 
dough  appointed  .Mr.  Morris  to  be  Judge 
of  the  district  ccjurl,  which  position  he 
now  holds.

Salem.  111..  July  16.— The  rain  storm 
Avhloh  thr<  atened  to  mar  th«  great  Bryan 
deino4isLratk>n  at  th«  place  yesterday 
cleared  off  at  a  llttl?  pas:  noon,  and  thv 
o>untry  bands  played  ■ihelr  most  stirring 
pi.ves  and  the  nujlritude  assembled  in 
the  court  house  park,  whire.  after  other 
Introductory  exercises.  Mr.  l^ryan  spoke 
as  folluws: 

*"Mr.  Chairniaji,  Ladies  and  Qentle- 
1nen.  FeHow-Ci:ixens:  I  have  no  dis- 
Pv>i!it;i«n  to  uiik  politico  ti>day.  I  .^hall 
leav*"  '.he  discussion  of  party  questions 
to  those  who  shall  follow.  Ilctuiiims 
to  the  scenes  whk-h  surround  my  early 
h»>nie.  the  memories  ot"  oth^^r  days  crowd 
\»ut  all  thoufrhts  of  suhjerts  upon  whiei) 
we  may  differ.  I  rvmemb.^r  with  .>'U(h 
grateful  appreciation  the  kindly  frellng 
w.>iii.h  has  abinmded  regardless  of  church 
and  party  Knes  (hat  1  shall  no:  say  one 
word  to  divids  uivm  any  subject  i;h<>sse 
who  ai;'  asse4nbltKl  here  tod.iy. 

"This  Is  the  hoTOo  of  my  birth,  my  boy- 
htKxi   and    my  early   manhood.        Thret> 
blc»>-k3  scKuth  I  first  saw  the  light  of  day. 
A  mile*  to  the  northwest  I  lived   until   I 
was  23,  and   I   shall  never  cvase  to   be 
graitfifuj  to  thf  parents  who  took  me  to 
the  farm   and   there  allowed   me  to   de- 
velop the  physical  strength  that  is  needed 
in  the  campaigns  which  wt*  have  tr>  pa^s 
through.    It  was  in  this  tv>uit  hous:-  that 
I  first  gained  the  ambition  to  become  a 
lawyer.     It  was  in  this  court  house  that 
I  made  the  first  political  speech   that  I 
ever  tried  to  make.     It  was  in  the  fair 
grounds  near  her?  that  I  spoke  "Che  first 
time  on  the  Fourth  of  July.     It  was  to 
this  lity  and   to  the  p.^renral  roof   ihat 
I  brought  her  who  had  promised  to  share 
life's  joys  and  sorrows  with  vnv.     All  of 
thipse  happy  as8ixiatip>n8  are  today  be- 
fore me  and  leave  me  no  desire  to  th!nk 
of  other  things.    I  canR.>t  forget  Salem. 
I  canno:  forget  those  whose  kindly  faccs 
smiletl   upon   me  before  fortune   smiled. 
I    cannot    forget    this   spot    nearby,    the 
silence  of  the  dead,   where  lie  the  ashes 
of  my  father  whose  upright  life  has  been 
th*"     inspitatit.«i      and     whose    counsels 
ilngered  in  my  ears  whc-n  he  was  gone; 
the  spot   where  also  rests  the  ashes  of 
my   mother,   as     lender     and     true,   as 
patient,  as  gentle,  as  loving  as  God  In 
His  infinite  lov-  tver  gave   to  man.     I 
c.innot  forget  this  hc»me  n(»r  -chcse  peo- 
ple.  And  I  can  say  iv.>  more  today  than  to 
fcxprest-.  in  wonls  which,  if  not  elaborate, 
will   b^    sincere,    the  deep   and   heartfelt 
thanks  for  these  tokens,  these  manifes- 
tations of  good  will. 

"There  is  an  ideal  plane  in  pollcic-s, 
and  I  be'ljtve  we  stand  upon  it  here  to- 
day. We  differ  .n  opinion.  We  dlff»'r 
as  to  party  policies.  But  we  meet  to- 
day rf-co^nlzing  these  dlffervnctis  and 
yet  each  filing  a  charity  toward  every 
other.  We  arv  all  imbueil  with  the'  same 
spirit.  We  all  i»>ssess  the  ."^ame  ambi- 
tion. We  are  all  living  to  carry  out  the 
same  gft^a:  purpose.  We  want  a  govern- 
ment of  the  people,  by  th\»  petjpL-  and  for 
the  people,  antl  though  we  differ  as  to 
the  means  of  carrying  i;  out,  we  can 
ilifftT  as  honiest  citiz -ns.  differing  in 
jiiOgment  and  agreeing  in  purp-ise.  I 
thank  the  Republifanei  who  have  a*>sem- 
bled  here.  I  thank  tbe  Pr  »hibitii>ni.sbJ. 
I  thank  the  Populists  as  much  as  the 
Democrats,  because  at  last,  my  frlend.s, 
whi-n  there  questions  which  arise  fmtm 
.  time  to  time  upon  the  surfac?  and  di.o- 
turb  the  though*  and  agitate  the  people 
have  paa&vd  away,  we*  all  agree  in  thoae 
great  fundamr-^ntal  principles  which  un- 
derlie OUT  form     f  government. 

'•We  believe  that  all  men  were  cre- 
ated equal,  n«.>t  that,  they  are  equal  In 
talents  or  in  virtues  or  in  merits,  but  w^ 
agrte  in  this,  that  wherever  government 
omes  in  fV>ntact  with  the  citlzen.<»  or 
where^-er  the  citizen  touches  govem- 
ment,  ail  men  etand  equal  before  th^ 
We  agree  that  government  can  be 


and  the  pvs.sissiotw  uf  the  poor,  and  that 
It  shall  stand  aw  impartial  arbiter  be- 
tween all  of  its  citizens.  W«'  must  ii^free 
on  this.  We  agree  that  there  are  liiallen- 
able  rights,  the  rights  which  government 
di*l  not  give,  rights  which  government 
cannot  take  away.  We  all  a^rrtv 
that  governments  are  instituted  among 
men  to  secure  and  preserve  these  rights, 
and  we  a^rvt*  that  governments  derive 
their  Just  [x>wers  from  the  consent  of 
the  governed.  We  know  no  divine  right 
of  kings.  The  people  gathered  here  and 
in  assemblages  like  thi^  all  over  this 
broad  lan<l  ar*-  the  sovereign  people  of 
all  power.  These  citizens  are  the  sub- 
staniilal  foundation  u^v^n  which  tvst  imr 
form  of  govt-rnment.  And,  while  cktizenfi 
appreciate  the  responalbilltles  of  citizen- 
ship and  strive,  each  in  hid  own  way 
and  according  to  hl»  best  judgment,  to 
l>rtn<B:  civilization  to  higher  ground  and 
make  the  government  each  year  a  more 
ttt  expression  of  the  virtue  of  the  people, 
as  long  aa  irtLs  is  vleeired  by  all,  wel  agree 
in  the  fundamental  principles,  though 
we  may  differ  in  thvuse  minor  points 
which  .separate  us. 

"it  was  here  that  I  learned  the  prin- 
ciple that  must  go  hand  In  hand  with  a 
bnxul   Democracy,    the   freedom  of  con- 
soien^x':    that  every  man   ha.s  a    right   to 
worship  Clod  according  to  tiit?  dictates  of 
hts  own  conscience,  and  that  no  govern- 
ment  like  ours   can   attempt    to   dictate 
h  iw  a  man  shall  sei^v  or  worship  G^»d? 
(Crn^at    applause.)    The«3   are    the    basic 
principle**      upon       which       have       been 
ivared  the  greatest  nation  known  to  his- 
tory.    I  am  a  believer  In  the  pr>>grfS8  of 
the   race.     Talk   not   to  me  alwut  crises 
through  which  we  cannot  pass.    Tell  me 
nv>t  of  dangers  that    will   overthrow,   or 
obstaclea    too   great    to    overcome.      We 
know  none  such.     A  brave,  a  heroic,  a 
patriotic   people    will    be   ready    to    meet 
every  emergency  as  it  arisc«.     Each  gen- 
eration   is   capable   of   Alf    gckvemment 
and    I    believe    each    generatiim    will    be 
more  capable  under  our  Institutions  than 
the  generatlims  which  went  before.  Abra- 
ham   Lincoln,    in  .that    greatest   of    his 
speeehes,  said  that  we  had  an  unfinished 
work.      Bvory   generation    receives   from 
the  prcctdltxg   generation   an    unfinished 
work.    The  works  -rf  man  are  imperfect. 
We  ehall  labor  on   from  age  to  age:    we 
shall  not  reach,  perfection,   but  If  we  do 
our  duty,  we  shall  leave  the  world  better 
than    it    wiels    when    we   entered    It,    and 
every  generatlL>n  will  enjoy  the  blessings 
bequeathed   from    the    generations   past. 
My  friends,  with  such  a  gathering  here, 
and   rnit   here  iilone.   but   throughout    the 
entire  land,  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pa- 
cific and  from  the  lakes  to  the  gulf.a  po;i- 
i'le  such  a.<»  these,  a  nation  can  l.x>k  with 
absolute  confidence  f.>r  that  wisdom,  that 
intelligence,       that   patriotism   and   that 
courage  to  meet  every  hour  of  danger. 
(Enthusla.stlc  applause.) 

"But  I  must  not  talk  to  you.  Permit 
me  again  to  thank  you  for  what  you  have 
spoken  and  the  kindly  expressions  which 
I  see  on  every  face.  We  know  not  what 
may  be  the  result  of  this  campaign.  We 
shall  go  forth  and  do  our  duty  as  we 
g>ee  it.  but  what  shall  be  the  result  can- 
not be  known  until  tha  votes  are  counted. 
Hut  no  matter  what  the  result  is. 
whether  this  campaign  results  in  my 
election  or  my  dtfeat.  time  cannot  rob 
roe  of  the  delightful  recollection  of  the 
cionfidence  and  love  of  these,  the  cit- 
izens .>f  my  Kiyhood  days,  1  thank 
you." 

Several  times  during  the  speech  Mr. 
Bryan  showed  by  the  huskiness  of  hia 
voice  that  he  was  deeply  moved.  Ther- 
were  many  of  his  former  neighbors  and 
friends  who  frequently  applied  their 
handkerchiefs  t»  their  eyes.  When  the 
apr>Iau»e  following  Mr.  Bryan's  remarks 
had  ended.  Mr.  Kagy  introduced  Mrs. 
Bryan,  who  came  forward  midfc  loi»d 
cheers  and  bowed. 

Francis  M.  Youngblood,  of  Carbnndale. 
al5v>  delivered  an  address,  speaking  in 
favor  of  free  silver.  He  was  frequently 
Interrupted  by  applause,  especially  In 
that  portion  where  he  eulogized  Mr. 
Bryan.  When  he  had  ceased  to  talk  the 
?rowd  cheered,  the  band  played,  and  the 
meeting    was    adjpumed.

Louisville.  Ky.,  July  16.— A  special  to 
the  Courier  Journal,  from  PlkevUle,  Ky., 
says:  News  reached  here  from  Coebum. 
Va.,  to  tht?  effect  that  Mary  Snodgraas 
was  hanged  at  that  place  last  Friday 
night  for  the  murder  of  her  child.  The 
Sn'-^grass  woman  was  a  disreputable 
character  and  was  compelled  to  leave 
this  place  on  that  account.  She  went  to 
Coeburn  wheie  her  child  was  caned  for 
by  negnvs  until  it  was  about  a  month 
old,  when  it  was  turned  over  to  its 
mother. 

She  did  not  want  it  and  tried  to  get 
rid  of  the  cbild  in  various  ways.  "The 
cMunty  judge  told  her  that  she  would 
have  to  provide  for  it  and  she  took  It 
to  her  home. 

One  night  about  midnight  some  people 
living  duse  by  heanl  the  little  one 
scrtaming.  Black  smoke  was  seen  is- 
suing from  the  chimney  and  the  door  was 
l)urst  in  to  ascertain  the  trouble.  The 
child  hail  been  placed  in  4he  fire  and  the 
mother  was  holding  it  In  the  fireplace 
with  a  long  iron  poker.  It  was  burned 
almixs:  to  asheA.  The  inhuman  mother 
wais  arrested  and  placed  in  jail. 

The  infuriated  people  wanted  to  lynch 
her.  but  the  ptvmlses  of  speedy  justice 
caus»»d  them  to  allivw  the  law  to  take  Its 
course.  She  waB  tried  and  convicted.  She 
was  about  2S  .vears  old.

Senate  Committee  May  Report 
Very  Soon. 

Wa.shlngton,  July  16. — Senator  Harris, 
chairman  of  the  senate  committee  to  in- 
vestigate recent  bond  issues,  says  he  has 
not  yet  determined  w^hether  the  commlt- 
lt>e  will  wait  before  going  on  with 
Its  investigation,  or  will  complete  the 
work,  fnime  the  leport,  and  make;  It 
public  thi^  summer.  The  last  meeting 
adjourned  subject  to  the  call  of  the  chair- 
man and  the  present  purpowe  is  to  wait 
until  fall  before  continuing  the  Inquiry, 
but  Senator  Harris  says  that  conditions 
may  arise,  incident  to  the  campaign, 
that  would  make  ft  desirable  to  present 
all  the  facts  and  the  report  to  the  public 
at  once. 

In  doing  this,  he  added,  no  political  mo- 
tives would  be  involved,  and  the  only 
l>un>i-i.se  would  be  to  clear  up  doubts  and 
unfounded  charges  growing  out  of  the 
excitement  arising  from  a  national  con- 
test. The  chairman  .says  that  if  public 
misapprehension  should  arise  on  lK>nd 
qupistlons,  it  would  be  proper  to  give  the 
public  the  Information  witliout  reference 
to  whom  it  would  benefit  or  Injure.

THEY    FAVOR    TOWNE. 

Be!';rajni  county  was  not  represented 
at  the  Republican  county  convention  at 
St.  Cloud  today,  and  the  reason  is  ex- 
plained In  a  letter  receivtid  by  The  Hei- 

ald  from  Bermldji,  dated  July  11.     The 
letter   says: 

"A  Republicajt  county  convention  to 
elect  delegatces  to  the  congrissional  con- 
vention at  St.  Claud  was  called  here  to- 
day, and  there  were  ver>'  few  in  attend- 
ance and  no  one  could  be  found  who 
would  gf>  as  delegrate.

W'ith 
the  gold  reserve  below  the  limit  arbitrar- 
ily established  by  John   Sherman   when 
he   was  secivtary  of  the   treasury,    thfcy 
no  doubt  argue  that    the   president   and 
the  cuckoo  secretary  of  the  treasury  will 
find  In   this  a  plausible   reason  1o  issue 
more  bonds.

RETIRED    VOLUNTARILY. 

The  Pioneer  Press  said  yt-aterday  in 
reference  to  John  Lind  that  he  repre- 
sented the  Second,  district  in  congress 
until  he  became  a  silverlte  and  out  of 
touch  with/  his  constituents.  It  being  no 
doubt  Inte-nden  to  convey  the  lmpre«.sion 
that  he  was  compelled  to  retire  from  con- 
gress for  thie  reason.  This  is  a  deliber- 
ate falsehood  and  a  good  example  of  the 
unfairness  of  the  gold  organs.

It  should  be  based 
u|xm  the  wealth,  stability  and  intft-guy 
of  the  nation.

SIXTEEN   DROWNED. 

Sad  and  Terrible  Accident  at 
Cleveland. 


Clevrland,  July  17.— One  mpre  body,  tha  t 
of  a  man,  which  has  not  yet  been  Ider « 
tifled.  was  recovered  a:  an  early  hour 
this  morning  from  the  rivtr  a:  the  seen* 
of  last  night's  disaarer,  making  th? 
number  of  dr?ad  in  the  morgue  sixteei . 
It  is  believed  that  there  are  more  bodit  i 
in   the  river. 

Weeping  wives  and  wldov.'s  besiege  1 
the  morgurs  throughout  the  morning  an- 1 
l.x)ked  on  the  faces  of  their  df-ad  ones,  or 
hunted  ami>ng  tSie  gruesome  collectioi 
of  clothing,  dinner  palls  and  other  ob. 
Jects  for  son>e  sign  of  those  they  fearel 
were  dead.  Some  of  the  bereav.^d  on-  « 
did  not  learn  of  the  accident  till  earl- 
this  morning,  and  at  once  hastened  t  • 
the  morgue,  hoping  agains;  hope  tha 
their  fears  were  groundless. 

TTie  life  saving  crew  remained  oi 
duty  all  night,  and  as  soon  as  dayligh 
appeared  they  pressed  a  greater  num 
ber  of  b  )ats  into  service. 

These  were  manned  by  rivermen,  wh< 
were  pro\Tided  with  grrappling  hooks 
They  rowed  up  and  down  the  river 
around  the  spo:  where  the  bodies  wen 
supposed  to  have  gone  down.  At  times- 
their  grappling  hooks  would  become  en 
tangled  in  some  object  at  the  bottom  ol 
the  river,  and  :he  men  would  cease  row- 
ing. The  crowds  on  shone  would  press 
forward  and  await  in  breathless  ex- 
pectancy  the  hauling  up  of  the  line. 
The  hooks  would  bring  to  light  nothing 
more  than  a  piece  of  waterlogged  wood. 
After  the  finding  of  the  bodies,  early 
this  morning,  no  further  discoveries  had 
been  made  up  to  noon. 


Bo»t  >n.  July  17-  Th-  lli-s:.  news  of  ex- 
Ciovernor  Russell's  death  was  rvoeiv'd 
with  almost  ab!iotu:e  mcredullty  on  the 
stret^t.t  of  tfiis  city.  Kven  members  of  the 
law  firm  with  which  he»  was  Bssi^K'iat.'d 
r<:^fused  to  IiKik  ur>on  the  matter  serious- 
ly when  asked  If  they  were  able  to 
verify  the  rumor  of  the  ex-govenior's 
death.  It  was  no:  until  after  the  i>ress 
wires  had  Uen  busy  for  some  time  that 
verification  of  the  sad  news  was  ob- 
tai/ieil  and  there  was  no  further  hope 
tha:  the  story  was  unfounded.  Tlie  most 
that  cc>uld  be  learned  until  late  yester- 
day afternoon  was  contained  in  the  fol- 
lowing telegram  to  Joseph  B.  Russell, 
brother  of  the  ex-governor,  signed  by 
Col.  Harry  E.  Russell: 

"Will  found  dead  in  bed  this  morning. 
Death  painless.  Probably  hear;  disease. 
Start   for   Boston   a;    1   o'clock." 

Mr.  Russell  was  in  Canada  by  Incitn- 
tlon  of  R.  F.  Dutton.  of  Boston,  for  the 
purpose  of  rest. 

William  Eustlce  Russell  was  born  in 
Cambridge  on   Jan.   6,    1857.   within    the 
shadow  of  ihe  university  from  which  he 
was  graduated   in  1877.   He  received   his 
early   training  in  the  public  schools     of 
Cambridge.    In    which    he    pr»nared    for 
Harvard   college,   entering    that   institu- 
tion in  1S7S.  After  his  graduation  he  was 
admitted  to  the  Suffolk  b«r  in  the  April 
term    in    1S80    and    itnmedlalely      be*ran 
bu.>4iness  as  a   number  of   the  law   Ann 
of   C.   T.    &   T.    H.    Russell,   having    the 
same  association  today  with  offict-s     on 
State  stree:.   Mr.   Russ^-lTs  "olltii-al  af- 
filiations have  always  been  Demxvatlc. 
In  1881  he  became  a  cand!dat<-  and  was 
elected    a    me«nber    of    the    Cambridge 
common  council  and  two  years  later  be- 
came a  member  of  rtv  upner  branch  of 
the  city  government.    In  isge  Mr.   Rus- 
sell was  elected  mavor  of  Cambridge  bv 
a   large  majority.  He  held   the  reins  of 
gt>vernment    in    the    mayor's    chair   for 
three  terms. 

Mr.  Russell  was  married  to  Miss  Mar- 
garet Swan,  tlaughter  of  the  late  Rev, 
Joshua    Swan,    formerly    of   Camb -Vlir.^ 
(m  June  3,  ISS.'i.  They  had  three  children 
two  sons  and  one  daughier.   In  1888  Mr. 
Russell    was    nominated    for    governor, 
and  while  fie  was  defeated  b>-  Governor 
Ames,  he  polled  nearlv  1000  votes  mor^ 
than   were  cast   for  Mr.   Cleveland     for 
president.  He  worked  incr-ssantlv.  mnk 
ing  the  tariff  and   Mr.  Cleveland's  rec- 
ord  the   leading  topics  of  his   speeches 
He  wvs  nominate<l  again  in  1889  and  wa' 
fleeted  over  Mr.  Bracket:  by  a  plurality 
of  8000.    In  1S91  he  was  successful  over 
Charles  H.  Allen,  of  Lo-well,  bv  a  '%lur- 
aj'^y    "f   2500    votes,      while     Benjam'r 
Harrison  carried  the  state  by  a  plural 
Ay   of  30,000.   He  reti -ed   from   office   ^

STORY  OF  THE  ACCIDENT. 

Cleveland.  July  16.— Ten  or  more  lives 
•were  lost  in  an  accident  which  occurred 
about  7  o'clock  last  evening  on  the  old 
river  bed  near  the  ore  docks  of  the  Cleve- 
land &  ,Pi:,tsburg  Railway  company. 
The  ore  handlers  had  just  quit  work  for 
the  day  and  were  waiting  their  turns  to 
cross  th4  branch  of  the  river  on  the  flat 
bottomed  ferry  which  they  had  provided 
for  their  own  use.  A  number  of  the  men 
had  crossed.  When  the  ferry  reached 
the  dock  the  last  time  at  least  twenty 
men  crowded  upon  it.  The  boat,  which 
is  about  thirty  feet  long  and  not  more 
than  four  feet  wide,  would  carry  safely 
not  more  than  a  dozen  persons.  The 
srtream  Is  not  wide,  however,  and  the 
hurrying  ore  handlers  had  no  thought  of 
danger.  The  boat  was  pushed  from 
the  shore  and  was  being  propelled  across 
the  stream.  When  it  was  about  half 
way  over  it  began  to  sink.  Then,  as  the 
men  rushed  to  the  srlde,  it  turned  over. 
All  the  occuapntB  were  thrown  Into  the 
water.  Those  that  remain-id  on  slvore. 
alarmed  at  the  accident,  at  once  threw

Pescadero.  Cal..  July  17.-The  Pacific 
maU  steamer  Colombia  is  still  on  the 
rocks  hard  and  fast,  and  cannot  be 
saved.

The  crew  Is  engaged  In  stripping  tlh-r 
cabins  and  saloons,  and  in  fact  is  tak- 
ing everything  movable  out  of  her 
There  is  not  much  cargo  of  any  import- 
ance Uft  in  the  steamer,  and  what  re- 
mains is  ruined  by  the  water.

Tenderness,  so-called,  overanxiety,  fear 
of  harm,  timidity  about  annoying  strang- 
ers, and  a  feeble  desire  t..  jxjse  as  dlHcl- 
pllnarlan  arv  som**  of  the  reas.jns  fur 
the  exercise  of  this  grevious  fault. 

NevtT  do  I  sentle  down  beside  a  family 
party  that  I  do  not  hear  ih.«.<»ame  thing. 
g.>  where  t  may.  Ir  is:  "Marie,  you  must 
keep  out  of  thie  sun.  "  "John,  don't  whoop 
like  an  Indian.  "  "Mary,  keei>  your  hat 
on."  "Children  you  will  gat  yv)ur  feet 
wet." 

On,  on  It  goee,  this  string  of  warnings, 
until  I  think  the  children's  patience 
w.>uld  be  worn  threadbare  and  the 
m.ither  in  a  state  of  compl.'te  collapse. 

1  sauntered  out  from  my  hotel  the  other 
morning  for  an  hour  on  :he  sajuls.  A 
party  of  six  had  gotten  there  ahead  of 
me.  There  was  the  mother,  another  w.>- 
man  whom  the  children  called  auntie, 
and  two  boys  and  tw.p  girls.  The  eldest 
wa.-;  a  quiet,  careworn  l....king  child  of 
14,  who  seemed  t.>  have  th,.  three  .smaller 
children  on  her  mind  In  a  iilllful  kind  of 
a  fashion. 

N.iw.  I  am  p>>sltiv«^  that  ihe  m  ither  of 
thte  bro.xl  never  1. 1  up  f  r  five  minutes 
at  a  time.  Hinging  to  eiich  .me  sciaiw  of 
advice.  Ome  in  awhile  auntie-  would 
try  to  tj.M-kth  ovf^  the>  routrh  ]daces  made 
by  the  zealous  parent.  Again  and  again 
I  .saw  the  children  turn  t  >  this  reilatlve 
with  .seeming  relief,  and  1  d.m't  Avonder. 

'Mother  had  brought  a  b  10k  along,  what 
for  I  c.juld  n.>t  for  the  llfi-  of  me  under- 
stand. She  never  once,  while  I  was 
arjund  at  least.attempted  ;  >  looJt  between 
Its  leaves.  Her  eyes  seem  d  glued  as  If 
fascinated  upon  every  m  »vement  of  the 
unfortunates   with   her. 

Then  was  a  furrow  d.ep  and  deadly 
between  W*?r  brows  and  her  voice  sharp 
from  constant  usage  kept  up  by  a  run- 
ning fire  of  warnings.  I;  was:  "Lo<ik 
out  for  Baby.  Clara.  Dni't  let  Rob  get 
so  near  the  water.  Ther-'.  Itess.  y<ni  are 
getting  sand  In  brother' .s  eyes.

this  hunting  abouit  In  the  brain  for  some 
Imaginary-  cause  for  ct>mplaint  Is  .simply 
fa:al  in  Its  conaequenc^.-*  to  children  and 
mo<her. 

After  a  time  the  boys  and  girls  of  such 
a  guardian  fall  to  hear  the  advice  given. 
It  goes.  If  ever  allowed  to  ent-r.  In  one 
ear  and  out  tlip  oiher.  Hy  constant  fric- 
tion the  child's  Sensibilities  are  worn,  so 
sm-x)th  that  the  aharj<es-t  appeals  fall  to 
stick. 

Never  nag.  Watch  yourselves,  m.nth- 
ers.  It  la  such  an  Insidious  thing— thLs 
fault:  a  great,  ugly  weed  that  chokes 
out  tiyo.se>  delicate  low  bKissoms  that  de- 
mand the  tenderest  care  If  you  would 
have  them  flourish.

If  agric-ulture  is  depresised.  all  forms  of 
industry  so.>n    feel   It.     If  tho  farmer's 
distress  continue  long  enough  and  i.:  be 
serious  enough,  no  other  industry  could 
exist  at  all.   and   as  Mr.    Hiyan   said   to 
the   convention     tho     other   day,    gra-ss 
would  grow  in  the  streets  of  tho  cities. 
Then  ';he  urban   wage-earner  could   get 
no    employment    and      cion.sequently    no 
wages  at  alL    This  is  the  conditi»)n  which 
we  are  appr.xiching. 

Tho  falling  p;iees  first  ruin  the  farm- 
ers, the  lattei"  have  no  money  to  sptnd 
for  the  products  of  the  cities,  and    the 
nixnufactorirs  shut;  down.     "Five  years 
ago  the  car  wx>rks  in  this  city,"  says  the 
News,  "were  employing  6000  to  SOOO  men 
at   fair    wages.      Demand    for   cars    fell 
off,  and  they  were  all  thiM>wn  into  idle- 
ness.    They   have  now    partly   resumed 
operations,  but  are  s;iid  to^K?  p.^ying  les.5 
than  $1  X  day,  and  could  .get  three  men 
for  each  one  .they  employ  at  the  going 
wage.     This  is  but  a  specimen   out  of 
many.    Th«<  common  council  js  doing  its 
utmost  to  keep  up  wagves  on  public  work. 
l>ut  cannot  do  it.    The  connnissions  can 
get  men   fo  work  as  cheaply  as  the  car 
works,  but  pay  them  a  little  more  oiiit  of 
pure  charity.     In  a  word,  how  can   the 
empfoyer     continue    to    pay    the    same 
wages   when    the   prices  of  all    that   he 
makes  a:v  steadily  falling?     He  cannot 
and  he  dees  not." 

The  "man  with  a  i<tipuJated  salary"  Is 
in  n..  better  cass'  than  others.     If  he  is 
emp^yed  in  som.e  weM-settl.d  establish- 
ment which  can  stand  the  pressure  of  th? 
hard   times,  his  salary  may   not   be  cu: 
as  soim  as  the  wage  of  chose  who  have 
irregular  employm.int,  but  the  time  must 
come  when  he,  too,  will  have  to  yield  tc 
the  inevitable  effect    of  hard    times.     If 
the  business  of  his  en»ployer  decre^asea  in 
volume  or  in  profits.  the:v  mu.=»:  be  a  cut 
sooner  or  later,  either  by  the  reduction 
of  the  number  of  hands  or  the  reduction 
of  wages  all  along  the  line.    Not  even  the 
small  bondholder  can  long  escape  the  in- 
evitable fate.     The  railroad  or  other  tn-

which  he  lives  can  get  its  profits  only 
out  of  the  prt)spcrity  of  agricuUuie  and 
general  business.     When  traffic  falls  off 
there  is  such  a   thin«  as  skipped  divi- 
dends and  even  suspension  of  payments 
of  interest  on  debt. 

It  ought  <o  be  apparent  to  every  man 
who  can  t.f  farther  than  the  tip  of  hl.^ 
nose  that  we  are  all  in  one  box,  con- 
cludes the  News.  The  different  classes 
of  business  and  inter.-'Sts  in  the  United 
States  are  llkti  a  row  of  bricks  standing 
on  their  ends  and  mutually  .supporting 
one  another.  The  front  brick  is  the 
farmer.  Push  him  down,  and  they  all 
fall,  one  after  the  other.  None  can  es- 
cape. The  last  brick  is  the  money- 
lender, and  because  he  is  a  llittle  farther 
from  the  first  brick  than  the  others,  he 
is  fool  enough  to  imagine  he  can  escape 
the  gen-rral  fate.  He  will  go  with  the 
rest,  even  though  he  may  fall  last.

gold  standard."     .4ny  per.si.n  wlio  recalls 
the   intense  Anu'/ieanism   of   James     C. 
Itlaine,   wl»o  remembers  the  pride    with 
which  he  always  referretl   to  the  great- 
ness and  strength  of  this  country  and  to 
its  ability  to  perform  that  which  it  un- 
dertakes will  not  take  any  stock  in  such 
an  absu;d   claiim.       .Mr.    niaine     was     a 
staunch      bimetallist     and     a      patriotia 
.\mti-ican.   and    we.e   he  alive    today    h? 
w.iuld    not  subscribe    to   the  gold   pl.ink 
adopted  at  St.  Louis  to  please  the  gold 
syndicates  of  Wall  street  and  Lombard 
street. 

Mr.  Blaine  in  his  speech  of  Feb.  7.  1878, 
aasr>rtt  d    that    no    power    was   conferred 
oa  congress  to  demonetize  either  gold  or 
silver,  and   he     added:      "If,     therefore, 
silver    has    been    demonetized,    I    am    in 
favor  of  remonetizing  it.     If  its  coinage 
has  been   prohibited,   I  am   in   favor  ot 
ordering  1;   to  be   reissued."    Again,    he 
said:     "'The    ivsponsiblli'ty    of    re-estab- 
iishing  silver  in  Its  ancient  and  honorable 
place  as  money  in  lOurope  and  America 
devolves    really    up,)n    the    cong.vss     of 
the  Ignited  States."    There  is  no  sugges 
tion  here  that  we  should  await  the  action 
jf  lingland   or  some  other   foreign  na. 
tion.     Indeed,  he  says  a  little  farther  on 
.hat  "the  influence  of  our  example  wlli 
be    potential    amimg    European    nations, 
with  the  possible  exception  of  England," 
showing  that  he  did  not  expect  England 
would  enter  into  an  international  agree- 
m-  nt   for  bimetallism,   and   therefore   hs 
would    not    today    have    advocated    th* 
impracticable  idea  of  waiting  for  an  In- 
ternational  agr  ement   before  undertake 
ing  bimetallism  in   this  country. 

Mr.    Rlaine   clearly    foresaw    the   seri- 
ous  results  of  the  single  gold   stindard 
system,    which  are  now   visible   throug*h 
the      length      and      breadth      of      this 
land.     Hrre  is  his  prophecy:     "I  believe 
tliat   the  struggle  now  going  on   in   this 
country   and    in    other  countries,    for  a 
single   gold    standartl,     would,     if     suc- 
cessful,   produce   disaster     in      the     end 
throughout      the     commercial       world.' 
Has    not    tills    pivdlction    been    fulfilled".' 
For  an  answ^:r,  look  at  the  condition  of 
the  country   today,  as  the  direct  result 
of  the  steady   appreciation   of  gold   and 
th&  consequent  fill  in  the  prices  of  com>. 
moditles.    Mr.    Blaine    also    voiced    the 
sntiments  of  the  people  when  he  added.

Now,  the  truth  i.«,  tha-:  1  never,  in  word 
or  deed,  oppo.sed  the  raising  of  the  flag 
iH-er  the  B(-hool.s,  as  t  Vrry  member  of  the 
board  will  t«-Ntify,  and  two  of  them  ar- 
veterans  with  honorable  records;  but. 
on  the  c(>n>;ra;y,  advocated  the  raising 
of  the  .same  on  .«?pecial  flag  days,  upon 
the  anniversary  of  one  or  more  historical 
events,  wh.n  both  the  teachers  and 
pupils  were  expected  to  take  a  part,  not 
only  In  raising  the  flag,  but  in  the  read- 
ing of  essays,  poems  and  speeches  by  ithe 
beiit  authors  in  commemoration  of  the 
events,  and  Uie  singing  of  patriotic  songs, 
while  the  children  themselves  took  an 
active  part  in  the  raising  of  the  flag.

Old  CJlory  should  and  does  stand 
for  more  than  a  time-piece.  I  did  not 
vote  against  the  resolution  as  flhallv 
|)assed.  but  I  did  belli  ve  the  one  advo- 
cated by  the  committee  was  the  better 
one.  It  seems  8t;ange  to  me  that  I  am 
called  disloyal  by  anyone  on  .account  of 
this  matter,  when  tviry  member  was 
working  to  the  same  end,  and  the  only 
questiotn  between  u.s  was  a  que-stion  of 
methods,  I  claiming  .:hat  the  best  method 
was  the  one  whcit  the  children  took  an 
active  part  iiv  the  work  on  at  least  one- 
half  of  the  school  days,  and  the  others 
that  it  was  best  -;o  have  it  raised  every 
day,  even  if  done  by  the  janitor  in  a  per- 
functory manner.

b.ittle-.s:carred  veteran.,  J.  R.  Brearley. 
Verily,  there  art  .some  jewels  E.  C.  Holli- 
day does  not  cairy  in  his  casket. 

I  am  glad  ':o  say  that  he  d.ies  not  vole.;- 
the  sentiment  of  the  Veterans'  league, 
for  they  aie  mostly  hone.=t  men  and  are 
willing  to  let  other  men  hav.-  hone.st 
opinions  of  their  own.

I  want  to  say  that  I  yield  to  no  man  in 
love,  re\'e:ence  and  honor  to  the  Ameri- 
can flat?.  There  has  never  been  a  day 
since  thac  flag  was  fir.-^t  unfurled  that 
t  has  nrft  had  a  kinsman  of  mine  for  a 
defender,  and  among  a  long  line  of  hon- 
orable anceRtors  there  has  not  been 
found  an  apologist.  With  such  a  record 
It  is  usehss  for  me  to  as.sert  that  1  love, 
reverence  and  honor  it.  I:  is  a  part  of 
my  veiy  exintence.

JUSTICE  FIELD'S  OAK. 

A    Big    Tree    Which    Covers 
Several  Acres. 

Long  before  dllfornla  became  a  part 
of  American  territory  there  existed  in 
the  vicinity  of  M  nterey,  and  there  still 
stands  then,  afte:  a  half  century  of  oe- 
cupation,  a  womJ-rful  specimen  of  Khe 
live  oak  Indigenous  to  this  state,  says 
the  San  Francisco  Chronicle.  It  was  a 
marvel  to  the  Mexicans  of  those  days, 
and  was  pointed  out  as  one  of  the  curl- 
o-^ltles  o.f  tht.  land  to  the  few  visitors  to 
the  coast. 

Among  those  to  whom  the  natural 
wonder  had  been  shown  In  the  days  of 
Mexican  domination  was  a  young  passe'u 
midshipman  of  the  United  States  n^vy. 
whose  name  was  Timothy  Beals  Field, 
and  he  is  now  long -intl  dead.  The  mid- 
shipman belonged  to  a  family  whose 
members  have  been  distinguished  in 
f.cience  and  business,  in  the  pulpit  and 
:n  literature,  at  the  Ixir  and  on  the  bench 
of  the  supreme  cou:  t.  He  was  so  amazed 
by  the  sight  of  thi  marvelous  tree  that 
ho  sketched  n.  and  wrote  an  account  of 
It  to  his  father,  a  clergyman  residing 
among  the  Berkshire  hills  of  Massa- 
chusetts. This  Incident  was  long  for- 
gotten. It  was  only  last  year,  on  the  o.-*- 
caslon  of  his  visit  to  California,  thaiche 
recollection  came  to  the  mind  of  Justice 
Stephen  J.  Field.  A  party  was  made 
up.  Th't  tree  was  found.  It  proved  to 
be  even  more  extraordinary  than  de- 
scribed by  the  young  midshipman  to  his 
lajthor. 

After  (xplorlng  t!i?  labyrinths  the 
party  returned  to  San  Francisco.  So<kn 
after  Justice  Field  Vent  Ea.st  on  his 
official  duties,  and  while  there  Mrs.  Field 
wrote  an  account  of  their  visit  to  the 
tree,  which  reads: 

"Rounding  th?  lagoon  we  saw  ahead

largest  tree  so  far  known  to  California — 
not  in  height  (though  its  height  is  great), 
but  in  Its  ca7)aclty  to  shelter.  I  re- 
marked that  I  thought  999  persons  could 
etand  comfortably  beside  me^  but  a 
learned  man  In  our  party  said  rath.r 
.">000.  Since  the  midshipman  wrote  of  it 
the  tree  must  have  expanded  vastly,  for 
it  now  covers  mon-  acres  than  one.  Its 
trunk  is  not  to  b  seen;  the  fine  light 
sand  has  drifted  In  to  the  depth  of  thirty 
or  forty  feet,  and  covered  and  protected 
this  relic.  Its  branches  remind  one  <.f 
the  Laocoon:  It  seetn-d  almost  as  if  they 
n»t  only  could  sht  Iter,  but  would  em- 
brace us,  too.  Each  branch  Is  ,the  size 
of  an  ordin'aiy  tree,  and  there  are  num- 
bers of  them  spix'ailing  out  latltudin- 
ously.  with  other  branches  on  these, 
shooting  upward  to  the  sun.  the  foliage 
b^ing  all  on  top  and  very  dense. 

"The  tree  Is  of  th  ■  variety  known  as 
the  California  live  oak.  quercus  viren; 
its  leave*  are  small,  fresh  and  crisp,  and 
of  a  vitality  unimpaired  by  years,  and 
they  do  not  fall  with  the  seasons. 

"It  la  said  that  no  one  has  ever  yet 
seen  a  leaf  of  the  live  oak  unfold  or 
fall. 

"The  outside  If orni  of  the  tree  Is  beauti- 
ful, btlng  entirely  circular,  and  as  you 
sit  under  Its  shelter  and  admire,  you  <-an- 
not  but  speculate  a>4  to  its  age;  Its 
pnarlcMl  and  crookcl  branches  proclaim 
great  antiquity,  lits  lovely  green  perpet- 
ual youth. 

"It  may  be  added  that  ever  since  the 
rediscovery  of  the  tree  It  Is  jwpularly 
known  as  'Justice  Fi"ld's  oak.'  "

ELECTRICAL  SPEED. 

Possibilities  of  the  New  Motive 
Power. 

If  we  wish  to  obtain  higher  speed  'n 
railroads  we  must  employ  more  power  in 
proportion  to  weight  than  we  now  have 
at  our  disposal  with  the  modern  steam- 
driven  locomotive,  says  Cassier's  Maga- 
zine. In  order  to  greatly  mcrease  the 
power  it  is  necessary  that  the  .source  of 
energy  should  be  stationary  and  the 
energy-  transmitted  to  the  moving  train, 
and  the  only  practical  way  of  accom- 
plishing this  on  a  large  scale  is  by  em- 
ploying electricity.  An  electric  engine 
may  be  made  to  develop  almost  anv 
amount  of  power  and  still  be  within 
I  he  weight  and  bulk  of  the  ordinary 
locomotive.  In  legard  to  the  question 
of  supplying  a  long  road  with  a  power- 
ful h'gh-;;nsion  current  I  would  say 
that  when  trains  are  propelled  by  steam 
It  is  nrrcessary  to  employ  a  large  number 
of  separate  ^gines.  Why.  then,  should 
there  be  any  objection  to  u.sing  a  large 
number  of  engines  fcr  an  electric  rail- 
load?  I:  certainly  costs  no  more  to  i-un 
a  scationary  engine  than  a  locomotive 
tngin-'.  and  the

the  current  might  be,  say.  from  2000  t:) 
6000  volts.  The  main  conductors  should 
be  thoroughly  insulated  and  protec:ed 
from  atmospheric  influences.  The  actual 
rubbing  surface,  transmitting  the  cur- 
rent  to  the  moving  train,  should  be  in 
relatively  short  sections,  and  conducted 
to  the  main  conductor  only  while  the 
train  is  actually  passing,  the  latter  be- 
ing provided  with  suitable  apparatus  for 
switching  the  current  in  ahead  of  the 
train  and  cutting  it  out  after  the  train 
has  passed.  In  this  manner  there  would 
be  very  little  lo.ss  of  current,  even  at  a 
Vsi.-y  high  tension,  and  nearly  all  danger 
of  accidents  would  be  avoided. 

With  the  present  steam  engines  it  is 
necessary  to  use  the  very  best  quality  of 
coal,  costing  a:  least  twice  as  much  per 
ton  as  the  cheap  coal.  A  locomotivfe 
steam  engine  has.  of  necessity,  to  be  a 
high  pressure,  non-condensing  engine, 
and  the  exhaust  steam  has  to  be  dis- 
charged against  considerably  more  than 
an  atmosphere  of  pressure,  because  it 
has  to  be  employed  for  inducing  the 
draught.  Moreover,  for  reasons  before 
s.ated.  a  locomotive  engine  must  ba 
limited  in  size. 

A  stationary  engine,  however,  may  bei 
mada  of  any  size.  It  may  be  a  com- 
pound condensing  or  a  triple  expansion 
engine.  Large  boilers  may  be  employed, 
having  a  very  large  heating  surface  in 
proportion  to  the  coal  consumed,  and 
the  grate  surface  may  be  of  any  size, 
so  that  a  very  cheap  coal  may  be  em» 
ployed.  In  this  manner  the  development 
of  a  given  horse-power  costs  60  per  cent 
less  than,  it  does  on  the  locomotive.

THE    LARGEST    BOOK. 

Near  the  city  of  Mandalay.  Burmah. 
is  to  be  found  the  largest  book  in  Che 
world,  the  famous  Kuth  Daw.  It  con- 
sists of  729  parts,  in  the  shape  of  whlt^ 
marble  plates.  Each  plate  is  protected 
by  a  temple  of  bricks.  This  enormou.< 
volume  is  written  in  Pali  and  coiTtalns 
275.250  stanzas.  These  stanzas  form  the 
religious  code  of  the  BuddhLsts.  The 
Kuth  Daw  is  not  an  ancient  production. 
Buddhistic  piety  prompted  its  prepara- 
tion in  this  century.  It  was  made  by 
command  of  Mindomin.  one  of  the  last 
kingis  of  'Burmah.  says  the  Chicago 
Chronicle. 

In  marked  contrast  with  the  Kuth 
Daw  is  a  Konversationlexicon.  published 
in  Beilin.  wlilch  Is  the  smallest  book  In 
the<  world.

ROMAN  ROADS. 

Some  of  Them   Need  No  Re- 
pairs Yet. 

The  Roman  road  was  built  for  e:^r- 
ni.y.  When  the  r  >aattd  had  been  pre- 
p.^re'd  by  excavation  it  was  carefully  re- 
filled, resrardless  of  expense,  wiih  layers 
ui'  sand,  stones  and  cement,  says  th-5 
New  York  Independent.  The  surface  was 
8(>  solidly  dressed  that  the  vvtar  and  tear 
was  reducvjd  to  a  minimum.  Inv-.^st:«?i- 
tions  with  regard  to  Jie  preparation  of 
the  roadbeds  w^ere  made  years  ago  by 
r.ergier  on  Roman  -oads  thit  are  stil! 
In  use  in  France  and  with  tfce  foUowin? 
r«r«>ults: 

In  one  ruad  the  excavation  down  to 
hard  pan  was  three  feet  deep.  This 
trench  was  filled  ut  wi.h  a  la.yer  of  sand 
and  cemant  an  Inch  thick,  then  came  a 
f.iot  layt-r  of  tlattish  stones  and  ce-ment. 
These  las:  two  layers  were  hard  and  so 
firmlN^  knit  toKether  that  jools  could 
bieak  uff ^.agrnents  only  with  great  dif- 
ficultv.  The  n?x:  layer  consisted  of  a 
foot  of  c^menr  and  sand,  covered  with  a 
top  dressing  of  gravel.

After  much  dis.-u.'ssion 
with  the  United  States  upon  that  point, 
h.i  thought  the  tt-ndency  of  the  United 
States  was  to  desire  the  rapid  and  sum- 
mary de«'lsion  of  a  question.  The  British 
KV>vernment  thought  that  the  principle 
of  inbligaAory  arbitration  was  al'iended 
with  c<mside;'able  hazard.  Propir  ma- 
ihinery  must  b-  first  providetl.  in  recent 
years  the  United  States  had  evidenced  a 
dis^nxsition  tl)  take  up  the  causes  <if 
niuJiy  Soii'.h  Anierkan  reoubliis.  but 
this  government  had  not  quarrelled  with 
that  dl.-;po3»tli»n.  Gr.  at  Britain,  his  lord- 
.-hip  addwl,  had  taken  similar  interest  in 
disputes  ;\-igardinK  frontiers  of  Sweden, 
Holland,  Bel.gium  and  Portugal.  In 
.studying  "the  welfare  of  neighboring 
V>>ople3  it  Is  nt'c  ssary  to  remember  that 
the  claims  cf  such  peoi)les  may  possibly 
b.H^ome  matters  of  arbitration,  and  since 
that.  It  i«  necessary  to  guard  asraln.st 
an  obligatory  sys>;em  of  arbitration. 

For  thefie  rea.««)n«.  his  lordship  said, 
ive  had  approached  the  question  with  con- 
siderable caution.  He  felt  that  In  a  mat- 
ter of  such  supreme  Importance  It  was 
iie.'essary  to  be  careful  of  every  st<-p 
that  he  was  taking.  Liord  Salisbury  con- 
cluded b.v  saying  that  he  had  puisued. 
with  the  consent  of  the  Unite<l  States  an 
i.nufval  course  In  laying  these  papers  ,>ii 
th^  table,  while  nrgvitlations  were  still 
■rjceeding.  This  had  been  done  In  order 
that  the  be«t  Intellects  on  both  sldc-s 
should  apply  themselves  to  a  matter  af- 
fi  :ting  the  welfare  of  the  whole  human 
race  In  such  a  singular  degree,  and  es- 
n  ,.Mally  the  good  rdatiorus  with  the 
United  States  with  which  It  was  the  de- 
sire of  the  government  to  be  on  the 
friendliest  of  terms.  Th.^  remarks  of 
the  maniuis  of  Salisbury  were  greeted 
with  ehee!8  by  the  lords.

Superstitions. 

The  burglar  is  the  mout  supersttltlous 
IK-raon  on  earth,  and  pfjis  his  faith  on 
talLsmans  and  t^iarms.  To  him  all  things 
oK'cult  are  as  true  as  the  fact  that  he 
biHiithe.x.  sttiys  Lhd  New  York  Journal.  No 
old  wcmian  tcf  by-goni-  day.s  placed  nioie 
fii.lth  Ini  signs  than  dtx's  hK  That  'he.^-' 
things  are  so  is  evidemvd  ev»My  day  to 
pt-i-sonn  who  observe.  Here  is  an  ,in 
-stance  In  jw)lnt: 

VVhen  the  buiglars  "cracked"  the  safes 
In  a  Park  row  restaurant  recently  they 
witnctied  a  gla.ss  h(jisipital  box  full  of 
money  fn^n  the  wall,  but  d1<l  not  <ake  .i 
cent  fn>m  it.  These  meni  who  had  just 
rifled  five  safe's  were  held  by  .supeisti- 
tlous  dread  at  the  very  slgfht  of  the  little 
box. 

Now.  the  police  have  long  understood 
thajt  there  are  no  people  in  the  world  wno 
are  .so  s/trongly  held  by  superstition  as 
the  criminal  classes.  There  Is  a  mystic 
spell  whidh  seems  to  regulate  the  lives 
of  these  enemies  of  society,  which  in 
nviny  particuJaj's  Is  a  survival  of  Lli-;.- 
fetichism  of  olden  times,  for  the  super- 
sti'tlon  hangs  In  a  great  degree  upon 
things  .supposed  to  bear  some  especial 
charm.  The  leaving  of  the  ho.spital  bo.x 
untoucheil  is  merely  an  example  of  the 
fear  that  the  stealing  of  money  intendcil 
for  the  poor  and  .suffeilng  would  act 
against  them  and  make  their  defection 
possible. 

ITie  criminal  of  modern  times  belle ve> 
there  Is  never  a  burglary  committed  bu; 
that  the  thief  has  in  his  pocket  a  bit  if 
coal,  a  lucky  stone,  an  old  ring  or  a 
ro-sly  horse  shoe  nail.  Often  when  a 
burglar  Is  arrested  th€«e  things  ar- 
found  In  his  p<x'ket.  and  he  usually  ap- 
pears more  affe<'ted  when  they  are  taken 
from  him  at  the  station  house  than  b  • 
dOeS  when  arrested,  for  it  is  ithese  thing.< 
which  are  saipp<^>Bed  to  protect  him  from 
the  law,  as  well  as  from  bulldogs  and 
burglar  alarms. 

Long  ago  the  law  recognized  the  super- 
stition of  the  criminals.  Kissing  the 
Bible  in  taking  an  oath  was  originally 
Intended  for  lawbreakers  who  have  no 
regard  for  their  word  or  for  a  mere 
formal  affirmative.  The  custom  after- 
ward spread  until  it  has  now  become  the 
recognized  form  for  all  witnesses. 

So  sup«rstltiou.s  is  Mark  Shlnburn,  the 
celebrated  bank  ixibber  recently  anested 
In  this  city,  that  he  ha.s  always  asserted 
tha<  he  was  compelled  to  serve  a  Icmg 
term  of  Imprisonment  because  he  had 
purchased  some  wax  for  key  Impressions 
next  door  to  a  church.  It  was  in  Sep- 
temher.  1883,  that  Shlnburn  and  Charlie 
Bullard  decided  to  rob  the  Provincial 
bank  at  Vlveres.  Belgium.  On  the  night 
they  vlstted  the  bank  -to  look  it  over 
.Shlnburn  wanted  the  wax,  and  btcauses 
It  was  late  in  the  e\'ening  when  he  found 
he  did  not  have  sufficient.  Che  only  store 
that  was  open  was  the  one  next  a 
church. 

Supfersti'tion  was  so  strong  in  him  that 
h^  felt  the  roibbery  would  be  a  failure  If 
he  bought  the  wax  at  this  store,  and 
wanted  to  wait  umtil  the  next  night.  But 
Bullard  laughed  at  him,  and  ho  gC'.  tie 
wax.  They  were  to  gvt  into  the  Ijank 
from  the  rear,  but  after  opening  a  wood- 
t  n  gate  th?y  found  progre.-s  stopped  by 
an  iron  door  and  an  immense  lock. 
ShinbUi"n  removed  the  outer  plate  fr>m 
tills  and  took  the  lock  off.  While  they 
were  in  the  bank  taking  a  general  sur- 
vey, a  watchman  fciund  the  door  of  the 
wooden  gate  open  and  ran  for  ihi  near- 
est police  station. 

Shlnburn  and  Bullard  left  the  bank  a 
moment  after  the  watchman  had  foujid 
the  open  gate.  In  replacing  the  lock  plate 
Shlnburn  discovered  that  one  of  the 
screws  was  missing.  Searching  in  vain 
f.jr  it,  he  finally  took  a  bit  of  wax  which 
was  In  hii3  vest  pocket,  filled  up  the  hole, 
and  made  a  perfect-appearing  screw 
head  by  drawing  his  thumb  nail  acroiss 
It.  He  had  scarcely  completed  his  task 
when  the  watchman  returned  with  half 
a  dozen  officers,  and  both  men  were  ar- 
rested. 

No  evidence  could  be  found  against 
them.  The  explained  readily  e-nough 
their  being  before  the  gate,  and  were 
about  to  be  discharged  when  the  author- 
ities decided  to  call  experts  to  examine 
the  bank  premise?.  The  wax  which  had 
been  found  In  Shinburn's  pocket,  and  to 
whl'ch  no  attention  was  paid,  and  turned 
over  to  an  expert  to  analyze,  and  before 
he  fetarted  on  his  work  he  found  im- 
bedded in  the  wax  a  small  screw.  In  ex- 
amining the  I'Ock  the  experts  soon  came 
upon  the  plate  with  the  screw  missing 
and  the  hole  filled  with  wax.  An  an- 
alysis showed  that  the  wax  in  the  hole 
was  the  same  as  that  taken  from  Shin- 
burn's  pocket,  and  that  the  screw  which 
had  been  found  in  the  wax  was  the  miss- 
ing one  from   the  lock. 

The  circumstantial  evidence  wa.s  com- 
I'lete.  and  both  Shinburn  and  Bullanl 
were  found  guilty  and  received  sentences 
•  /t  six  years  each.  Shlnburn  said  as  i>oon 
as  he  received  the  sentence  that  If  he 
had  bought  the  wax  at  any  other  store 
than  the  one  next  the  church  he  never 
would  have  been  arrested. 

The  rabbit's  foot  which  the  modern 
burglar  carries  when  he  starts  off  on  hi.s 
night's  work  i.s  the  outcome  (if  that  more 
grewsome  charm,  the  hand  of  a  man 
who  has  died  a  violent  death.  The  cus- 
tom of  carrying  a  dead  man's  hand 
spread  even  to  this  country,  though  the 
criminals  did  not  .=eem  to  be  particular 
about  its  being  the  hand  of  one  whose 
death  had  been  violent. 

Mexican  outlaws  have  long  held  that 
the  greatest  good  luck  comes  to  the  man 
who  possesses  the  left  foot  of  a  man  who 
has  been  hanged.  From  this  supersti- 
tion, doubtless,  grew  the  one  under  which 
a  great  many  people  are  desirous  of  get- 
ting a  bit  of  rope  after  an  execution. 

French  criminals  adopted  the  Idea  of 
carrying  a  hand,  but  they  always  desired 
the  left  one  of  a  woman  who  had  died 
at  the  birth  of  her  first  child.  That  this 
same  smperstltlon  spread  to  England 
there  is  not  the  slightest  doubt.  Crim- 
inal hl»toi-y  tells  of  two  men  who  went 
one  night  to  an  English  Inn  for  the  pur- 
pose of  robbing  It.  They  asked  to  be 
allowed  )to  Spend  the  night  before  the 
kitchen  fire.  One  of  the  servants  In  the 
place  suspecting  them,  crept  to 
the  door  and  with  his 

ar  to  the  keyhole,  saw  one  of  the  men 
holding  a  withered  hand,  while  the  other 
aneiinted  it  with  oil  and  then  lightedi  it. 
.All  the  fingers'  blazed,  but  the  oil  on  the 
thumb  dill  not  burn.  That  showed  that 
there  was  somel>ody  awake  In  the  house, 
and  the  men  made  no  attempt  to  rob. 

In  connection  with  superstition,  crim- 
inals are  much  more  susceptible  to  curses 
than  most  people.  They  are  thoroughly 
-onvlnced  that  curses  directed  in  earnest 
toward  any  one  will  most  certainly  prove 
hurtful.  When  a  thief  utters  a  direct 
curse  against  the  police  he  means  every 
word  of  It.  A  few  years  ago  a  clergy- 
man was  greatly  shocked  by  what  ap- 
peared to  him  the  blasphemous  remark 
of  a  prisoner  who  was  to  be  executed, 
and  who  had  a  few  da.vs  before  profes-sed 
religion.  It  was  In  St.  Louis,  and  the 
man,  wh<>se  name  was  Wisdom,  stood 
at  the  do.:>r  of  hli*  cell.  In  the  Four  Courts 
.^hil,  and,  shaking  hie*  finger  at  the  sher- 
iff, .said:  "Cur.se  you!  I'll  be  hanged  and 
go  to  heaven,  and  there  on  the  day  of 
judgment  I'll  give  you  the  horse  laugh." 
The  convicted  mam  told  the  clergyman 
that  he  was  sincere  In  the  religious  vi&ws 
he  entartalned,  and  was  also  very  much 
in  earnest  about  the  curse  directed  at 
the  sheriff. 

And  St)  It  was  with  the  little  hospital 
box  in  the  Park  row  eating  house.  The 
thieves  did  not  overlook  it.  The  wrench- 
ing of  It  from  the  wall  might  show  th^t 
there  had  been  some  disagreement  about 
taking  Its  contents.  But  they  left  It. 
and  proved  thereby  that  the  spell  of 
superstition  Is  as  strong  on  the  crook 
today  as  it  ever  was.

QUEEN  VICTORIA. 

She  Sticks  Closely  to  Olden 
Customs. 

The  recent  celebration  of  Queen  Vic- 
toria's seventy-seventh  birthday  recalls 
how  strongly  she  sticks  to  old  customs, 
says  the  Cleveland  World.  She  has  un- 
til recently  resisted  the  introduction,  at 
Windsor  and  her  other  residences,  of 
any  of  the  modem  improvements  now 
deemed  indispensable  by  people  of  near- 
ly all  classes  of  society.  Telephone,  tele- 
grapti  and  other  conveniences  she  has  al- 
ways ant'agonized  when  their  install- 
ation at  Windsor  has  been  suggested. 

The  telephone  has  made  such  tremen- 
dous strides,  and  is  now  so  universally 
in  use.  that  it  can  hardly  be  treated  as 
a  recent  novelty;  but.  inasmuch  as  it 
has  hitherto  been  excluded  from  the 
(lueen's  household,  the  fact  that  she  has 
at  last  adopted  it.  in  a  limited  measuie. 
is  both  interesting  and  significant. 

To  illustrate  the  queen's  faithful  ad- 
herence, where  possible,  to  "old- 
fashioned"  ways,  it  may  ba  mentioned 
that  in  her  own  private  rooms  her  ma- 
jesty will  not  u.se  coal  for  her  fires,  but 
insists  on  burning  only  a  special  kind  of 
wood  blocks,  the  preparing  of  which  is 
a  regular  business.  In  this  liabit  the 
queen  can  scarcely  b-?  animated  by  a 
dislike  to  coal  as  a  novelty;  her  objt-c.ion 
is  to  the  smoke  and  dirt  which  a  coal 
tire  causes.  In  like  manner  she  refuses 
to  use  gas.  which  is.  at  all  events,  a 
discovery  of  more  nnient  date. 

The  queen  remains  faithful  to  candles, 
oil  betng  burned  equally  with  gas.  And 
not  only  that,  bu:  the  electric  light, 
which  is  distinctly  a  modern  device,  and 
which  is  free  from  the  objectionable 
features  peculiar  to  both  oil  and  gas. 
has  not  so  far  been  admitted  to  her 
majesty's  household. 

There  is  a  good  electric  light  plant 
in  Windsor  castle,  and  certain  parts  of 
the  building  are  fitted  for  the  light,  but 
it  is  rigidly  excluded  from  the  queen  s 
rooms,  and  from  the  greater  part  of  the 
:>alace. 

The  queen  is  a  great  correspondent, 
and  she  would  probably  desire  no  other 
method  of  communication  than  through 
the  postofflce,  but  in  these  days  time  is 
so  important  a  consideration,  especially 
in  official  matters,  that  letters  and  dis- 
patches by  hand  cannot  suffice  to  meet 
the  constantly   arising   emergencies. 

The  telegraph  wire  is  an  absolute  ne- 
cessity, and  her  majesty  so  far  realizes 
this  that,  wherevr  she  may  be.  direct 
tel?graph  communication  with  the  rest 
of  the  world  exists.  And  now  the  tlele- 
phone  has  become  in  everyday  life  al- 
most as  essential  as  the  telegraph;  and, 
indeed,  when  one  remembers  how  fre- 
quently and  suddenly  political  crises  or 
foreign  comnlications  arise,  one  won- 
ders that  none  of  the  queen's  residences 
have  till  lately  been  placed  in  instant 
comunJcation  at  least  with  th?  prin- 
cipal government  departments  in  Lon- 
don. 

A  new  departure  in  this  direction  has 
been  m.xde.  Special  wire  has  been  pu. 
U!>  between  Windsor  and  IX)ndon  to 
rdace  the  castle  and  the  government 
offices  in  di'ect  communication  by  tele- 
phone: and  henceforth  her  mi:»jesty  will 
be  able,  If  she  pleases,  while  comfort- 
ably seat-d  in  her  own  apartiments.  to 
converse  wi.h  the  premier  or  other  mini- 
ster at  Whitehall  or  in  parliament  al- 
most as  oislly  and  literally  as  if  he  was 
in  her  presence.  The  telegraph  w1;p  and 
the  queen's  messenger  will  thereby  he 
relegated  to  a  secondary  position,  and 
the  advantage  and  Importance  of  the 
new  arnangemen.  will  rapidly  become 
apparent. 

AN  ACTOR'S  REVENGE. 
All  of  the  "Uncle  Tom's  Cabin"  aclorKi 
tn  New  York,  and  there  are  many  of 
them,  expect  a  big  revival  of  Interest  In 
the  play  because  of  the  death  of  Harriet 
ppecher  Stowe,  says  the  New  York  Sun. 
There  is  now  in  this  city  an  actor  named 


Smith,  who  says  that  h<»  has  appeared 
in  the  play  more  freque.otly  than  any 
other  man  alive.  He  has  been  stranded 
In  ever>'  state  in  the  Union,  and  a  f(\\ 
years  ago  he  took  an  '  l^iicle  Tom'^ 
Cabin"  company  and  a  pack  of  blood- 
hounds down  to  the  West  iLndies.  The 
venture  was  a  failure,  but  all  of  the 
actors  except  the  dogs  got  back  to  New 
York  safely  within  a  year.  i>mith  him- 
self worked  his  way  back  on  a  sailing 
vessel  The  proudest  achle\-em?nt  of  his 
lond  and  venturesotne  career  w.is  corner- 
ing the  market  in  colored  sln.,?ers  wh.> 
had  been  trained  with  'Uncit?  Tom'd 
Cabin"  companies. 

Smith  begins  all  his  stories  now  with 
"When  I  cornered  the  market  iix  colored 
singers."  and  there  are  several  .manag- 
ers In  town  today  who  paid  the  penalty 
of  It.  The  incident  happened  about  fif- 
teen years  ago.  when  several  managers 
each  sent  out  half  a  dozen  companies  to 
produce  "Uncle  Tom's  Cabin."  Before 
the  season  opened  Smith  had  been  en- 
gagc-d  at  a  salary  of  $40  a  week  to  play 
Marks  with  one  of  the  road  companies. 
About  a  month  be*fore  the  company  was 
tA>  open  the  season  he  dropped  in  on  his 
matvager  to  ask  for  money  to  paj-  his 
board. 

"Can't  do  it  this  lime.  Smith."  said  the 
manager,  "because  we  have  decided  that 
we  don't  want  you.  I've  got  a  man  for 
Marks  at  $.30." 

ThLs  was  a  haiTi  blow  for  Smith,  but 
he  rallied  and  went  around  to  a  saloon 
to  think  It  over.  No  well-regulated  com- 
pany left  New  York  to  play  "Uncle 
Tom's  Cabin"  without  a  chorus  of  negro 
singers,  and  there  were  about  100  of  these 
singers  in  town  who  had  been  trained 
and  the  managers  knew  could  be  en- 
gaged at  the  last  minute.  Smith  knew 
that  the  choruses  were  not  engageil  un- 
til a  day  or  two  before  the  companies 
opened  their  season.  He  advertb^e<l  In 
several  newspapers  for  "Uncle  Tom's 
Ca1>in"  singers.  and  a  dramailc  agent 
gave  him  desk  room  for  a  week.  Before 
the  end  of  that  time  Smith  had  every 
available  colored  singer  in  New  York 
under  contract  to  «5lng  f,>r  him  only. 
Every  colored  man  whom  they  tri?d  to 
engaged  said  tWat  he  was"under  contract 
with  'Mr.  Smith."  This  was  found  :o  be 
true,  and  the  managers  were  in  a  panic. 
The  one  who  had  engaged  Smith  hunted 
him  up  and  offered  him  the  part  of 
Marks  at  his  old  salary-  if  he  would  re- 
lease his  singers. 

"No,  sir."  replied  Smith.  "I've  koC  a 
good  thing.  I  want  a  thirty  weeks'  en- 
gagement at  $50  a  week  and  a  commis- 
sion on  every  singer." 

The  manager  objected  strenu<iusly.  and 
then  he  surrendered,  and  everj-"  other 
manager  had  to  pay  tribute  to  Smith 
that  season. 

"It  was  a  good  year  for  the  old  play." 
said  Smith  not  long  ago,  "and  I  don't 
Buinwse  that  I  will  have  another  season 
like  it."

CONTRACTORS' STATEMENT. 

As  to  the   Labor  Difficulty   on 
the  Doci(s. 

To  the  Editor  of  The  Herald:     • 

Owinff  to  the  fac:  that  several  items 
have  appeared  in  rrcent  issues  of  b  nh 
the  evening  and  morning  pape;-s  regard- 
ing the  difHculty  of  the  longshorem-?n 
in  this  city,  we  de?m  i:  but  just  to  onr- 
selvfs,  as  contractors  and  employers  of 
labo;-,  and  :o  the  public  in  general,  that 
a  publfL-ation  of  the  tacts  as  thev  exist 
b.^  made. 

For  tJhe  past  four  years  we  have  had 
the  c-ontracts  for  handling  all  freight 
for  tile  St.  Paul  &  Duluth  dock.  Western 
Transit;  company,  Northern  Steamship 
line,  :he  ,A.nchor  line  and  the .  Unlov; 
Transit  company,  which  embraces  prac- 
tically all  the  freight,  except  coal,  iron 
and  lumber  handlea  in,  thi.^  city.  The 
fi.st  year  we  paid  the  men  30  cent.s  p.-r 
hour,  w'hen  freight  handlers  a;  all  other 
points  on  the  lakes  were  paying  only 
1'5  cents  p;r  hour  for  sl.nilar  labor;  and 
for  :he  past  thr3e  years  wo  have  paid 
25  cents  pe:-  hour,  which  is  higher  than 
that  paid  at  a  numbt;-  of  the  othc:- 
placfw,  and  equal  to  tha:  paid  any- 
whei.'.  During  ail  said  time,  up  t> 
\vfthin  five  days  ago,  we  employed  m^n 
Indiscriminately,  with  reference  only  ti> 
their  skill,  no  questions  being  asked  re- 
g'a:'ding  their  religion,  politics,  alliance 
or  non-alliance  with  labor  unions,  and 
during  all  said  time  heard  no  complaint 
from  any  source. 

Duiing  the  early  par:  of  the  navigation 
Season  u£  ;he  present  year  a.l)out  eight  of 
our  former  employes  (whose  nam;s  can 
be  give-n  iif  desired)  became  connected 
In  sime  way  wi;h  the  Missabe  o;-e  docks 
of  this  city,  and  Wcre  ve:-y  irregular  in 
their  appearance  af  our  docks,  and 
finally,  for  this  reason  and  no  other,  we 
dlSiTil».sed  them  entirely  from  our  em.

The  business  to  ci^me  be- 
fore them  Is  the  dls.ribution  of  tickets 
and  other  arranpements  of  the  conven- 
tion. It  Is  probat>le  they  will  recommend 
tempoi-ary  officers  ti>  the  committee. 
The  "middle-of-the-road"  men  want  :ho 
-cmpurary  chairman,  but  are  divided  as 
to  who  the  man  shall  be.

TAUBENECK  RETURNS. 


His    Plans    Will   Meet    Some 
Opposition. 

S:.  L.ou!s,  July  18.— Oh  a  i  ■.'man  Taiib>- 
n-ck  has  returned  from  Chicago,  and  his 
cGming-  was  the  signal  for  renewed  ac- 
tivity on  the  par;  of  the  Populists,  who 
hoped  to  prevent  the  endorseinent  ol 
Bryan  and  the  Chicago  platform. 

Mr.  Taubeneck,  it  is  said,  found  sev- 
eral .sLumbllng  blocks  In  his  paifi  in 
Chicago.  For  on-?  thing.  Dr.  Taylor,  one 
of  the  most  prominent  members  of  ih' 
People's  piarty  in  Illinois,  is  not  follow- 
ing passively  the  lead.  There  are  many 
Po.^ulists  who  hold  the  same  opinion 
that  Mr.  Tauben-3ck  is  disturbed.  To 
have  his  own  delegation  go  against  hin 
would  be  very  distasteful.  In  the  discus- 
sion of  :he  anti-Bryan  men  this  morn- 
ing, no  definite  plan  of  action  was  agreed 
upon,  bu:  they  sif^m  determined  to  make 
a  y:ra;ght  out  flgtit  for  a  spo.irate  ticket 
and  nlatform.

REPUBLICANS  SCARED. 

How  Populist  Secretary  Tur- 
ner Sizes  it  Up. 

St.  Louis.  July  18. — Secretary  J.  H. 
Turner  of  uh-i  Populist  niJonaJ  com- 
mlUce,  who  arrived  this  morning,  is  out- 
spoken in  his  desire  that  this  convention 
shall  endorse  Bryan  and  Se'w'all.  "It  is 
the  practical  and  yatrloilc  ihing  for  us 

to  do,"  he  said.  "If  we  fall  to  do  it,  we 
campaign — fr^e  silver,  an  oi-Iginal  tenet 
of  the  Populi.''ts'  faith.  I  believe  free 
silver  Is  going  :o  win.  anyhow,  and  if 
will  j-,opa:diz>.'  the  vital  issue  of  this 
we  fail  to  endorse  the  only  man  who 
s:a:nds  an>-  chance  of  winning,  for  tho 
cause  of  silver,  we  will  be  shorn  of  any 
of  the  glory,  except  as  individuals  and 
be  olasscd  a.s  its  enemy."

The  majority  of  Populists  are  not  goins 
to  fritter  away  a  principle  so  dear  :o 
them  as  has  always  been  the  restor- 
ation of  silver  to  Us  crmstilut'onal  func- 
tions as  a  money  medium.  Outside  of  ad- 
mlnistra.ion  circles,  it  Is  decidedly  for 
Hryan.  ^nd  the  administration  will  (Ind 
itself  well  night  deserted  bj^  the  time  the 
campaign   waxes  warm. 

"With  tho  rank  and  file  of  officehold- 
ers, it  is  ofT  with  the  old  and  on  wi:h 
he  now.  Th.>&-  fellows  in  department." 
want  to  hold  onto  th?lr  Jobs  for  frxi; 
Means  more.  The  Rer.ublicans  are  scared. 
Th«'ir  only  hone  is  for  a  third  ticket,  and 
:h  y  are  going  to  leave  no:hing  undore 
ti>  bring  about  the  nomination  of  one 
here."

Little  Rock,  Ark.,  July  18.— The  town 
of  Malvern,  Ark.,  at  the  Junotlon  of  the 
Hot  Springs  railway,  was  almost  en- 
tirely wiped  out  by  fire  at  an  early  'nop- 
this  morning.  Malvern  was  a  llltte  city 
of  6000  Inhabitant?,  the  bu.«lness  portion 
of  the  place  being  clu.'itered  around  the 
railroad  station.  All  this  section  was  de- 
stroyed, only  thr^-e  business  houses  re- 
maining. The  logs.-*  Is  estimated  at  from 
$175,000   to  $200,000. 

The  burned  buildings  Include  two 
hoteLa  the  bank  and  all  the  principal 
houetB  of  the  place.  The  fire  Is,  wVhout 
doubt,  the  result  of  a  plot  to  destroy 
tile  town.  Thf  blaze  broke  out  about 
midnight  In  three  different  places,  and  as 
there  was  no  apparatus  che  fire  burned 
it»  If  out. 

Four  men  are  under  arrest  cha-ged 
with  starting  the  fire,  and  the  pople  of 
the  town  are  In  such  a  state  of  excite- 
ment '.hat  there  is  a  strong  probability 
that  tht^i  inoendlarle?  will  be  summartiy 
dealt  with.

The  latter  was  most  re- 
cetntly  reportid  as  having  passed  the 
province  of  Plnar  del  Rio.

He 
was  carrying  a  message  from  the  Prefect 
Emlllo  Vlgoa  to  Maceo. 

Protecteil  by  Quintan  Bandero,  Jose 
MiroS  succeeded  in  landing  an  expedi- 
tion In  the  district  of  San  Diego.  The 
band  of  Juan  Bruno,  constituting  the 
rearguard  of  the  Lnrturgerjt  Zayai,  has 
attacked  the  trocha.  in  the  province  of 
Plnar  del  Rio,  wUh  the  Intention  of 
creating  a  diversion  in  ordpr  to  facilitate 
the  passing  of  the  line  by  Maceo.

A  SPANISH  VIEW. 

Senor  Baldasano  Talks  About 
the  Cubans. 

New  York,  July  18.— Senor  Don  Artro 
BaMasno  Y'  Topet?o,  the  consul  general 
for  Spain  In  this  city,  during  an  inter- 
view with  a  repre.'^entatjve  of  the  Asso. 
elated  Press,  was  asked  for  Information 
•egarding  the  reported  death  of  Jose 
MaccO.  Senor  Baldasano  said  that  he 
had  no  official  information  regai-ding 
the  matter,  but  that  It  was  probable,  as 
ihp  rebel  ranks  are  said  to  b  •  rent  l>y 
dissension.  In  support  of  his  views,  he 
.raid  that  fnformation  had  beon  received 
from  several  <;;u.ban  whites,  who  recently 
joined  the  rebels,  that  they  were  obligfjd 
io  Serve  as  prlvatew  under  black  lead- 
ers. It  had  caused  mueh  feeling  among 
the  whites,  and  that  the  blacks  would 
n  t  give  them  command,  as  the  blacks 
and  thf^ir  desccrtdants  hud  borne  thb 
brunt  of  the  war. 

Wh  n  asked  as  to  the  outlook  for 
Spain  ill  Cuba,  Senor  Baldaspno  said  it 
was  excell-nt.  The  rebellion,  he  be- 
lieved, had  reac-hcd  Its  maximum 
strength.  The  rebels  w -re  In  two  com- 
mand.s,  and  that  the  one  in  Plnxr  Rjano 
■vais  pinned  in  by  the  new  trocha  and 
canno:  escape.    The  rebels  in   the  east- 

•n  part  of  Central  Cuba  and  in  Ea.ste."n 
Cuba,  undir  Gomez,  and  th*.  others. 
were  not,  he  declared,  advancing  to  the 
relief  of  Antonio  Maceo,  but  were  re- 
ported to  be  falling  back  on  Eas.ein 
i7uba.  where  marketl  discontent  was  re- 
ported in  the  r-bel  camps,  and  that  the 
presence  of  Gomez  was  neces.sary  to 
maintain  discipline  and  uphold  the  au- 
thority of  Calixto  Garcia. 

Regarding  tho  discontent  among  thr 
rebels,  Senor  Baldasano  said  that  many 
blackc*  and  whites  were  surrendering, 
with  horseB  and  arms,  and  that  undeh 
the  orders  of  Gen.  Weyler,  were  placed 
on  parole  and  released. 

Regarding  the  August  and  September 
rtiinforcements  for  Cuba,  he  gave  the 
following  details;  "Thert  are  fifty-six 
battalions  of  the  line  In  Spain.  Each 
will  organize  two  expeditionary  cum- 
panKs.  of  the  following  si.rengtht  One 
captain,  four  subalterns,  five  sergeants, 
ten  corporals,  fiv.  trumpeters  ana 
twenty-three  men  each.

Therefore,  my  dear  Modern 
Woman,  Jtet  thee  to  thy  books,  study  tbc 
history  and  woi  kings  of  our  government, 
its  fundamental  p  inciples,  and  bring 
ito  b  ar  your  charming  tact  and  grace 
as  an  offset  to  the  degrading  influences 
at  work  in  politics  of  the  present  day.

The  study  of  civics  is  a  fa.stinating 
one.  One'  is  led  off  on  so  many  delightful 
excursions,  by  the  way;  it  is  .so  all  em- 
bracing, it  takes  in  ancient  and  modtrn 
history,  biography,  economy,  sociology, 
biology  and  psychology;  k  is  sufUcient 
in  all  of  its  lamifications  to  give  one 
reading  for  a  lif'^time.  I  have  recently 
read  a  very  comprehensive  article  on 
thl.o  subjEct,  and  I  give  you  the  advice 
given  by  the  writer,  for  it  seems  good. 
To  begin  with  biiigraphy  is  his  idea;  a 
study  of  the  lives  of  our  sta«tesmen, 
found  in  the  American  Statesmen  series. 
And  not  t/>  be  biasrd  in  beliefs,  the  blo- 
Rr.aphicaJ  studies  should  include  those  of 
English  statesmen.  Walpole,  Chatham 
and  Pitt.  This  P^nglish  t^udy  must  go 
back  ti  and  include  William  the  Con- 
queiu:-.  That  the  study  may  be  broad, 
it  should  include  sketches  cf  the  lives 
of  reformers  of  all  times— AJaxander, 
Pericles,  Cicero,  Machiavelli,  Savonar- 
ola, Luther,  CaUin,  William  of  Orange, 
John  of  Barneveldt,  down  to  Gambetta, 
Bismarck  and  Washington,  with  a  com- 
plete study  of  the  life,  speeches  and  writ- 
ings of  our  own  great  Lincoln.  One  must 
allow  the  gr.at  lit  rary  masterpieces  to 
work  their  cultivating  power.  Wash- 
ington's "Farewell  Address,"  Hamilton's 
papers  in  the  Federalist,  Monro-a'? 
mcssjige  to  congress,  Webstei's  reply  to 
Haync ,  the  Dred  Scobt  decision  of  the  su- 
preme court,  the  Declaration  of  Indepen- 
dence, the  articles  of  confederation,  thr 
constitution,  <he  articles  of  secession  of 
the  Southern  sta,tes  and  the  great  Brit- 
ish Magna  Charta.  The  literary  pro- 
ductions must  include  the  patriccic 
works  of  our  poets,  Lo- 

well's "Commemoration  Ode,"  and 
"Present  C.isis;"'  Whittiers  national 
p:ems,  Ame.lcan  war  ballads  and  lyrics; 
Emerson's  odes  and  poems  bearing  on 
our  country.  One  is  ready  then  to  take 
up  Motley's  histories,  because  they 
ttach  us  (jf  that  great  Dutch  struggle 
f:)r  independence  which  was  a  stimulus 
and  Inspiration  to  our  forefathe;-s. 
Parkmann's  histories,  which  an?  like 
thrilling  romances,  Fiskes  histories, 
Goldwin  Smith's  "United  States," 
B:'yce's  "American  Commonwelath," 
Br.»ines  "Twenty  Years  of  Congress," 
Wilson's  "Congress*,onal  Government, '• 
and         Fiske's  "Political  Ideas." 

Should  you  wish  a  history 
of  the  United  S:ates  in  its  entirety 
there  ar-?  two  or  three  in,  our  library. 
McMaster's  history  is  good,  and  brows- 
ing around  those  historical  shelves  you 
will  find  much  that  is  interesting,  tak- 
ing it  by  states  or  as  a  whole.  There  are 
numbers  of  interesting  papers  a^nd  books 
which  bring  us  right  up  to  the  presnt 
day.  Many  of  the  most  charming  ones 
a  e  found  in  the  magazines  of  the  last 
few   years. 

The  history  of  the  events  of  the  last 
quarter  of  the  century,  published  in  the 
Scribner  Magazine,  was  a  clear,  coticise 
and  rapid  summary  of  the  incidents  ot 
the  time  which  has  hardly  yet,  in  a 
t;ue  sense,  become  history.  The  Cen- 
tury papers  of  Nicolay  and  Hay  and 
Noah  Brooks  were  invaluable  also.

Cam  >- 
bell  in  his  last  chap:er  of  the  "Puritan 
in  England,  Holland  and  America"  gives 
them  adequate  praise.  They  we-e.  as  he 
says,  the  Puritan  of  the  great  middle 
and  southern  rortion  of  the  country,  and 
the  Scotch-Irish  congress,  which  has 
just  h3d  its  eighth  meet.ing  3t  Harris- 
l-.urg  in  Pennsylvania,  numbers  among 
:t.=  members  some  of  the  most  powerful 
and  notable  men  of  our  day.  It  is  esti- 
mated tha:  600.000  of  these  peo--'!?  emi- 
giated  to  America  in  the  fii'ny  yea-s  be- 
t-wf  n  1720  and  1770.  "Tlie  three  things? 
they  craved  were  nersonal.  civil  and  r?- 
"gious  liberty,  all  of  which  were  denied 
tliom  in  Great  Britain  and  offered  in 
America."  These  people  were  of  Scotch 
descent  and  residents  of  the  north  of 
Ireland,  seeking  in  the!  ■  first  migration 
religious  liberty  and  finding  it  in  the 
second.  The  Atlantic  coast  was  occ^u- 
pird  by  English,  Dutch  and  German 
cnlo-ists.  they  we;rp^  thus  forced  to 
the  frontier,  and  to  this  strong  virile  race 
is  due  more  than  to  any  other  the  open- 
:r,s  up  of  our  great  W^est.

A  large  proportion' of  the  signers  of 
the  declaration  of  independence  were  of 
this  people  and  from  that  sturdy  stv->ck 
came  many  of  the  great  men  of  ..^ur  na- 
tion. Patrick  Henry,  Jackson,  Taylor, 
James  Buchanan,  James  K.  Polk,  Com- 
modore Perry;  Morse.Fullton  and  Edson 
ih  inventors,  Horace  Greeley,  Blaine.

S*'t 
aside  to  cool  and  add  a  few  drops  of 
oil  of  cloves. 


Following  Is  a  method  for  making  a 
color  screen  or  ray  filter  for  use  with 
the  ordinary  diaphragm  between  the 
len.ses:  Pou;-  into  a  small  dish  or  saucer 
tnough  filtered  mercury  to  give  a  suf- 
ficien:ly  large  level  surface.  On  the  sur- 
face of  the  mercury  lay  the  carefully 
cleaned  diaphragm.  pDur  into  the  dia- 
phragm opening  a  few  drops  of  colored 
collodion  and  cover  the  whole  with  a 
piece  of  paper  as  a  protection  against 
dust,  until  dry.  There  will  then  be 
found  in  the  opening  of  :h-  diaphragm 
a  uniform  collodion  film  which  can  be 
detached  from  the  surface  ot  the  mer- 
cury with  the  diaphragm. 


It  Is  stated  by  Professor  J.  M.  Eder 
that  the  presence  of  moisture  very  ap> 
l>recilEibly  diminishes  the  sensitiveness, 
towards  the  X-rays,  of  bromide  of 
silver  gelatine  plates.  Wet  collodion 
platts  appear  to  be  entirely  non-sensi- 
tive, and  it  is  likely  enough  that  other 
phot  jgraphic  compounds  may  be  found 
which,  unlike  collodio-iodide  films,  are 
exceptionally  easily  decomposed  by 
"the  new  light."  One  large  manufac- 
turer has  already  put  a  special  "X-ray 
dry  plate"  up.»n  the  American  market. 
We  should  think  that  his  example  might 
be  proiita.bly  followed  in  this  country. 


A  German  patent  for  a  new  photo- 
giaphic  paper  ha*  recently  been  pi*b- 
Lished.  This  paper  is  intended  to  be  ustd 
for  such  purposes  as  architect's  plans 
and  drawings,  to  b*^  used,  indeed,  instead 
of  blue  paper.

DIVINING  RODS. 


Some  Stories  About  a  Popular 
Fallacy. 

A  man  In  Tallaha-ssce  sends  to  the  Buff- 
alo Express  the  following  curious  account 
of  the  use  of  a  divining  rod: 

"In  boring  a  water  well  we  use  an  auger 
twelve  inches  in  diameter,  pulling  it  out 
when  full  an<l  extending  with  rods  as  we 
go  dtown.  The  man  who  tloes  the  most  of 
this  work  about  here  was  near  my  jilan- 
tation.  »ev.n  miles  from  town,  where  he 
had  put  down  a  well  eighty  feet  In  a  much 
lower  place  than  I  wantal  mine,  and  did 
not  get  a  goo<l  well,  as  he  told  the  man  he 
wouid  not.  He  came  to  my  place,  cut  a 
forkexl  i)each  tree  sprout,  not  far  from 
where  I  wanted  the  well.  He  crossed  the 
line  where  it  turne<l.  went  a  few  rods  be- 
yond and  cjune  hack.  When  he  got  lo  the 
water  line  over  it  went  again. 

"1  called  iJie  man  to  me.  told  him  to  let 
the  rod  run  through  each  hand  an  inch 
or  two.  told  my  foreman  to  take  hold  of 
the  end  on  his  side  with  his  thumb  and 
finger  and  take  his  other  hand  ami  stpieeze 
his  thumb  and  linger  arouiul  the  end  of 
the  rod  as  haril  as  he  could  with  l>o;h 
hands.  I  did  the  same  on  the  other  end 
and  we  started  for  the  water  line;  I  ke|>t 
my  eye  on  the  well  man's  hands  to  see 
I  halt  he  did  not  manipulate  the  rod  .some 
way.  Which  he  did  not.  As  .soon  as  we 
got  to  the  water  line  'the  fork  turned  over, 
as  iK.fore,  in  spite  of  all  three  of  us  hoM- 
ing  it.  At  one  eni\  the  bark  was  wrung  off 
anti   the  small  end   was   twlstefl. 

We  bore<l  down  about  llfty-slx  feet  and 
found  water.  Wc  went  <lown  lo  sixty-five 
tec^t  and  cx)U\t\  go  no  further  on  account  of 
so  much  water. 

"The  rod  would  "not  work  in  my  handfi  nr 
those  of  my  formran,  but  In  the  hand.^  of 
his  son,  12  or  15  years  of  age,  or  in  thofi-  ot 
an  old  ne«ro  who  was  there.  It  worked 
well. 

••One  mile  west  o/  this  place  was  an  ol<l 
well  forty  to  forty-five  feet  deep  and  drv 
Piint  of  the  time.  The  rod  would  turn 
hlowlv  over  ne«r  It.  About  inr)  rods  from 
tht"  well  the  fork  turned  quickly  and  there 
we  boreal  thirty  feftt  and  found  plenty  of 
water  all  the  time."

During  the  long  civil  wars  in  Rusuj4a 
which  followed  the  extinction  of  the 
Rurik  dVnasty  the  Imperial  till  was 
still  claimed  by  upstart  usurper  czars, 
says  the  Fortnightly  Review.  In  1613  a 
new  dynasty  was  chosen  to  put  an  -nd 
:o  the  rule  of  pretenders.  Michael 
Romanoff,  th;  son  of  Philaret,  the  me- 
tropolitan of  Rostoff,  was  elected  by  a 
kind  of  states  general  convoked  fo.-  the 
purjiose.  There  had  been  various  candi- 
dates, .but  a  K  tter,  said  to  hi  written  by 
Philaret,  having  been  placed  before  the 
assembly,  which  was  couched  in  terms 
advocating  constitutional  government, 
the  son  of  that  church  dignitary  wa> 
elected.  The  leiter  said  that  the  a.s- 
semibly  ought  not  lo  confer  irresponsible 
p  wer  up-m  the  monarch  whom  they 
would  ajrpolnt.  but  that  '..he  legislativt 
power  should  b.e  divided  between  th; 
czar,  the  house  of  boyars  and  the  state.* 
general.  The  oath  imposed  upon 
Michael  Romanoff  was.  therefore,  to  thi 
effect  that  h-;  should  neither  decree  lawa 
nor  d.-clare  war  nor  conclude  treat- 
its  of  peacc  or  alliance  nor  inflict  capitai 
punishment  or  confiscation  of  property 
upon  any  person  except  with  the  ass-ant 
of  the  tK)yars  and  the  parliament. 

.Afterward  this  letter,  when  it  had 
Served  its  purpose,  was  declared  to  lx=>  a 
forgery.  A  few  years  later  the  youns; 
czar  ordered  the  charter  of  1613  to  ba 
destroyed  and  to  be  replaced*  by  ar;- 
C'ther,  in  which  it  was  laid  down  that 
Michael  Romanoff  was  elected  cz:r 
"and  autocrat"  of  all  the  Russia.s. 
Gradually  the  convocation  even  of  a 
merely  cunsulative  assembly  became  les« 
and  l-;s.s  freijuent.  Finally  its  existence 
was  altogether  done  away  with.  After 
1682  no  convocation  took  place  any 
more,  except  once  under  Catherine  II 
for  a  mere  temporary*  object. 

It  is  to  these  sporadic  cases  of  states 
general,  if  they  may  be  called  so,  and  t? 
a  chara(?ter  enshrouded  in  some  his- 
torical doubt  that  Russian  liberals  have 
in  our  time,  now  and  then,  referred  as 
to  a  precedent.  At  least  they  did  so  in 
writings  published  abroad.  Russian 
censorship  having  forbidden  the  subject 
to  be  touched  upon  at  all.  Peter  1, 
Catherine  I,  Peter  II.  Anne,  Elizabeth. 
Peter  III.  Catherine  II.  Paul  I,  Akx- 
ander  I.  Nicholas  I,  .\lexander  II.  Alex- 
ander III.  all  tuled  on  the  strict  auto- 
cratic principles,  which  Nicholas  II  :> 
still  bent  upon  continuing.  Peter  I,  th? 
Grealt,  enlarged  upon  it  by  extending  the 
liability  to  oirporal  punishment  from 
the  nobility  to  the  imperial  family  it- 
self. He  had  his  own  sisters  whipped: 
He  put  his  own  -son  to  the  torture,  wh'. 
died  from  it.  He,  too,  took  delight  'r.t 
cl.opping  off  the  heads  of  a  row  of  pni- 
itical  offenders,  while  quaffing  brandy 
botwctn  each  fat.ail  stroke  of  his  red- 
dened ax.  It  was  sultanism  Atith  a  ven- 
geance. 

ENGLANDS  SEAL. 

Something  About  it  and   Lord 
Chancellors. 

The  lord  chancellor  has  double  the 
salary  of  the  sivaker-^viz.:  J.SO.OOO  a 
year— but  his  tenure  of  office  is  mire 
precarious,  depending  as  it  does  on  the 
continuance  in  ottice  of  the  party  to 
which  he  btlongs,  and  his  only  perqu.- 
site  is  the  chance  of  obtaining  posses- 
sion of  the  great  seal,  or  rather  the  two 
silver  disks  from  which  the  imti:-es.s;on 
of  the  great  seal  is  obtained  in  wax,  sa\(s 
the  Westminster  Gazette,  There  ia  a 
fresh  grea:  seal  made  for  every  reign. 
The  old  seal  is  supposed  to  be  broken, 
but  it  really  is  rxoi.  Tlie  new  sovereign 
in  r>resence  of  the  privy  council,  sim- 
ply gives  It  a  gentle  blow  with  a  ham- 
mer, and  being  thus  ••demasked,"  as  the 
phrase  :s.  id  becomes  the  i-n-quisite  of 
the  lord  chancellor  of  the  time. 

On  the  accession  of  William  IV  to  ttie 
throne  in  1830,  there  was  an  in-er.?sting 
contention  between  Lord  Lyndhursi  and 
Lord  Brougham  lor  the  pos-session  of 
the  great  seal  of  George  IV.  Lyndhurst 
WAS  lord  chancellor  at  the  death  of 
George,  but  a  change  of  government 
having  followed.  Brougliam  occupied 
the  office  when  the  great  seal  of  William 
was  compl.?ted.  The  former  argued  that 
the  old  seal  really  b.-ionged  to  the  pre- 
ceding reign,  and  that  as  it  was  vested 
in  him  a:  the  death  of  the  sovereign,  it 
was  hi8l>y  every  right  and  title:  wh;le 
the  latter  contended,  in  support  of  his 
claim  to  the.  emblem,  ttiat  it  continued  to 
be  the  gi- at  seal  un.il  the  great-  .seal 
of  the  succeeding  sovereign  was  be 
tually  ready. 

William  IV.  to  whom  the  dispute  was 
referred  for  arbitration,  settled  i;  to  the 
mutual  satisfaction  of  both  slatesmor.. 
He  alio:-  d  to  each  one  of  them  one  of 
liie  sides  of  the  great  seal,  and,  as  the 
designs  were  different,  tossed  up  a  coin 
to  decide  which  should  have  the  king 
on  horseback.  But  his  maj-.sty's  gri- 
ciousncss  did  not  end  there.  He  had  tho 
two  sides  set  in  sut-^rb  silver  salvers, 
and  Brougham  and  Lyndhurst  received, 
thus  mounted,  their  respective  portions 
of  the  old  great  seal. 

This  action  of  William  IV  may  now  be 
regarded  as  a  wcll-establi.s!ied  prece- 
dent. In  1860  a  new  great  s-^al— -he  pres- 
ent now  in  use— was  oide^d.  as  the  one 
made  at  the  acci-sslon  of  the  quctn  to 
the  throne  hail  become  damaged.  Lord 
Chelmsford  was  lord  chancellor  at  th- 
lime,  hut  before  the  new  seal  was 
adopted  he  was  succeeded,  on  a  change 
of  government,  by  Lord  Campbell.  Th^y 
decided  that,  with  the  jonsent  of  the 
queen,  they  would  be. bound  by  the  judg- 
ment of  William  IV -in  the  case  of 
Lyndhurst  vs.  Brougham  as  to  he  dis- 
posal of  th'^  old  seal.  Cam;  bell  laid  the 
matter  before  the  queen,  who  readily 
consented  to  follow  th?  precedent  of  her 
uncle,  and  accordingly  Chelmsford  and 
Camjbi  11  ic-eivei  each  a  stde  of  the 
great  seal  set  in  a  silver  salver.  i

If  tiie  receptacle  be  air  ti^ht, 
lack  of  oxygen  brings  ;>ulr?factIon  al- 
most, if  not  quite,  to  a  pause,  and  the 
face  of  til  e  defunct  person  may  be  recog- 
nisable after  a  long  period  of  time.  The 
attempts  frequently  made  to  dest.-oy 
bodies  hy  coveriiig  them  with  lime  are 
very  apt  :o  have  the  opposite  effect,  pre- 
serving ;hem  by  k-e^'plng  out  the  air.

Old  Tom  Tiemey  wants  a  pension.  It 
is  not  a  pension  fr^m  the  United  State- 
g'overnm-nt  that  he  wants,  and  conse- 
quently he  has  no  shame  about  a-sking 
informati^ui  in  regard  to  the  way  he  is  to 
apply  for  K,  says  thSe  New  York  Sun.  It 
was  not  In  th^  civil  war  he  fought,  for 
he  did  not  reach  this  country  until  the 
19th  day  of  September,  186R,  and  then  he 
came  straight  from  Ireland,  after  being 
disjhargtd  from  the  Indian  armi'  a  mat- 
ter of  ten  yearai  Tom  Is  a  hero  of  Eng- 
land's war  with  Persia  in  1S57,  and  is 
one  of  the  few  men  living  today  who 
saw  and  took  actual  part  in  that  per- 
i'ormance  whi^h  *>me  'historians  have 
seen  fit  to  call  "England's  crowning  act 
of  shame,"  the  blowing  of  Sejwy  rebeLs 
from  the  muzzles  of  cannon  In  the  East 
Indies. 

He  has  lively  recollections  of  the  his- 
toric tpisiKle,  but  exhibits  little  feeing 
when  talking  ab>ut  it. 

'At  su.h  times  civiliz-d  men  are  ni>t  in 
their  right  mind."  said  he  recently  to  a 
Sun  rep..rter.  "In  the  time  of  a  battle 
I  could  see  all  my  own,  lying  dead  ab  lut 
me  and  not  shed  a  tear.  No.  my  boy, 
men  are  not  tr*»ms^lves  at  such  "times. 
The.v  are  Just  crazy." 

Tom  Tierney  was  born  at  Ennisklllen. 
county  Fermanagh.  Ireland,  in  1833.  and 
it  was  there  that  he  enlisted  in  the  army 
in  1849.  He  was  a  big  lump  of  a  boy  of 
sixteen  at  the  time,  and  although  the  re- 
cruiting officer  enrt>Iled  him.  he<'ould  not 
gt  t  him  sw.>rn  in. and  'they  t  ok  him  along 
without  the  oath.  In  the  barracks  and 
on  the  parade  ground  at  Brent'ord,  in 
Essex.  theV  made  a  soldier  of  him.  and 
a  go<'3d  one.  toi->.  The  gr..wing  boy  rifv^ned 
into  a  5f  Idlerly,  broad-sh.fUldeVid.  and 
areot  man.  He  was  nve  and  one-half

ra-jk  life  m  England  added  over  six 
inches  to  his  stature  before  he  was  21 
years  old.  The  liarrf  life  of  a  s^ldifr  be- 
gan in  l*<i>6,  when  he  embarked  with  his 
:  'mf>any  at  Grave.'end  to  do  duty  In  the 
Se?ond  Bombay  Eur>pean  light  inTantiy. 
They  had  a  long  but  delightful  trip  to 
Bombay,  and  then  followed  a  w-ary  sea- 
son of  barracks  life  in  the  h.%t  Indies, 
with  iX"casional  relief  In  short  trips  into 
the  InterirT,  but  Tom'.=  first  battle  was 
not  in  India.  Wh-=n  war  was  declared 
against  Persia  the  Second  Bombay  and 
other  regiments  were  ordered  to  the  Per- 
sian gulf  under  Gens.  Outram  and  Wil- 
son. The  trip  from  Bombay  was  mad^  In 
a  stramer  with  two  tran.«*p5rts  In  tow. 
Tom's  first  engagement  was  at  Bushlre. 
where  the  British  tro<»ps  disembarked 
and  assaulted  an  earthwork  known  as 
the  Emtch  fort.  It  was  taken  after  a 
hot  fight,  and  was  followed  next  dav 
by  tire  capture  of  the  city  of  Bushlre. 
Tom  was  In  the  thick  of  the  fighting, 
but  escaped  wlti-^^ut  a  scratch,  though 
Gen.  Outram  was  .«aid  to  have  received 
eleven  fiesh  \tounds. 

It  was  in  these  engagements  that  the 
big  Irish  .s..ldier  came  to  the  conclusi---n 
that  a  man  in  battle  Irxst  his  s-ni<es.  He 
says  "that  the  whole  fact  of  the  battle" 
is  as  clear  in  hi.-*  mind  today  as  it  wa« 
at  the  time  of  it.  but  h;-  knew  niching 
of  the  details  which  followed  the  breach- 
ing of  the  earthwork  fort  with  the  ar- 
tillery-, and  the  rush  of  himself  and  com- 
rade.s  through  the  gap. 

His  campaign  in  Persia  was  brief.  They 
went  Intxj  the  inteiior  and  were  cut  off 
from  fiupplies  by  an  armed  force  that 
•utnumbered  th-  Europeans  nearly  ten 
to  one.  An  attack*  was  ord -rrd  and  the 
enemy  fled.  After  6ccupylng  the  en- 
emy's camp  for  a  day.  a  forced  march  ol 
thirty  miles  was  made  and  at  dawn  the 
next  day  the  English  soldier.-*  surprised 
the  Persians  In  their  cam->  and  >ut  them 
to  route.  For  distinguished  bravery  in 
this  fight  Tom  got  the  Persian  medal 
wKh  its  ribbon,  .«llde,  and  clasp,  but  he 
3.»ld  the  medal  for  four  and  sixpence 
when  he  g.>t  back  to  England. 

It  was  eoon  after  this  battle  that  five 
companies  of  the  Second  were  order^-d 
back  to  Bombay.  There  were  serious 
threats  of  and  uprising  of  the  Sepoy  sol- 
dier* in  B<)mbay  and  till?  troops  got  ba'^k 
to  their  barracks  just-  In  time.  As  soon 
as  they  were  quartered  the  S^mys  ex- 
pected thent  to  fall  to  drinking  and  they 
pliotted  to  murder  them  all  In  their  bed.". 
A  native  who  learned  of  their  plot  car- 
ried the  Information  to  the  commanding 
officer,  who  communicated  with  hm  staff 
and  line  officers,  and  a  plan  was  ar- 
ranged to  thwart  the  plot  of  the  blood- 
thirsty natives.  Only  the  sergeants  were 
told  of  the  arrangement,  and  they  were 
Instruoted  to  ktep  their  clothes  on  and 
lu't?n  for  the  signal.

When  1  o'clock  anv  th:  c()rpo.-als  and 
sergeants  (went  around  tickling  tach 
man  s  foot  and  saying:  'Wak--.  up  and 
g-t  lato'your  thingst  th-  bazar  is  afire.' 
I  said  to  my  cbum:  •(;et  up  quick. 
.Mickey,  it  is  no  bazar  fire  vve'iv  call<Hl 
up  for:  tumble  out.'  I  smell^d  t.ouble. 
ycu  see.  In  thve  mlnut-s  we  were  all 
out  on  t»j<?  parade  grounds  with  our 
guns  loaded.  The  gui.^a  struck  11  while 
we  w^Tt  dressing,  and  when  we  f.irmed 
with  th>>  offl.-ers  at  their  posts  \vf  could 
.».-e  the  white  breeches  of  the  sepoys 
around  their  b.i..-racks.  Th--\-  sneaked 
back  ag-ain  when  they  heanl  th.?  drums, 
and  w.»  had  a  r-^ular  rlress  parade. 

'•The  S^•p<.vs  knew  hat  th -ir  plu  had 
b.'ea  brtraye.1  and  that  punishm-n 
w.^uld  follow  <iulfk  ••nough.  There  w  re 
five  or  six  of  them  to  every  r»ne  of  us. 
and  thty  concluded  to  show  fight.  We 
remained  on  duty  ill  night.  In  the 
morning  the  rebels  wrre  all  gathered  to- 
gpther  with  ih^ir  gun.s.  and  it  lookpd 
l.ke  a  fight  for  8u-».  but  th->  gen-ra! 
marciici  us  down  and  we  formed  ,n  bne 
The  artillery  was  laded  with  grap.  and 
canlst-rr  and  all  our  guns  were  loaded, 
but  we  wtnt  through  th..-  motion  of  load-^ 
ing  again,  -lud  then  tfae  g'-n^ral  called 
upon  the  S^oys  to  pile  arms  and  sur- 


r.nder.     He  calleil  upon  them  twic?,  and 
then  ordei^d  us  to  aim. 

"Then  he  shouted  .igain:  'Sepoy.<»,  f<»r 
the  third  and  last  t  me.  I  order  you  t  > 
lay  down  your  arms  and  disperse  to 
your  quarters!'  Tht  n  one  after  the 
other  of  the  cowardly  devils  dropped  his 
gun  and  skulked  away.  We  marched 
up  and  took  charge  of  the  guns.  Fifty 
•>f  them  were  loaded,  and  it  was  no 
trouble  to  find  the  wwn^rs  of  them,  as 
eacJi  weapon  had  ,ts  number.  The 
owners  were  quietly  put  under  ar.vst, 
and  fifteen  others  who  were  said  to  be 
ringleaders  were  tak-n  into  custody  at 
the  same  tIm..  The  next  day  they  had 
a  drumhead  court  martial,  and  were  all 
sentenced  to  death.  1  .saw  fifteen  men 
hanging  from  <^ne  gallows  that  day,  and 
fifty  mire  tied  to  the  muzzles  of  cannons 
and  blown  to  pieces.  They  were  not 
tied  tight  to  the  muzzles  of  the  guns,  as 
all  the  pictures  show  them,  but  each 
man  was  tied  with  a  piece  of  rope 
around  his  waist  that  gave  him  a  foot 
of  leeway,  but  he  C'uld  not  get  out  of 
range.  Some  were  tlown  in  half,  and 
others  were  flung  up  in  the  air  and 
came  down  dead.  I:  did  not  affect  m^ 
mudh.

The  old  people  live  in  hope  of 
ge.ring  enough  from  the  British  govern- 
ment to  keep  them  .n  easy  clrcumstan* 
ces  for  the  rest  of  their  lives.  They 
have  no  money  put  hy  fo.-  a  rainy  day, 
and  cannot  pay  fo.-  the  necessary  in- 
ve.itigadon.  Mor^'over.  the  old  soldier 
has  lost  his  discharge  papers,  and  this, 
he  supposes,  will  c  mplicate  matters  still 
more.  What  put  the  matter  of  the  pen- 
sion Into  his  head  waa  a  conversatio.i 
he  had  some  tim^  ago  with  a  Scotch- 
majj.  who  served  in  India  at  the  same 
time,  and  weat  to  Persia  with  his  regi- 
ment. The  Scotchman  told  Tom  that  he 
had  .sH-n  in  a  London  paper  that  In- 
qui.ies  were  being  made  for  survivor.? 
of  the  Indian  campaign  with  a  view  to 
pensioning  them.  The  Scotchman  said 
that  he  was  g  >iMg  to  get  his  pensioi;. 
Tom  has  not  seen  or  heaid  from  him 
since.

He  Spoke   to   Thousands   at 
Market  Hall. 


St.  Paul.  July  IS.— Congressmi.T 
Charles  Town?,  of  Duluth,  addressed  a 
v^ry  large  audience  a.  Mark  t  hall  last 
night  on  the  subject  of  free  silver  coin- 
age. The  hall  wiU  hold  about  2000  peo- 
ple, and  it  was  crowded  to  its  fullest 
limit. 

Chris  D.  O'Brien  p.-esided.  On  f>pen- 
ing  the  meeting  he  said  it  was  an  h»nor 
to  be  called  to  the  chair  on  an  occasion 
like  the  present.  He  would  not  under- 
take to  discuss  the  issues,  as  this  would 
be  done  by  men  abler  than  himself.  H- 
would  say  that  the  unit  of  power  in  this 
republic  is  the  Individual,  and  that  ih" 
ballot  was  the  Inst.ument  through 
which  that  power  was  wield-*!.  He  then 
paid  a  high  complimen:  to  Mr.  Towne, 
who  had  shown  himsilf  a  brave  and 
o<3nscient1;msf  oltlzen.  (Applause).  He 
was  glad  to  have  the  honor  of  introduc- 
ing that  young  David  of  the  nineteenth 
centur>'— Charles  A.   Townr.  of  Duluth. 

Mr.  Towne's  reception  was  most  en- 
thusiastic and  cordial,  not  to  say  boister- 
ous, the  audience  rising  en  masse  and 
chcaring  him  to  the  echo.  He  made  an 
able  speech,  and  never  appeared  in 
better  form.  When  he  mentioned 
.Willam  J.  Bryan's  name  the  audience 
fairly   went  wild   with  enthusiasm. 

"Think  i:f  it,  my  fellow  citizens."  he 
said,  "a  young  man  of  36  y-a.-s  of  age, 
without  wealth,  or  powerful  family  con- 
nections, coming  from  a  far  Western 
state,  and  one  of  the  least  Important  in 
the  sisterhood  of  Ame.'ican  common- 
wealths— this  man  bioomlng  the  candi- 
date Of  one  of  the  gr?at  political  parties 
of  the  country  and  a  p  ssibl?  president 
of  the  United  Stats  s.  If  I  could  thank 
my  friend  William  J.  Bryan  for  nothing 
flse,  1  feel  now  like  paying  my  compli- 
ments ten  him  for  making  it  respeclabi? 
to  be  a  young  man.  (Laughter  and  ap- 
plause). I  hope  I  may  now  dare,  bcin;; 
only  fcur  months  younger  than  the  peo- 
ple's candidate  f^r  prf^ident  of  the 
United  States,  to  express  an  opinion  on  a 
political  topic  to  my  fellow  citizens  wish- 
out  asking  permission  from  the  Pio- 
neer Press  (A  voice:  "That's  a  hoo-doo 
newspaper,  anyhow!"  followed  by  great 
laughter  and  applause). 

Mr.  Towne  then  proceeded  to  discuss 
the  political  and  business  features  of  th? 
bimetallic  sysje-m.  He  closed  with  a  pl-.a 
for  a  clean  campaign,  and  thanking  the 
sphndid  audience  for  the  inspiration  of 
tneli"  presence,  closed  his  speech  amid 
thunders  of  applause.  The  meeting  then 
authorized  the  chairman  to  send  the 
following  telegram:

My  firs':  glimpsv:  of  Bryan  was  durinR 
tht-  speakership  figh:.  when  Orisfi  won 
ov?r  Mills.  December.  1891,  and  was 
piven  the  house  j?avel  In  the  Fifty-see- 
ond  co-agress.  Bryan  had  bt.n  elected 
from  one  of  the  middle  dlst;-".c:s  of 
Xeb;-as*va.  He  made  his  advent  in 
Washington  about  two  weeks  before 
cuiigress  convened.  At  once  he  attached 
hims.lf  to  :hp  Springer  boom  for  the 
speakership.  It  wasn't  much  of  a  boom, 
but  i:  was  big  enough  for  Bryan,  and 
he  voted  f  ir  Springer  to  the  bit:?r  end.

BRYAN'S  SPEECH

CHICAGO  CONVENTION

There  have  been  so  many  re<4ue»ts  for 
copies  of  Mr.  Bryan's  great  speech  a.1 
thv>  Chicago  convention  that  The  Herald 
publisbes  it  in  full  today,  as  it  was  re- 
poc-ted  in  the  -Chicago  Timea-Herald. 
.Although  a  gold  organ,  the  Tlmes- 
Hrrald  praised  the  .«»peech  as  a  splen- 
did .spp<:imen  of  impaasi  in-,^  oratory, 
and  said  i:  will  be  declaimed  by  the 
coming  generation  of  schoolboy  orators, 
Here  is  the  .speech: 

Mr.  Chairmap.  and  Oenilemen  of  the 
Convention:  I  would  be  presumiptuous, 
indevxl.  to  present  myself  against  the 
distinguished  gentleman  to  whom  you 
have  listened  if  this  were  Ijut  a  masur^ 
ing  of  ability,  but  this  is  not  a  conrest 
among  persons.  Yhe  humblest  citizen  in 
all  the  land,  when  clad  in  the  armor  of 
a  righteous  cause,  is  stronger  than  all 
the  whole  hos.s  of  error  ;hat  they  can 
bring.  I  come  to  speak  to  you  in  de- 
fen.se  of  a  cause  as  holy  a.s  the  cause  of 
liberty— the  cause  of  humanfty.  (Loud 
apt)lause).  When  this  d-.bate  is  con- 
cluded  a   motion    will    be    made    to   lay 
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their  Creator,  and  cemeteries  where  sleep 
the  ashes  of  their  dead — are  as  deserv- 
ing of  ithe  consldei"ation  of  this  party  as 
any  people  in  this  country,  (Great  ap- 
plause.) 

NO  MORE  PLEADING. 

It  is  for  these  that  we  speak.  We  do 
not  come-  as  aggressors.  Our  war  is  not 
a  war  of  conquest.  We  are  fighting  in 
the  defense  of  our  homes,  our  families 
and  posterity.  (Loud  applause.)  We 
have  petitioned,  and  our  petiitions  have 
been  scorned.  We  have  entreated,  and 
our  entreaties  have  been  disregarded. 
We  have  begged,  and  they  have  mocked, 
and  our  calamity  came. 

We  beg  no  longer;  we  entreat  no  more; 
we  petition  no  more.  We  defy  them! 
(Great  aplau.se  and  confusion  in  the  sil- 
ver delegations.) 

The  genitleman  from  Wisconsin  has 
said  he  fears  a  Robespierre.  My  friend, 
in  this  land  of  the  free  you  need  fear  no 
tyrant  who  will  spring  up  from  among 
the  people.  What  we  need  Is  an  Andrew 
Jackson  to  stand  as  Jackson  stood, 
.againpt  the  encroachments  of  aggran- 
dized wealth.     (Great  applause.) 

They  tell  us  that  ithls  platform,  was 
made  to  catch  votes.

upon  the  table  the  resolution  offered  in  I  '^*'   changing     conditions     make   new

"If  you  are  iver  going  to  do  anything 
f  >r  Crisp,"  said  O'Ferrall.  now  governor

That  was  the  deal  which  made  Crls."> 
speaker,  and  which  proved  the  tap  root 
of  Bryan's  nomination  five  years  later 
at  Chicago.  O'Ferrall  and  Springer  little 
thought  as  they  o'>nferred  in  the  hou.'*' 
lobby  that  the>-  were  selecting  a  Demo- 
cratic candidate  for  th?  presidency  five 
y<'ar»  from  that  tinoe.  But,  not  the  less, 
they  were.  It  elected  Crisp  lo  the  chair, 
placed  Bryan  on  the  ways  and  means 
with  Springer  chairman,  and  opened  an 
avenue  to  house  prominence  for  the 
young  Nebraskan  that  proved  hft  poli'.i- 
cal  beginning  in  a  national  way.

During  the  Fifty-secrmd  congress  the 
tariff  affairs  of  the  De>mocracy  went 
limping.

The  merchant  .n 
the  ciross-roads  store  Is  as  much  a  busi- 
ne.ss  man  as  the  merchant  of  New  York.

JEFFERSON'S  OPINION. 
Mr.  Jefferson,  who  was  once  regard<.'d 
as  good  Democratic  authority,  seems  to 
have  a  different  opinion  from  the  gen- 
tleman who  has  addres.sed  us  on  the 
part  of  the  minority.  Those  who  are 
opposed  to  this  proposition  tell  us  that 
the  issue  of  pai>er  money  is  a  func-iion  of 
the  bank,  and  that  the  government  ought 
to  go  out  of  tlie  bankiiig  bu.siness.  I 
t^tand  with  Jefferson  rather  than  with 
them,  and  tell  chem,  as  he  did,  that  the 
issue  of  money  is  a  function  of  the  gov- 
ernment and  that  the  banks  ought  to  go 
out  of  the  government  business. 

They  comptain  about  the  plank  which 
declares  against  the  life  "tenure  in  evffice. 
They  have  tried  to  strain  It  to  mean  that 
which  it  does  not  mean.  What  we,  op- 
pose in  that  plank  is  the  life 'tenure  that 
Is  being  built  up  in  Washington,  which 
excludes  from  participation  in  the  bene- 
fits the  humb]'?r  members  of  our  society. 
1  cannot  dwell  longer  in  my  limited  time. 
(Cries  of  "Go  on;  go  on.") 

Let  me  call  attention  to  two  or  thre-^ 
great  thiaigs.  The  gentleman  from  New 
York  Eaois  that  he  will  propose  an 
am-sndment  providing  that  this  change 
in  our  law  shall  not  affect  contracts  al- 
ready made.  Let  me  remind  you  that 
there  is  no  intention  of  affecting  those 
contracts,  which,  according  to  pres-3nt 
laws,  are  made  patj-able  in  gold.  But  if 
he  means  to  say  ttiat  we  cannot  change  j 
our  monetary  system  without  project- 
ing those  who  have  loaned  money  be- 
fore the  cha'nge  was  made,  I  want  lo 
atk  him  where,  in  law  or  in  morals,  he 
can  find  authority  for  not  protecting  the 
debtors  when  Jie  act  of  1873  was  passed, 
but  now  insists  that  we  must  protect  the 
creditor.  He  says  he  also  wants  to  amend 
thi&  law  and  ^provide  that  if  we  fail  :o 
maintain  a  parity  within  a  year  that  we 
will  then  suspend  the  coinage  of  silver. 
We  reply  that  when  we  advocate  a  thing 
which  we  believe  will  be  successful  we 
arc  no:  comi>elled  to  raise  a  doubt  as  to 
our  own  sincerity  by  trying  to  show 
what  we  will  do  if  we  can.  I  ask  him, 
if  he  will  apply  his  logic  to  us,  wh»'  he 
does  not  apL>ly  it  to  himself.

no  mi  na  tod  at  St.  Louis  upon  a  platform 
that  declared  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
gold  standard  until  it  should  be  changed 
into  binietall?sm  by  an  iniemational 
agreement.  Mr.  McKinley  was  the  most 
popular  man  amon^r  the  Republicans 
and  everybody  three  months  ago  proph- 
esied hLs  election.  How  ia  it  today? 
Why,  that  man  who  used  to  boa.st  tha; 
he  looke<l  lik»  Napoleon — (laughter  and 
che-?rs) — that  man  shudders  today  when 
he  thinks  tha:  he  was  nominated  on  the 
anniversary  of  the  battle  of  Waterloo. 

At  the  sugigestion  of  a  cotncJdence  be- 
tween McKlnley's  nomination  and  the 
fate  of  Napoleon  at  Waterloo,  the  silver 
men  showed  their  apprecration  of  the 
poin:  by  a  yell  and  an  uproar  which  for 
twenty  or  thirty  seconds  prevente-d  the 
speaker  from  proceeding.

house  befoi  — the  feat  was  marvelous. 
At  the  clo.-<e  of  his  effort  Cri&p  and  the 
fathers  of  tlie  house  congr.itula:cd  him, 
and  even  U epublicans.  whii-  disagree- 
ing, came  i.ve;'  and  shook  him  by  the 
hand.  That  speech  saved  the  repi>tati<m 
of  the  hou.--  Democracy  ".ind  fixed  for- 
ever Bryan  .s  standing  as  a  master  of 
for.n.sic  fen.'. 

What  was  to  be  admired  most  was  the 
absolute  stiblllty  of  the  man;  no  more 
to  be  stamjieded  than  a  mountain;  no 
more<co  bt  puit  to  flight  than  a  tree. 

In  the  Fifty-se<*ond  and  the  Fifty- 
third  congr  sses  Bryan  was  in  the  fore- 
f:ont  of  i>iity  battle  many  times.  In 
his  .second  congress,  while  still  a  mem- 
ber of  the  w  ays  and  means,  with  Wilson 
at  the  heaii.  he  no:  only  made  'the  lead- 
ing spetch  for  tha  Wils«.n  b'Jl,  but  a 
speech  so  fidl  and  exhaustive  for  free 
silver,  16  to  1,  that  Culbertson,  of  Texas, 
hlm.self  the  .Soc-rates  of  the  house  Democ- 
racy, said: 

"That  exhausts  the  subjr^ct.  K's  the 
best  possible  setting  forth  that  the  cause 
of  free  silver  can  get." 

During  his  congressional  career  Bryan 
led  up  the  l  >rces  for  low  tariff,  free  sil- 
ver, free  sufi.ir,  the  income  tax;  fought  co 
repeal  the  n.ulonal  bank  acts,  and  con- 
s:.stently  aided  Uncle'  William  Hatch  to 
pass  his  anti-OQition.  On  t-ppropriatlons 
Bryan  was  against  extravagance,  and 
stood  as  the  persls'ten:  champion  of 
economy.  With  his  own  i>tople  he  was 
always  a  leader,  and  the  Nebra.^ka  sena- 
tors came  often  to  the  house  to  gain  his 
views. 

B.yan  is  a  Presibyterian  in  religion. 
He  is  often  in  the  pulpit  as  a  lecture;-. 
Politically  lie  refus-is  no  call  to  spt^k. 
He  once  t  idressed  a  concourse  of 
prcaohers  and  then  talked  ivolitics  from 
a  saloon  bir  on  the  same  day.-  When 
the  house  1:  Id  a  Sunday  session  Bryat^ 
left  his  sea;  for  an  hour  to  lecture  on 
the  divinity  jf  ChrJst  at  a  church  on 
Capitol    Hill. 

Bryan  in  liis  habit  is  decorous  and 
well  within  the  mo;'al  line.  H--  has  none 
of  the  vices.  When  h*?  is  piv.sident, 
should  tha:  ti.ne  come,  the  White  House 
cigar  bi!l  will  represent  only  the  cm- 
sumption  of  visitors.  aa<l  the  wine  will 
be  as  lacking  as  in  the  ai)sl'em;ous  dayji 
of  Hayes.  F  r  the  .second  time,  the 
world  will  wi:n-.ss  a  temperance  Whit-: 
House. 

'Bryan,  whii-  master  of  eloqi»ence, 
}>:'epare3  his  speeches  with  care.  H-s 
writes  them,  prunes.  par<  s  and  rehearsr« 
them.  He  toM  me  one?  that  he  would 
no  nui.'v  spfak  without  p;'eparat:on  than 
he'd  ijlunge  wingless  and  reckless  into 
an  abyss.  His  life  is  quiet,  except  so 
far  as  he  disturbs  it  with  his  pilgrimag\^>s 
of  politics.  H  has  no  circle  of  friends; 
pays  and  rec^  ives  no  social  visit.s.  He 
is  in  no  sen.<*e  a  lady's  man.  He  ia  not 
a  flower  of  s.xiety. 

In  drpss  Biyan  could  not  be  called  a 
fop.  Neither  would  he  excite  the  car» 
tooniat  by  any  Greeleyan  i>eculiarities 
of  raiment.  His  garb  is  modest  and  of 
d.-irk  ;-es.rvc.  IJryan  will  win  no  notice 
for  the  clothes  he  wears. 

In  epito.n.e  Hryan  is  the  West.  He 
stand."*  by  his  game  and  his  guns.  But 
he  ha.s  nothing  of  malice  for  the  Ea.st. 
His  life  is  simple.  With  his  wife  as  a 
•ompanJon.  going  nowhere  she  might  not 
go,  he  makes  up  existence  m-ecling  men. 
reading  books,  making  speeches  to 
further    his    i.ilitical    beliefs. 

Such  is  a  hit  or  mi.ss  sketch  of  a  man 
who  has  ev,  r  been  consistent;  wh.> 
s  rved  two  terms  in  congress  wlithout  a 
mark  to  his  discredit;  and  who  only 
failed  of  re-el  ction  to  his  thii'd  from 
an  overpriduetion  of  Clevelandism.  He 
:«  not  a  mugwump,  not  &  Populist,  but 
a  D:moci*at  w  Iio  ^ets  his  principles  and 
his  ijispirations  In  a  party  past,  before 
the  cancer  of  ('!  vrlandism  had  poisoned 
its  t^liMxl.  Thi  party  need  not  blu'sh  in 
shame  for  its  nominee.  It  has  splectert 
as.  good  a  1>  mocrat  ^nd  aj?  true  an 
American  as  .iny  who  evcr  bought  a 
bond  (»r  owntd  a  bank.

The  linen  is  en  - 
broidered.  cut  out  between  the  design  % 
filled  In  with  fine  stitch^ss  in  a  great  vat  - 
iety  of  patterns,  and  usjed  for  wide  co  - 
larB  and  epaulets  lined  with  silk.  One 
pretty  whlt*»  foulard  with  a  mauve  pa  - 
tern  has  a  narrow  yoke  and  a  wide 
corselet  belt  of  this  siort  of  lac^  ov  r 
mauve  silk.     A  rather  novel  use  of  lac  ■ 


seen  on  some  of  the  lattst  gowns  is  a

LACE  VERY  POPULAR. 

The  diversity  in  ways  and  mearvs  of 
manipulating  lace  and  every  other  sort 
of  trimming  w^hlch  can  be  applied  to 
gowns  is  certainly  an  exprtsslv-  tribut.- 
to  the  versatiie  genius  of  the  dress  de- 
signers this  season.  Everything  which 
has^ver  been  In  use  for  this  putT)Ose  has 
been  brought  out  again,  in  addition  to  all 
the  new  varieties,  and  <he  new  possi- 
bilities havf  been  fully  denjonstrattil. 
Black  and  colore<l  velvet  rlblxm  in  var- 
ious widths,  and  especially  the  baby 
ribbon.  Is  well  to  the  front  in  dress  trim- 
mings, and  loops  and  tabs  of  velvet  are 
used  on  the  edgvof  bsutques  for  a  finish, 
while  the  lat»:?r  are  sometimes  edged 
around  with  narrow  yellow  lace.  Very 
narrow  flounces  of  white  silk  muslin, 
edged  with  narrow  black  lace,  adorn  the 
skii^ts  of  shot  silk  gowns  and  form  the 
zouave  Jacket  effect  on  the  waist.  Col- 
ored silk  muslin  is  one  of  the  fashionable 
tiimmings  for  fiowered  silk,  and  so  on. 
without  limi«t  u>  the  pretty  ways  of  using 
this  dainty  fabric. 

The  very  hileet  gauzes  are  flowered  in 
chine  paitems  and  plaided  in  .soft,  pretty 

•  ccvjors.  and  they  are  employe<l  for  full 
vests  and  bkmse  waists  and  for  decorat- 
ing white  silk  evening  dresses.  Itibbon 
ruches  and  plaited  frills  of  narrow  rib- 
bon are  very  much  used  for  -trimming 
sumnver  gowns,  sct  on  in  waved  lines 
aroujid  the  skirt,  and  various  designs  for 
the  bodice  are  carried  out  in  satin  and 
taffeta  ribbt>n.  A  pt'c  tty  example  of  this 
is  in  a  pink  lawn  gown  made  over  pink 
aiik.  the  waist  of  which  is  a  low  blouse 
with  a  chemi&itte  neck  of  white  silk 
mu€lin.  Pink  saitin  ribbon  bretelles  ex- 
tend over  the  shoulders,  whtre  they  aiv 
finished  witljhoany  Joo^js,  which  fall  over 
a  ti^Uy-fitUrig  emov^-  sleeve.  \  dr'- 
tach^d  harpers  ariSngement  of  r!bb<in 
iour  inches  wide  i^  one  of  the  useful 
accessories  of  summer  dress,  which  can 

•  b-i  worn  with  more  than  one  gown.     It 
I  consists   of     bretelles   gathered    on   "the 

upper  edge  over  the  shoulder  only,  a 
cross  piece  olf  ribbon  in  front  and  back 
just  above  the  bust,  and  a  ixlt,  collar 
and  bows  for  th-e  finish.  This  is  a  simple, 
youthful  decoration,  which  is  very  pretty 
with  plain  dimity  gowns.  Prel'ty  vest 
fronts  to  wear  wifh  op.n  coats  are  made 
of  two  lengths  of  ribbon,  about  five 
Inches  wide,  with  a  jabot  of  lace  or  chif- 
fon between,  and  narrower  ribbon  with  a 
small  gold  buckle  on  either  side  forms 
the  belt.

toilet.  Something  rather  unusual  In  a 
white  muslin  costum;?  is  trimmed  on  the 
skirt  and  sleeves  with  black  lace  inser- 
tion formed  into  Louis  XVI  bow-knci.--. 
A  ruff  collar  of  muslin  edged  with  black 
finishes  the  neck  and  a  corstlet  belt  of 
yellow  satin  the  waLst.  Anfither  g-^n- 
orous  usie  of  laz-e  is  on  a  silk  gown  rufiled 
to  the  wai-st  with  Valenciennes  lace  four 
or  five  Inches  wid:>  arranged  ovit  other 
ruflls  of  net.  which  match  the  color  of 
the  skit' . 

.\  striking  nffvelty  is  an  elaborate 
affair  of  black  and  pink  striped  .^llk. 
each  slrip"  outlined  with  applique  lace.

CHARMING    MODELS. 

A  dinner  blouse  of  cream  white  taf- 
feta has  bindings  of  brown  velvet.  It  is 
side-plaited  behind  and  ga;bered  in 
front,  and  over  the  front  falls  a  short 
bolero,  aide  plaited  like  the  back.  All 
the  plaits  are  bound  with  black  velvet. 
There  is  no  binding  on  the  lower  edges 
of  the  bolero.  The  neck  is  square  in  fron: 
and  high  behind,  built  up  with  a  plec? 
added  on  that  runs  up  high  In  the  middle 
and  curves  down  ti»  end  on  the  sides, 
and  tills  band  is  covered  with  ruffles  of 
the  taffeta  bound  wi:h  velvet,  like  a  big 
rosette  that  is  spread  out  wide.

A  certain  number  of  gowns  aw?  made 
with  a  fichu  effect,  but  this  style  has  not 
had  the  success  that  was  promise<l.  The 
reason  £-cems  to  be  a  reaction  against 
everything  remotely  suggestive  of  capes. 
Nevertheless  the  fichu  idea  Is  becoming 
t(j  some  women,  and  Is  illustrated  in  a 
gown  made  of  black  lawn  figured  with 
white.  The  bodice  Is  drar^ed  across  the 
front  in  surplice  manner,  and  a  wide 
white  lace  ruffle  bound  with  black  vel- 
vet pass-'s  over  the  shoulders,  and  fol- 
lowing the  :dgc  of  the  surplice  one  side 
pa.sscs  under  and  stoi.s  while  thf  ot^lif^r 
continues  down  to  the  side,  where  fall- 
ing on  he  skirt  It  runs  round  to  thf 
midddle  of  the  back,  where  it  meets  thf^ 
lace  desce^nded  from  the  shoulders,  and 
is  formed  into  a  bow.

The  ca'->e  that  so  lately  was  the  prin- 
ci'-al  feature  of  nut-of-door  style  his 
ouite  passed  its  fieylay.  and  talken  re- 
fuge in  the  stores  that  revel  in  a  gar- 
ment only  when  it  can  be  bought  of  the 
wholesaler  at  a  discount.  This  Is  to  nut 
it  rather  strongly.  Capes  linger,  but  they 
no  longer  present  the  fashion.  A  new 
style  has  arisen,  and   it  calls  not  for  a

pedaling  the  Swiss  valleys  in  knicker- 
bockers, and  it  is  not  supposable  that 
they  will  change  them  for  skirts  to 
span  dizzy  fi>ot  bridges  In  the  clouds.

the  fulness  is  gored  out  round  the  top. 
which  gives  an  elrgan:  outline  to  fhi 
figure.  Under  this  dre.ss  is  worn  a  c<ini- 
bination  flannfl,  and  a'  tricot  woolen 
blouse  that  slip.s  on  over  the  head,  and 
the  effect  is  completed  with  a  tarpaulin 
sailor  hat,  high  black  gaiters  and  .Mpin  ■ 
shoes.  The  shoes  are  ordered  of  th  • 
mountain  shoemakers  on  the  spot,  as  or- 
dinary shoes.  h^uve'V-cr  strong,  are  nil 
ada'pted  to  (iim'bing.  They  must  be  no, 
only  stout  but  broad  across  the  to  s  and 
have  the  soles  griddled  with  nails.  Ani 
the  elegauit  grace  of  the  cr»stume  in  e«on- 
t.-ast  with  the  hoavy  clumsiness  of  thti 
shoes  furnish.w  the  greatest  element  of  i 
piquancy  to  the  dress.  I

The 
collar  band  Is  batiste,  with  the  blue 
lawn  above  If  in  a  plaiting  bound  with 
velvet.  With  this  gown  a  black  hat 
trlmm(VI  with  black  lac,,  and  red  ro.s^s 
will  mak,.  a  color  harmony  ideal. 


big  wheel  efl'ect  round  th-?  shoulders, 
but  for  sleeves.  The  sleeve  may  be  as 
big  as  a  bishop'.s,  but  i:  is  some-thing 
closed  at  the  wrist  that  once  more  brings 
fhe  hand  into  view.  This  is  a  word  to 
those  that  think  for  autumn  in  advance. 

Some  of  th?  taffeta  jackets  made  for 
summer  are  exquisite.  The  taffeta  is 
ttvated  in  fine  nc-?dlework  "of  tucks  and 
ruffles  as  though  it  were  muslin,  ajid 
has  its  cnlgos  picked  out  with  the  inevit- 
able bindings  of  velvet.  One  design  has 
a  deep  yoke  of  fine  tucks  running  u'^ 
and  down,  ending  in  a  ruffle  bound  with 
velvet.

This  is  car- 
ried out  in  black  or  a  color.  Black  taf- 
fe;a  Jackets  are  muefi  worn.  Another 
jacket  carried  out  in  grvM?n  taffeta  has  a 
yoke  of  jet.  and  from  under  the  yoke 
the  silk.  plal:cd  in  the  middle  of  the 
back  for  fullness  and  merely  hemnietl. 
falls  out  with  the  simplicity  of  a  ruffle. 
We  are  very  far  from  the  time,  only 
three  years  ago.  when  M.  Worth,  to 
my  question  of  wh>l  fhe  fashion  con- 
tinued to  make  fitted  jackets  when  they 
wore  so  ugly  could  reply:  "Beeause  tlv?

BATHING    COSTIT'ME. 

The  French  bathing  dress  remains  in 
form  what  It  has  been  for  a  number  of 
years,  a  combination  blouse  and  draw- 
ers, widening  from  the  armholes  n»it  in 
the  d'Scent  to  give  great  width  below, 
sn  that  laid  fiat  it  describes  nearly  an 
equilateral  triangle.  There  is  a  drawing 
stiring  at  fhe  waist  line,  with  sufflci-.Mit 
stay  to  hold  the  skirt,  that  is  buttoned 
on.  The  knickerbocker  effect  is  nreferrerl 
a:  tho  knee,  but  is  not  used  exclu.slv-.iy. 
The  skirt  stops  above  the  knoe.  Th^ 
neck  is  cut  out  round  or  square.  Al- 
most the  only  variety  possible  is  the 
blouse  trimming  and  the  form  of  the 
sleeves,  which  roce.ivcs  some  modifica- 
tions f  om  whatever  faffiion  prevails. 

A  new  nV^del  that  has  as  much  effect 
oi  nov-clty  as  is  permitted,  is  of  black 
sM-ge  wi.h  f>Iaslron  and  sailor  col- 
lar of  white.  Two  clusters  of  blac'c 
h\\'A  run  round  the  skirt,  one  near  tho 
edge  and  one  near  the  belt,.  A  cluster 
»uns  rr>u!id  tlie  blouse  below  the  arm- 
ho!--,  and  another  on  the  front  higher  up, 
anrl  )-nund  the  sleeves,  but  the  hack  at 
this  riejght  is  covered  bjl  the  collar.  The 


neck  In  front  la  bound  with  black.  The 
braid  serves  to  stiffen  the  aklrt,  whicn 
is  an  advantage.  White  belt,  black 
stockings  and  white  slippers.  Fancy  oil- 
skin cap  In  plaid.  A  model  in  navy 
blue  has  two  box  plaits  in  the  front  of 
the  skirt,  and  two  simulated  plaits,  made 
by  stitched  bands,  on  the  front  and 
three  on  the  back  of  the  blouse,  and  all 
these  plaits  are  bound  with  while.  A 
strip  of  wtilte  is  stitch'^d  down  on  each 
shoulder  seam,  and  a  knot  of  white  on 
the  outer  side  of  the  sleeve  bands  and  at 
the  knee  completes  the  effect  as  to  color. 
A  bathing  dress  should  be  simple  and 
depend  for  its  effect  on  a  sober  contrast 
of  color.  There  are  to  be  seen  at  th-j 
French  beaches,  as  elsewhere,  costumes 
trimmed  wi:h  lace  and  ruffles,  but  they 
are  not  worn  by  women  of  taste. 


LOUNGING  GOWNS. 

Some  Pretty    Frivolities    For 
the  Hot  Days. 

No  garments  are  more  universally  be- 
coming than  summer  negliges,  says 
Nina  Fitch  in  the  Kansas  City  Star. 

Built  up  of  airy  textil-s  and  flutter- 
ing with  ribbons  and  misty  la-Les.  liiey 
combine  the  graces  of  coquettish  femin- 
inity with  luxurious  ea.He.  Plain,  indeed. 
would  be  the  woman  whose  (-hai'ms  are 
not  enhanced  by  a  lounging  rig  that 
shows  any  degree  of  i>rettines.s;  and 
when  Worn  by  a  woman  not  plain,  the 
sort  whose  clothes  are  a  part  of  her,  the 
p<;ssibilitie»  of  a  graceful  neglige  are 
unlimited. 

The  lounging  clothes  of  the  present 
season  are  more  charming  than  ever  and 
are  yet  of  a  delightful  simplicity. 

They  c<jmprise  tea  gowns,  matinees, 
simple  wrappers  for  bedroom  use,  and 
dainty  costumes,  in  two  pieces,  called 
breakfast  frocks,  that  all  the  world  m^y 
see. 

The  breakfast  frocks  are  made  of  fig- 
ured and  striped  muslin.  Indian  dimiti'« 
and  lawns  and  are  trimmed  often  with  a 
profusion  of  lace  and  ribbon. 

They  combine  a  gored  skirt,  with  one 
one  or  three  nariow  lace  edged  ruffle.% 
and  a  loose  bodice  made  on  the  matinee 
order.  This  is  girdled  gracefully  and 
trimmed  at  the  waist  with  a  ribbon  belt, 
which  finishes  at  the  front  or  right  side 
with  a  bow  ajid  streamers. 

A  deej,  sailor  collar  edged  with  a  fall 
of  lace  and  surmounted  by  a  ribbon 
stock  is  one  finish  for  the  neck. 

Another  is  a  scarf  arrangement  of  the 
frejck  material,  frilled  with  lace  and 
draped  around  the  .shoulders  to  fall  in 
ends  held  down  witTi  ribbon  rosettes  at 
each  side*  of  the  bust.  Thie  style  of 
bodice  decoration  Is  equally  charming  on 
slight  as  well  as  rounded  figures. 
Sleeves  of  breakfast  frocks  are  com- 
monly three-quarter  length  bishop  shapes 
with  sDft  tum-baok  cuffs  or  a  fall  of 
lace  at  the  hand.  Many  of  the  odd 
snug  modekl  of  dressier  sleeves  als.> 
sometimes  appear  in  the  more  expensive 
costumesi,  but  the  cool  bishop  design  is 
more  popular  for  hot  weather  wear. 

There  are  likewise  breakfast  frocks  of 
emlJTOidered  muslin  and  dotted  Swisp, 
the  ribbon  trimmings  of  th?  latter  match- 
ing the  black  or  colored  s:x)t8.  The  laces 
u?ed  on  these  little  costumes,  and  other 
easy  home  rig?,  are  of  many  varieties 
and  qualities. 

Valenciennes  in  pure  white  and  pale 
yellow  is  much  in  favor,  and  there  are 
cheap  point  d'esprtt  laces  with  a  r>ointed 
or  scalloped  edge  that  are  most  effective. 
An  inserition  of  black  or  white  footing 
will  be  seen  on  most  of  the  thinnest  ma- 
terials, and  if  the  gown  is  not  to  be 
washed  there  may  be  dainty  quillings 
of  the  same  as  a  heading  to  another 
trimming. 

IN  MANDARIN  YELLOW 

A  breakfast  frock  just  imported  for  a 
Jul.v  bride  was  of  mandarin  yellow  dim- 
ity with  a  trfmming  of  white  and  yellow 
footing.  A  frilled  gored  skirt  and  an 
unlined  surplice  bodice  compri.sed  the 
m^Jdel  and  anything  lovller  than  the  get- 
up  could  not  be  imagined. 

The  skirt  was  full,  with  that  umbrella 
fullness  which  fits  the  hips  without  a 
w tinkle  and  shows  flouncing  petticoats 
at  every  movement.  At  the  bottom  tliere 
were  five  narrow  kilt-plaitings  pur- 
rounded  by  a  little  quilling  of  yellow 
fiwting  nestling  in  one  of  white. 
.  The  fronts  of  the  surplice  bexiice,  which 
ended  in  a  long  scarf  ends,  were  to  cross 
at  the  bust  making  a  V-shaped  neck 
and  tie  at  the  waist  in  the  back  in  a  soft 
bow.  The  white  and  yellow  quilling  also 
edged  these  completely,  but  with  this 
exception  there  was  no  otlur  trimnyng 
on  the  bodice  Itself.  On  the  other  hand, 
the  three-quarh^r  bishop  sleeves  wet-e 
hoi;h"ing  but  trimming.  At  the  t>p  a 
close  fitting  cap  six  inches  deep  was 
shirred   in   the  puflf  between   tiny  rows 


of  the  footing  quilling.  Below  this  th« 
puff  was  crossed  in  great  squares  by 
footing  Insertiwns,  and  at  the  bottom  of 
this  again  and  just  below  the  elbow 
there  were  snug  cuffs  to  match  the  cap 
at  the  top  of  the  sleeves. 

A  white  laff^'ta  ribbon  rosette  ait  each 
shoulder  seam  of  the  bodice,  and  at  th^ 
out>.T  Iin£  of  the  cuffs  was  the  final 
finish. 

Many  very  fetching  negliges  may  be 
found  ready  made  in  the  snojis  at  prices 
astonlsliingly  low. 

The  more  expensive  p^ng-ie  wiappera 
often  show  drawn  threads  and  delicate 
needlework  In  white  or  colored  silk.  At 
the  back  of  the  silk  or  pongee  wrapper 
or  gown  there  may  be  a  yoke,  shirred 
or  plain,  or  a  Watteau  effect  in  double 
plaits. 

The  front  hangs  loose  from  th-e  .shoul- 
ders and  is  tied  at  the  neck  witJi  rib- 
bons and  jMjrhaps  girdled  at  the  w.iis;: 
then  thf-re  are  .s-jft  turnjver  collars  aud 
square  lurnbaek  cuffs  to  tile  bishop 
sk-eves,  on  which  the  needlework  will 
apijjear,  in  drawn  threads,  feather-stitoh 
herring  bone  and  dot.s. 

The  bottom  of  the  gown  may  b> 
plainly  ht-mmtd  or  else  show  several 
wide  tucks.

pletely fished  out.  Where  one  could  get 
from  r.O  to  200  good-sized  trout  In  half  a 
day's  walk  a  coui'le  of  years  ago,  there 
is  now  only  an  orcaslonal  fish,  small  in 
size  and  also  of  a  different  color  from 
those  that  used  to  come  from  Knife  and 
Su'.^kcr  rivers.  The  lumberman  has 
not  alone  been  to  blame  for  this  result. 
While  cutting  away  the  forests  has 
dried  up  the  trout  streams  to  an  almost 
Inconceivable  exti-nt,  the  "trout  hog" 
has  also  been  to  blame.  ITntll  the  en- 
actment and  enforcement  of  a  law  a 
couple  of  years  a>,'o  to  protect  the  y^iung 
trout  and  make  it  unlawful  to  catcii 
trout  under  five  inches  In  length,  thou- 
sands of  small  fish  were  destroyed  by 
alleged  anglers  who  counted  more  on 
numbers  than  on  size  and  quality.  And 
often  have  we  at-i-n  from  100  to  500  small 
tre)Ut  thrown  away  by  anglers  who  had 
no  use  for  them  after  they  had  counted 
them.  Such  oondltions  could  have  but 
one  result — the  br. lok  tr^ut  in  the  streami? 
near  Duluth  will  be  a  thing  of  the  past 
in  two  years  more  unless  fishing  is  pro- 
hibited for  a  term  of  years  and  steps 
taken  to  restock  thd  streams.  The  trout 
streams  on  the  south  shore  still  contain 
good  fish.  One  reason  is  that  the  streams 
are  larger  and  deeper  and  do  not  freeze 
so  close  to  the  bottom  as  the  north  shore 
streams.

But  if  the  brook  trout  disappears  en- 
tirely, there  will  stHl  be  plenty  of  go-xl 
sport  for  Duluth  anglers.  The  gamy 
black  bass  grows  lo  his  largest  size  In 
the  many  small  lakes  within  as  easy 
reach  of  Duluth  as  the  once-popular 
trout  streams  and  the  fishing  will  be 
far  easier  than  wading  a  boulder-strewn 
stream.  The  black  bass,  pike,  pickerel 
and  muscallonge  are  fully  able  to  take 
care  of  themselves  arvd  will  be  wilh  us 
until  the  art  of  fishing  ceases  to  amuse 
mankind.

ABOUT  IMOSQUITOES. 

Tlie    Females    Are   the  Ones 

Which  Bite. 

• 

This  is  the  reason  when  the  pestiferous 
mosquito  gets  in  its  deadly  work.  No 
scientist  has  ever  l)een  able  to  discover 
a  "single  virtue  in  :he  Insect,  but  we  al' 
know  its  faults.  Hesides  making  man- 
kind miserable  during  the  summer,  there 
is  no  doubt  that  niosHjuitoes  carry  and 
propagate  diseases,  says  the  New  York 
World. 

There  is  every  i.  ason  to  believe  that 
they  Fpread  yellow  fever.  It  has  been 
obser\'ed  that  this  dreadful  fever  comes 
with  them  and  departs  when  they  go. 
Where  they  are  most  plentiful  it 
flourishes,  but  where  they  are  scarce 
Vi.ry  few  cases  api>-  ar.  Malaria  is  also 
supposed  to  be  propagated  by  the'se 
pests,  but  this  i  Marge  has  not  been 
proven. 

There  are  about  one  hundred  and  fifty 
snecies  of  mosquito,  s  in  the  world,  and 
at  least  twenty-on  are  native  to  North 
America.  New  J  rsey  alone  has  Xour 
species,  one  succe.  ling  another  so  that 
it  is  kept  well  supi'Iied  all  summer.  The 
largest  varictiea  occur  in  the  tropics. 

The  female  does  all  the  biting.  The 
male  never  enters  tho  house  unless  by  ac- 
cident. Us  only  objct  in  life  being  to 
t>en>etuate  the  species.  The  natural  food 
of  the  female  are  ;hc  Juices  of  piants. 
It  is  not  known  wiiy  she  likes  human 
blood.  If  she  drinks  her  fill  once  she 
never  trouble.^  mankind  again.  Her  sting 
consists  of  five  very  sharp  needles,  two 
of  them  being  barl>Kl.  They  unite  and 
I'orm  an  awl.  which,  having  made  the 
puncture,  serves  as  a  tube  to  suck  the 
blood  through. 

When  Mrs.  Mosquito  is  ready  to  lay 
her  eggs  she  selec;.^  .>»ome  still  water  near 
by.  Here  she  depo.'^its  them  In  a  boat- 
shaped  mass  on  tlie  surface.  She  lays 
about  100  at  a  .'■itting.)  From  these 
the  larvae  are  hatched.  These  larvae- 
are  called  "wrigglers."  When  the  wrig- 
gler Is  ready  to  enn-rge  into  an  Ins.xn 
he  comes  to  the  surface  and  sheds  his 
skin,  which  serves  as  a  raft  for  him  to 
stand  upon.  If  th^Me  is  any  wind  his 
raft  may  Tie  upt^et  and  he  drowned. 
However.  If  nothing  happens,  he  stands 
on  it  a  minute  or  two  until  his  wings  are 
dry  and  then  flies  away  to  torment  un- 
fortunate persons.  It  takes  three  or  four 
weeks  for  the  eggs  to  develop  into  full- 
fledged  mosquitot.s. 

In  localities  where  there  are  swamps  or 
ditches  the  nuisance  may  be  mitigated 
by  covering  the  waters  with  petroleum. 
A  single  drop  of  oil  will  spread  over 
•quite  a  large  surfai'e.  and  the  thinnest 
film  is  said  to  b,-  rl.ath  to  the  larvae.  It 
is  estimated  that  W>0  acres  of  water  sur- 
face can  be  covcr-d  with  crude  oil  for 
$3.  If  such  surfai'cs  were  cover-'d  flv-^ 
times  during  the  summer  no  mosquitt)e.-> 
could  possibly  pro()agate  in  th'^m.  A 
mosquito  will  produce  hundreds  of  gen- 
erations \n  a  single  summer.

Treasure    Seekers  Encounter 
an  Angry  Wildcat. 

"I  wonder  If  we  will  find  it,"  was  what 
•Squire  U.  S.  Coyle  said  <to  his  com- 
panJo(iiKla.<«t.  Sat;ur'day,a|strtt'yjJ:ood  under 
the  dim  light  that  came  through  a  weil- 
like hole  175  feet  dffep,  says  the  Louisville 
Tlmef. 

For  sbme  time  the  Berea  neighbor- 
hood has  been  worked  up  to  a  point  of 
expectancy  by  the  rumor  that  Swift's 
lost  Bilves-  mine  had  been  located  and 
that  U.  S.  Coyle,  Carkis  and  C.  C.  Coyle. 
John  Harwood  and  W.  D.  Harris  would 
soon  make  the  fact  public.  Saturday 
these  five  young  men,  with  lantern?!, 
matche.s,  food,  ropes  and  pulleys,  pro- 
ceeded to  the  top  of  East  Pinnacle,  a 
mounttaln  that  lifts  its  head  nearly  lOOo 
feet  above  tha  winding  creek  a^t  its  base. 
On  th/?  very  t  ^y  Is  a  rourtd  hole  about  th  > 
size  of  a  sugar  barrel,  and  this  hole  de- 
scerds  down  as  straight  as  if  drilled  by  a 
plumb  line. 

The  adventurous  young  men  secured  a 
log  and  fastened  their  pulleys  and  ropes 
to  It  and  fbwered  themselves  in-to  the 
black  depths  below.  When  measured 
the  distance  between  the  cross-log  and 
the  floor  upon  which  they  stood  was  ex- 
actly 174  feet  and  six  inches.  The  first 
room  they  explored  was  large  and  cir- 
cular, with  high  celling  and  several 
halls  leading  off  and  descending  grad- 
ually downward  to  no  one  knows  where.

Rome,  Italy,  July  20.-jOo1.  Daniel  E.

The  charge  against  the  defendants  Is 
violatloij  of  the  neutraJit.v  laws  by  In- 
vading thr>  territory  of  the  South  Afri- 
can republic.

JUDGE  MORRIS'  SPEECH. 

The  specvh  deliv<.:\d  by  Judge  Morris 
on  Saturday  musC  have  been  a  disap- 
pointment to  those  who  went  'o  the 
meeting  expecting  to  hear  some  argu- 
ment offered  in  suppor:  of  the  Republi- 
can platform  declaring  for  maincain- 
ing  the  existing  single  gold  s;indard  in 
this  C'Untrj-.  Judge  Morris  made  no 
argument  whatever.  He  talked  about 
repudiation,  anaichy,  an  hones:  doDar, 
having  one  dollar  as  good  as  every  other 
dollar,  and  indulgeil  in  oihei  gUUering 
generalities  rhat  seem  to  be  the  stock- 
in-trade  of  the  gold  standard  advocates. 
Of  course  he  was  a:  a  disadvantage, 
owing  to  the  liinited  time  in  which  he 
had  to  prepare  a  speech  in  favor  of  the 
gold  standard  and  against  narlonal  bi- 
mttallism,  and  he  frankly  cunf^s.Scd  that 
his  preparation,  was  necessarily  hur- 
ried. Perhaps  when  he  has  posted  him- 
selt  better  orv  th€  gold  side  of  th-?  quc>3- 
tion  and  thoroughly  digested  such  argu- 
ments as  are  offered  from  the  defenders 
of  gold  monortK'tallism,  he  may  b;  able 
to  present  to  his  listeners  argument  In- 
stead of  bald  a.ssertion3  and  catch 
jphrases  that  mean  very  little. 

It  was  rarher  surprising  to  listen  to 
his  charge  that  Mr.  Towne  and  a  city 
ii';Tvspai)er  (meaning  The  Hetaki)  had 
garbled  Janxes  G.  Bla:ne"3  speech,  de- 
livered in  congress  in  1S78,  so  as  to 
make  it  appear  that  Mr.  Blaine  favored 
free  coinage  cf  silver  at  that  time. 
Neither  Mr.  Towne  nor  The  Herald  ever 
claimed  that  Mr.  Blaine  In  that  sp'ech 
advocated  independent  fre^^-  coinage  of 
silver,  and  Judge  Morris  certainly  addi'd 
nothing  to  has  reputation  for  fairness  by 
charging  that  the  speech  was  garbled 
with  that  objecc  in.  view.  Mr.  Towne 
quoted  Mr.  Blaine's  speech  to  show  that 
he  appre»hended  anrfl  feared  what  has 
come  lo  pass  in  this  country  under  th; 
single  gold  standard  system;  tha;  Mr. 
Blalnr^  believed  that  the  gold  standard 
would  Inflict  ruin  and  distress  upon  the 
country,  and  that  the  result  would  be 
very  disastrous  to  all  interests.  M;-. 
Blaine's  prophetic  words  were  quoted  by 
Mr.  Towne  and  also  :>e.peatedly  by  The 
Herald  in  reply  to  tho.^  gold  men  who 
deny  that  gold  has  appreciated  or  that 
the  demonetization  of  silver  has  caused 
the  serious  and  steady  fall  in  prices  of 
the  products  of  this  country,  and  is  the 
main  cause  of  the  depression  which  now 
hangs  like  a  pall  over  the  land,  from  the 
Atlantic  to  the  Pacific.  Mr.  Blaine  did 
not  then  advocate  frte  coinage  of  silver, 
and  no  one  has  claimed  he  did.  He 
urged  that  silver  should  be  remonetlxed  i 
by  means  of  an.  fnternational  agree- 
ment. 

But  nearly  twenty  years  have  passed  \ 
since  Mr.  (BlaJne  urged  that  plan  of  re- 
monetization.  Meanwhile  gold  has  ltK-.-n 
steadily  appreciating,  while  the  prices  of 
everything  else  have  been  steadily  sink- 
ing, until  today  the  producers  of  this 
country  are  impoverished  and  at  the 
mercy  of  the  European  money 
power— bound  in  a  money  slavery 
uf  the  worst  description.  Dur^ 
ing  the  long  years  since  Mr.  Blaine 
spoke  in  congress  on  the  evil  effects  ceM 
tain  to  result  from  the  gold  standanl 
policy,  stveral  attempts  have  been  nnad^ 
io  obtain  an  iaternationai  agreement, 


INTERNATIONAL  BIMETALLISM. 
The  Republicans  say  that  th^y  ar.^ 
mxious  to  obtain  bimetallism  by  and 
hrough  an  international  agreement. 
tudge  Morris  nuade  this  statement  in 
lis  spee*ch  on  Saturday  night.  It  is 
•ery  singular,  however,  that  while  thus 
idmLtting  that  bimetairism  is  necessary 
or  the  p:»>sperity  of  the  country  and 
hat  the  present  gold  standard  syste.-n 
s  injurious,  th^y  persistently  a.-gut  in 
avor  of  the  gold  standard  and  denounce 
ill  the  arguments  used  in  favor  of  bi- 
netallism.  For  instance,  they  deny  the 
ipprecLation  of  gold,  and  they  likewise 
leny  that  the  fall  in  prices  of  commo- 
lities  has  been  due  to  the  demonttiza- 
ion  of  silver  in  187:i.  If  gold  has  not 
ippreciated  and  silver  demonetization 
las  not  caused  prices  of  commodities  to 
"all.   as  th^  assert,   why  do   they  want 

0  estabiSsJi  bimetallism  by  international 
igreement  or  othe:-wI»e?  They  flatly 
•ontradict  themselves.  The  fact  is,  that 
hey  do  not  want  bimetallism  by  an  in- 

temationaJ  agreement  or  In  any  other 
\&y,  and  the  reference  In  the  St.*LouIa 
olatform  to  an  international  agreentrent 
Aas  inserted  merely  wjth  the  Idea  of  dt- 
•eiving  Republicans  who  appreciate  the 
llsastrous  effects  of  the  gold  standard 
lystem  and  believe  that  there  can  be 
lo  revival  of  erat^rprise  and  prosperity 
■antil  the  country  ha«  returned  to  bl- 
netallism. 

But  if  they  were  sincere  in  seeking  a:i 
nternational  agreement  on  bimetalljsm, 
they  wouM  pursue  a  different  policy. 
They  would  deinand  that  the  United 
States,  the  greatest  silver  nation  in  th? 
vvo:-ld,  should  take  the  Initiative  and 
iead  the  way.  The  Herald  has  quoted 
the  opinions  of  prominent  English  bi- 
metallists  like  Henry  Hucks-Oibbs  and 
Moreton  Frewen,  of  the  latv>  M. 
Cernuschi,  the  distinguls'h.d  French  bU 
mtftallist,  and  of  President  Andrews,  of 
Brown  university,  who  repre.Scnted  tho 
LTnited  States  a;  the  Brussels  monetary 
conference.  These  eminent  bimetallists 
havc  declare<d  that  the  adoption  of  bi- 
metalH-sm  by  this  country  independently 
■ould  be  safely  undertaken,  and  would 
inevitably  result  In  an  international 
agreement.  Another  strong  blmetallist 
who  has  more  recently  given  expression 
to  a  similar  opinion,  is  W.  H.  Grenfell. 
chairman  of  the  Bimeitallic  league  of 
Great  Britain  and  formerly  governor  of 
the  Bank  uf  England.  His  views  are 
published  in  a  letter  to  the  New  York 
World  which,  although  opposed  to  silver, 
has  been  soliciting  interviews  with  lead- 
ing bimetallists  all  over  the  world. 
Mr.  Grenfell's  reply  to  the  World's 
queries  is  as  follows: 

"I  believe  ttiat  free  and  unlimited 
coinage  of  silver  at  a  raJio  of  16  to  1  in 
the  irnited  States  would  greatly  increase 
the  chance  of  an  international  agre-3- 
ment  for   the   adoption    of   blmetalllsni. 

1  am  a  strong  lnt,ernational  bimetallist 
myself,  and  I  should  like  t!o  see  an  In- 
ternational agreement  headed  by  Eng- 
land, but  I  do  not  believe  that  i't  is  iin 
the  sphere  of  practical  politics.  Even 
our  English  bimetallists  are  very  muc'i 
divided  on  the  question  of  ratio,  and  it 
would  be  fmposslbl?  to  get  a  profoaal 
adopting  any  ratio  through  the  house 
of  commons. 

"I  attended  the  last  two  international 
bimitalHc  conferences  in  Paris  and 
Brussels,  and  I  came  away  from  both 
with  the  impression  that  each  European 
country  wanted  England  to  show  the 
way,  and  that  if  they  wait  for  England 
to  show  the  way  they  will  wait  forever.

MAGNETIC   SHIP    TORPEDO. 

Experimets  are  being  made  with  an  in- 
vention for  the  torpedo  service,  at  the 
torpedo  station  in  Narragan-sett  bay,  of 
which  remarkable  results  are  expected. 
The  tori>eiloes  now  in  existence,  so  far  as 
their  destructive  qualities  are  concerned, 
are  perfect  when  a  vessel  is  struck  by  one 
of  them,  but  should  one  of  them  miss  th-- 
torpedo  is  lost,  says  the  New  York  Jour- 
nal. 

The  device  which  is  now  being  experi- 
mented with  consists  of  a  magnet,  d-?li- 
ca'teiy  constructed  and  intended  to  be 
hung  on  an  arm  at  the  bow  which  is  in 
turn  fastened  to  the  rudder.  The  two 
arms  are  connected  by  crossed  wires  or 
chains,  and  the  idea  of  the  invention  is 
that,  when  approaching  a  vessel  the  mag- 
net will  be  attracted  in  that  direction,  and 
in  turning  will  move  the  arm  to  which 
it  is  fastened  and  so  operate  the  rudder, 
ihu.-5  steering  the  torpedo  toward  the 
ship.  It  Is  said  that  the  magnet  is  so  deli- 
cately constructed  that  should  it  come 
within  one  hundred  yards  of  the  vessel  it 
would  be  effective. 

The  torpedoes  will  be  painted  water 
color  and  would  be  of  immense  advantage 
at  night,  when  the  enemy  has  extin- 
guished the  lights  aboard  ship.  The  im- 
proved torpedoes  are  cigar  shaped,  and 
would  approach  a  hostile  fleet  with  more 
stealth  than  even  a  submarine  .  boat 
would. 

The  question  has  been  raised  as  to 
whether  the  magnet  would  not  be  at- 
tracted to  the  vessel  from  which  it  is  Ilred, 
but  the  mechanism  is  arrangetl  so  that 
the  magnet  wili  not  be  influenced  al  all 
until  It  has  reached  a  certain  distance 
from  the  vessel. 

Caryl  D.  Haskins,  of  the  General  Elec- 
tric company,  of  Boston,  is  the  inventor. 
The  device  is  seven  feet  long  and  weighs 
130  pounds.  At  a  recent  trial  the  magnet 
needle  followed  an  iron  steamer  at  dis- 
tances of  from  tifty  to  several  hundred 
feet.  The  boat  against  which  the  device 
was  operated  was  a  comparatively  small 
iron  one,  and  could  not  be  expected  to 
offer  as  gre-al  an  attraction  as  the  big 
battleships  plated  with  armor. 

The  fact  that  these  experiment's  are 
being  made  has  been  cabled  abroad  by 
the  military  attaches  of  foreign  legation.s 
at  Washington.  With  a  view  of  offsei- 
trng  the  deadly  power  of  these  torpedoes 
there  is  a  talk  of  trying  to  demagnetize 
the  big  war  cruisers.  If  watches  can  be 
demagnetized,  it  is  thought  that  war- 
ships may  be  also.

about  for  so  long.  He  arrived  at  his 
d. stination  by  train.  He  picked  out  for 
the  go,  the  road  from  Bt.  Paul  to  Austin. 
It  is  110  miles  be. ween  the  two  places. 
Hf  threw  in  ten  miles  Tor  good  measur-e. 
The  loute,  as  it  apijeifred  on  the  ma;-, 
was  as  smooth  as  a  Hoor.  He  left  St. 
Paul  at  6  o'cloc-k  in  the  morning.  Hs 
thought  he  would  knoL*k  off  the  first  fif  .y 
miles  before  the  sun  got  high.

July  21.— Anothor  dark,  dis- 
mal day  bn»ke  this  morning.  The  dull, 
leaden  clouds  drizzled,  and  the  conwn- 
tton  city  wa.H  w.t  .ind  dripping,  but  Lho 
rank  and  file  of  Populists,  who  are  early 
to  bed  and  early  to  rise,  w^jt  aatlr  bj- 
f<>:v  6  ocKx-k  and  about  the  hotels  di.s- 
cussing  the  sftuation  and  silver,  initia- 
tive and  r^:ferendum  and  income  tax. 
The  corridors  of  the  Lindell  hotel  were 
crowded  before  7  o'clock,  and  the  ora- 
tions a:  head<iuartors  of  the  "middle  ot 
the  road"  men  a'r  the  Laclede  had  begu.n 
before  that  hour.  The  leaders  were  late 
!n  putting  in  an  app-?arance. 

Th.  Hryan  managers  were  in  a  jubi- 
lant fianr»^  of  mind.  They  confidently 
tlalimed  this  ttvirnJng  that  ihey  had 
pa.s.sed  the  Rubicon,  and  that  :h.,^ir  con. 
tr*>l  of  the  convention  w<is  practically 
a.s.^urtd.  Therci  are  conditions  and  de- 
tail-o  yet  to  be  worked,  bu:  they  believj 
they  have  won  the  main  vicrory — the 
nomination  or  endorsement  of  the  Chi- 
t'ago  ticket. 

Tlv  attempt  of  some  of  the  Populist.^ 
to  force  the  withdrawal  of  S^wall  and 
the  nomination  for  vice  president  had 
been  defeated  by  the  stand  taken  by 
Bryan's  friends,  and  the  positive  answer 
of  Chairman  Jones,  of  the  Democratic 
national  committee,  that  such  a  thing 
should  not  be  considered  and  would  not 
be  tolerated. 

Notwithstanding  the  conf1donc£  of  tho 
Bryan  managers,  they  will  not  relax 
their  efforas.  They  have  a  most  com-

Democratic  ma.nagers  are  certainly 
no:  averse  to  a  split  which  will  carry  ouit 
'f  the  convention  the  extreme  m;n.  They 
clajim  the  alle^riance  of  sk)me  of  these 
men  would  do  the  ticket  infinitely  m>i3 
harm  than  good.  The  battle,  of  course, 
will  come  on  the  floor  of  the  convention, 
and  no  one  now  doubts  that  there  wll;

This    Branch    Had    a    Lively 
Meeting  Today. 

St.  Louis,  July  21.— The  middle-of-th»- 
ri.ad  Populists  recogrnized  today  .hat  tht 
organization  of  the  Bryan  men  was  tell- 
ing and  made  an  effort  to  effect  cm 
themselves.  Up  to  this  morning  tliey  had 
maintained  open  headquartera  at  the  La- 
clede ho^el,  where  the  arriving  dele- 
gates were  requested  to  com.e  In  ano 
r.  gister.  procure  a  badge,  report  as  tc 
what  his  state  delegation  would  do,  anc 
then  saunter  forth  into  thi-  hotel  lobbie* 
and  join  in,  Jie  talk.  But  no  chairman, 
secretary,  sergeant -a  t-aj.n«  or  othei 
officer  had  b?en  selected.  Such  a  cam- 
paign could  make  little  headway  agains 
ttie  organized  forces  of  the  Bryan  men. 
who  were  acting  with  sji(stem. 

A  meeting  of  the  "middle-of-the-road* 
men  was  called  and  an  a. tempt  made  ti 
organize,  but  the  non-arrival  of  dele- 
gates led  to  deferring  acdon.  Manj 
of  them  were  cl'aimed  to  he  on  the  wa> 
here  and  will  arrive  during  rhe  day  tc 
join   their  ranks. 

The  anti-Bryan  men  on  the  nationa 
committee    and    those    w^ho    have    beer, 
prominent  In  the  movenvent  to  secure  at 
endorsement  of  Bryan  and  the  nomin 
ation  of  a   Populist  for  vice  president 
with   fusion   on    tfie   electors,    have   no 
I'laced    themselves  ^,:   the    head   of    tht 
middle-of-the-road  men,  although  ther;

The  attempt  of  the  midille-of-the-roac' 
men  to  organize  resulted  In  a  Iiigh  timr>

Reed,  temporary  secretary.  A  row  begaj 
as  soon  as  the  meeting  was  organized 
A  delegate  from  Oklahoma  named  Al 
bright,  pointed  ou;  a  man  seated  in  fron 
of  the  chairman  and  declared  that  h. 
had  been  around  the  various  hotels  dls 
trlbuting  Mark  Hannas  money  for  the 
nu  ■r)-is?  of  preventing  the  endorsemen 
of  Bryan  and  defeating  the  silver  party 

The  man  proved  to  be  Silas  Roes,  o 
Buffalo,  N.  Y.  Ross  donted  in  the  most 
em-jhatic  manner  that  he  h'ad  been  en- 
gaged in  any  such  business,  or  had  eve 
seen  the  Oklahoma  man  before.  Al- 
bright claimed  that  Ross  had  repre 
.«'-:nted  himself  as  from  Baltimore  ^nC 
other  portions  of  the  country,  bu:  upor 
close  questioning  he  admitted  that  h 
might  be  mistaken  in  saying  that  the 
man  looked  very  much  like  Ross.

responses  and  see  what  str-englh  th» 
middl-of-the-road  men  would  have  Ir 
the  convention.  Arizona  did  not  res^^^nd 
nor  did  Alabam'a.  although  the  Floridr 
man  stated  tha(L  he  understood  Alabama 
was  divided.  Arkapeas  was  for  tht 
Omaha  platform.  California  was  divided 
init  it  was  said  the  middle-of-th-^^-rcar' 
men  would  accept  Br.van  on  a  stinaighl 
Populist  platform.  There  was  no  rte- 
s-ionse  from  Connecticut.  Colorado  an- 
nounced two  delegation.^  one  for  Bryan 
andi  the  other  for  a  straight  out. 

The  secretary  moveil  that  the  middle- 
of-the-road  men  use  every  effort  to  sea 
thnir  delegation  and  in?ject  the  "Demo- 
cratic delegation,"  headed  by  Tom  Pat- 
t  rson.  This  was  car -ied  with  a  shout 
There  weiie  no  responses  from  Delaware 
oi-  the  Distric:  of  Columbia.  Coloradc 
and  Florida  announced  two  votes  for  the 
middk-of-tho-road  cause.  Georgia  did 
not  reanond.

no  matter  what  was  done,  he  ahvay.^  In- 
tended to  remain  a  Populist.  When  Iowa 
was  called,  Swretary  Reed  entered  Into 
quite  a  dlseusslon  of  the  preferences  of 
different  delegates,  and  after  figuring 
out  five  or  six  middle  of  the  road  men 
he  entened  an  emphatic  denial  of  Weav- 
er's statement  that  Iowa  would  cast 
thirty  eolld  votes  for  Bryan. 

A  delegate  from  Texas  named  Wood 
chipped  In  at  nearly  every  announce- 
ment saying:  "Texas  greets  you  and 
promises  nlnety-flve  votes  to  help  out." 
He  had  promised  the  ninety-five  votes  to 
seat  the  antl-Br>an  deleigation  from  Col- 
orado. He  and  Webster,  of  Missouri, 
got  Into  a  dhjcusBlon  of  a  side  matter, 
and  each  warned  the  middle  of  the  road 
men  to  keep  out  of  the  caucuses  of  the 
state  delegations  which  would  turn  their 
voles  over  to  Bryan.  Both  said  the  unit 
rule  should  be  avoided  and  each  vote 
as  he  saw  fit. 

When  Illinois  was  called  the  announce- 
ment was  made  that  the  Altgeld  delega- 
tion was  for  Bryan  and  a  Taylor  dele- 
gation for  the  middle  of  the  road.  It 
was  promptly  a.-werted,  ho-wever,  that 
Altgeld  was  not  a  delegate.  The  ,replv 
was  made  that  Altgeld  controlled  the 
Bryan  delegation.  When  LMalne  was 
called  a  man  mounted  a  chair  and  stated 
with  great  vehemence  that  there  was 
only  one  delegate  from  Maine  present, 
but  the  delegation  was  solid  for  middle  of 
the  road.  Another  man  with  equal  vehe- 
mence denied  the  assertion.  Missouri, 
as  announced  by  Webster,  was  with  one 
exception,  eoHd  for  the  middle  of  the 
road.  A  man  from  Mls2i=.<slppi  announced 
that  that  state  was  opposed  to  any  fu- 
5i>n,  but  he  could  not  speak  definitely. 

Hackstaff,  of  Colorado,  In  speaking 
for  that  state,  .?aid  there  waere  two  dele- 
gations, the  straight  middle  of  the  road 
one  which  was  intending  to  go  out  of  the 
convention  and  f  .rm  another  if  Bryan 
was  nominated.  The  m.^etlng  gave  th.ree 
cheers  fcxr  him.  Hackstaff  went  on,  with 
h;s  speech,  saying  t.V  Democrats  were 
trying  to  ci'owd  them  out  of  their  p;:^i- 
tUm.  "Wall  street's  emissaries  were 
■lere,"  he  said,  "to  disrupt  the  Po->uli?t 
party  and  turn  it  over  to  the  n>tt^n 
Democrats."  He  detailed  at  length  the 
ra?ts  about  the  two  Colorado  conven- 
tlonss  and  said  the  Bryan  delegation 
"were  very  bad  men."

Oklahomai  man  was  concerned.  Aft'r 
the  adoption  of  the  motion  to  put  out 
the  Bryah  men,  thus  cutting  off  the 
Oklahoma  explanaition.  another  row  o"- 
-uiT?d.  A  German  Populist  from  St 
Louis  said  It  was  not  a  Populist  bu'  a 
Republican  mesitlng.  There  were  ijoid 
?nes  of  "Put  him  out"  and  "Down  with 
the  traitor."  "Sit  down,"  said  the  chaJr- 
■nan.  "I  won't  sit  down,"  said  'the  Mi?- 
^wuriati;  "you  can't  make  me  sit  down" 
The  chairman  told  some  one  to  put  him 
)ut.  The  German  s.howed 'fight.  A  Min- 
nesota man  jumped  up  with  fists  doubled 
and  It  looJted  for  a  moment  as  if  Minne- 
sota and  Missouri  were  going  to  shed 
hlood.  But  tthere  were  enough  men.  to 
'prevent  ajctual  hostilities,  and  the  MIs- 
^ourl  man  wa?  hustled  toward  the  door, 
declaring  that  his  money  which  was  paid 
for  the  hall  and  the  badges  had  been 
diverted  '  m  a  straight  Populist  panty 
to  a  faction. 

Then  business  was  resumed.  The 
Minnesota  man'  was  so  mad  that  h? 
A-ould  make  no  response  for  his  state, 
and  there  was  none  froon  Maryland,  New 
Hajnpshire  and  North  Dakota.  Ross,  of 
New  York,  who  had  been  mixed  up  m 
the  Hackstaff  Incident,  said  he  rep;e- 
seniceld  the  middle-oif-the-rcad  men.  The 
call  of  North  Carolina  brought  forth  a 
man  who  said  he  did  not  know  why, 
but  he  was  the  only  one  from  North 
Carolina  there.  He  did  not  know  why 
the.  other  d^lega.tes  fro«m  North  Carolina 
were  not  with  them.  Then  Halyer,  of 
North  Carolina,  moumted  a  chair  and 
stated  the  .real  facts  connected  with  tht 
.•nlddle-of-the-road  movement.  He  said 
thai  while  they  had  been  doing  little  or 
nothing  and  were  without  ewganization, 
the  Democrats  were  swallowing  the 
Populi£'t  party.  Nothing  could  be  d  >ne 
without  organization.  Western  men 
ivere  waiting  to  see  what  the  Southern 
men  were  going  t;o  do.  He  had  assur- 
ances that  if  the  South  would  stand  firm 
against  Bryan  thtue  were  enough  West- 
ern votes  to  prevent  his  endorsement. 

Mr.  Halyer  said  that  there  should  be  a 
meeting  to  organize;  ithat  they  wanted 
:«;S8  enthusiasm  and  more'  common  sense; 
that  the  only  way  they  could  win  was  by 
.-■oncert  otf  action.  "While  we  have  been 
shouting,"  he  contjinued,  "the  other  fel- 
lows, with  a  perfect  organization,  have 
been  dragging  In  the  titraggleas.  It 
makes  no  difference  how  many  m^n  we 
.lave;  if  we  are  not  organized  we  will  be 
swallowed." 

An  attempt  was  then  made  to  secure 
concert  of  action.  A  meeting  of  the 
middle-of-the-road  men,  consisting  of 
three  delegates  from  ea«h  state,  was  an- 
nounced i:o  take  place  a.t  the  Lindell  at 
once.  A  mee'tLng  of  rural  d-legates  was 
announced  for  4  o'clock,  and  still  an- 
other at  the  Texas  hearquai  ters.  This 
procedure  had  Interrupted  the  roll  call 
of  states,  which  was  not  resumed.  Same 
of  the-  states,  howe^feir,  reported  >jo<  the 
secretary,  a.  West  Virginia  man,  an- 
nouncing tiiat  but  two  delegates  from 
that  state  were  for  Bryan,  although  the 
whole  delegadoun  had  been  claimed  for 
him. 


TOWNE  FOR  BRYAN. 


Believes  an  Independent  Nom- 
ination impracticable. 

St.  Louis,  July  21. — Congressman 
Towne,  of  Minnesota,  one  of  the  silver 
Republicans,  who  during  the  St.  Louis 
convention  announced  the  severance  of 
his  allegiance  to  the  Republican  party, 
arrived  here  today.  He  has  beeji  in 
Minnesota  sFnce  the  Chicago  convention 
and  has  addressed  three  large  sliver 
meetings. 

"The,  silver  movement  In  Minnesota." 
said  he,  "is  growing  by  meets  and 
bounds.  Among  the  Republicans  I  was 
amazed  at  the  widespread  defection  in 
favor  of  silver.  The  Republicans  and 
Populists  whom  I  saw  were  enthusiasti- 
cally for  Bryan  In  the  belief  that  It  was 
only  by  union  of  fortes  that  the  battle  of 
the  restoration  of  silver  could  be  won  in 
thlH  campaign.  The  Populists,  of  course, 
naturally  want  to  maintain  their  organi- 
2atii.t>n,  but  they  believe  that  it  is  en- 
tirely possible  In  all  loeal  oontests  and 
in  a  national  sense.  When  the  nomina- 
tion of  Teller  was  talked  of  at  Chicago, 
a  nomination  we  earnestly  hoped  foi. 
the  Populists  everywhere  took  up  the 
idea  and  endorsed  It.  They  did  not  think 
theiir  organization  would  be  endangervd. 

"Of  course  thiere  Is  some  difference 
between  the  nomination  of  an  exception 
and  a  Democrat,  but  a  fusion  of  the  sil- 
ver r>rces  on  Teller,  it  seems  to  me. 
would  be  practically  the  same  situation 
which  today  confronts  the  Populists. 
Their  organizations  would  have  been  at 
much  endangered  by  Teller's  nomina- 
tion and  endorsement  I  am  of  the  ot>ln- 
ion  that  his  endorsement  will  not  je^ipar- 
dise  the  Populiist  organization  and  is  the 
only  logical  thing  for  this  convention  to 
do." 

"Your  name  has  been  canvassed  exten- 
sively In  connection  with  the  presidential 
nominati'xn  by  tht  Populists  who  want 
to  place  an  independent  ticket  in  the 
field,"  was  suggested  by  the  Associated 
Press  reporter.

HaUfax,  N.  S.,  July  21.— The  barken- 
tine  fierbert  Fuller,  Capt.  Nash,  from 
Bostion,  July  3,  for  Rosario,  put  into  Hali- 
fax this  morning,  flying  the  stars  and 
stripes  at  half  mast  with  a  black  flag 
immediately  beneath.  This  is  the  signal 
of  "mutiny  on  board." 

When  the  Fuller  was  boarded  it  was 
learned  thiat  murder  had  t)een  added  to 
mutiny  and  that  Ca^A.  Nash,  his  wife 
Lauia,  and  Second  Officer  Banberry 
had  been  killed  in  their  bunks  while 
as'leep.  The  murders  had  been  ccmimitted 
with  an  ax.  The  ro^ms  In  which  the 
victims  lay  wene  covered  with  blood, 
showing  that  a  severe  struggle  had 
taken  place  and  the  bodies  were  horri- 
bly mutilated. 

The  cook,  Jonathan  Sh>ere,  of  Rosario, 
suspected  the  mate,  Thomas  Brown,  and 
sucoeeded  In  placing  Brown  In  irons, 
and  he  afterwards  Ironed  the  man  who 
was  at  the  wheel  at  the  tfme  the  murder 
was  committed.  Upon  arriving  here  all 
on  board,  including  Frank  Monch,  of 
Boston,  who  was  a  passenger,  were 
placed  under  arrest. 

The  United  States  consul  here  has 
telegraphed  to  Washington  for  instruc- 
tion!?, pjendlng  the  receipt  of  which,  he 
has  enjoined  all  connected  with  the  af- 
fair to  malntai'n  the  strictest  silence. 
In  view  of  these  conditions,  it  is  difficult 
to  obtain  further  facts,  but  it  appeaj-s 
that  the  murder  was  committed  at  2 
o'clock  on  the  night  of  the  18th  instant. 
Capt.  Nash  and  his  wife  were  in  their 
respective  sleeping  apartments  and  Ban- 
berry  was  In  his.  which  was  separated 
from  thos?  of  Cart.

Then 
the  cook,  a  negro.  wht>  had  shiryped  at 
Rosario  l)ecame  suspicious  of  Mate 
Thomas  Brolwn,  a  Nova  Scotlan.  but  a 
naturalized  Ameiican,  and  Brown  was 
placed  in  irons.  The  man  who  wafi  at 
the  wheel  when  the  murder  was  commit- 
ted war?  also  placed  in  irons  and  the 
ship  was  then  headed  for  Halifax. 

The  lx)dits  of  the  victims  were  all 
placed  in  a  boat  and  corvered  with  canvas 
and  towed  behind  the  vessel.  They  are 
no!w  In  charge  of  the  coroner  here,  who 
will  held  an  inquest.  Police  officers  have 
been  placed  in  charge  of  the  Fuller  un- 
der dlrections-of  the  United  States  consul 
and  nobody  Is  allowed  on  board.  The 
Herbert  Fuller  halls  from  Harrington, 
Me.  The  murdered  captain  was  44  years 
of  age  and  his  wife  37.

Atlanta  Journal  is  in  the  Demo- 
cratic Fold. 

Atlanta,  Ga.,  July  21.— The  Atlanta 
Journal,  which  led  the  fight  in  Georgia 
against  the  free  and  unlimited  coinage 
of  silver,  and  which  had  not  heretofore 
declared  wliat  course  it  would  pursue  in 
the  present  campaign,  says  in  its  lead- 
ing editorial  today  that  while  it  c^annot 
ar>prove  all  of  tJie  Chicago  platform,  it 
will  support  Bryan  and  Sewall.

"During  the  campaign  within  the 
party,  the  Journal  willed  up>n  all  Demo- 
crats to  pledge  the'mselves  to  vote  for 
the  nominees  of  the  na:ional  convention 
and  in  that  connection  the  Jooimal 
pledged  Itself  to  di>  so.

Two  strikers  who  had  been 
indulging  in  thlt«  diversion  last  night  at- 
temr»ted  to  escape  arres*  by  jumping  on 
a.  fast  mo^'ing  motor  car.  The  motor- 
man,  upon  refusing  to  .<»top  when  or- 
dered to  do  so  by  the  soldiers,  received 
serious  bayonet  wounds.

UNITED  ACTION    REQUIRED. 

In  a  reet?ni:  article  the;  CinciJinati  En- 
quirer po<n,£s  out  th^t  eflforti*  to  restore 
free  silver  cr»inage  have  onJy  been  bafHed 
by  t'Tnporar^-  expcdlenta,  which  have 
been  reluctantly  supported  by  free  silver 
representatives  in  congress  In  their  d?- 
sk-e  to  prasei^'e  hamKony  in  thtlr  re- 
spective parties.  If  they  had  acted  to- 
gether on  this  one  question,  just  once,  as 
the  advoca.tes  of  the  gold  standard  have 
lnva*-iably  done;  they  would  hav-?  pre- 
vailed in  1878.  The  Bland-AUiasn  act  of 
chat  year  resrored  the  legal  tender  qual- 
ity ot  the  silver  dollar,  but  llinited  coin- 
age; the  Sherman  purchase  act  of  1890 
Increased  the  amount  of  oilver  to  be  pu;- 
chased  and  coined,  but  the  command  to 
coin  it  was  construed  away,  and  the  ac- 
cumulation Ln  •the  trea-surj'  of  bullion 
thus  caused  \\-as  given  as  the  reason  for 
the  repeal  of  the  law.  which  was  accom- 
plished in  1S93. 

Having  r-tmoved  from  the  statute  book 
the  la^t  enactment  that  provided  for  tha 
cotnage  o£  any  legal  'U^nder  silver  money, 
the  enemieg  of  bimetallism  deny  the 
Uigal  tender  quality  of  the  430.000,000  of 
sUvec  do<lai^  now  In  eatiatence  in  the 
payment  of  pubBc  oblisatinais.  The  sec- 
retary of  the  treasury,  following  the  ex- 
ample at  his  immediate  predecessor,  and 
with  'Jie  approval  of  the  president,  re- 
fuses to  u.^  sllvt  r  dollars  for  redemption 
purpoees,  although  by  law  every  obli- 
gation of  Che  goverrnment  la  payable 
either  In  silver  or  gold  at  its  option. 

The  operations  of  the  treasury  are  thus 
as  fully  baseid  on  gold  as  though  >lh;f 
legal  te^nd'=T  quality  of  the  silver  dollar 
had  already  been  abolished  by  law.  We 
are  told  that  "the  endle.*s  chain"  at 
the  treasury  department  will  continue  to 
leviolve  so  long  as  th^  greenbacks  or 
tr?aBury  note.a  are  presented  for  re- 
demption. Neither  gold  nor  silver  la 
circulated  in  this  country.  It  is  never 
demanded  txeept  for  export.  For  this 
purp*>se  It  will  be  needed  so  long  as  we 
buy  more  Chan  w  •  sell.  So  long  as  our 
railroad  bonds  held  in  Europe  are  forced 
upon  our  market  for  whatever  they  will 
bring  \n  greenbacks,  just  so  long  will 
these  greenbacks  be  present,  d  at  ou;' 
treasury  for  redenvptlon  on  foreign  ac- 
count. It  is  not  the  ffar  of  silver  coin- 
age that  frightens  the  holders  of  rail- 
road bond-s.  but  the  failure  of  the  rail- 
roads to  earn;  the  nrxoniey  witth  which  to 
pay  Interest  either  In  gold  or  In  silver. 
These  reduced  earnings  are  caused  by 
the  low  prices  w'hlch  make  production 
and  VnanufactUro  unprofitable.  It  will 
be  vain  to  hope  for  a  balance  of  trade  In 
our  favor  while  the  discredited  bonds  of 
our  railroads  are  a  leading  artlv-le  of 
import.

I'nlted  States  has  dep^?cia:ed  in  valu.? 
as  compared  with  gold  (the  present 
standard  of  value)  and  is  it  not  a  further 
fact  that  the  valuo  of  silver  bullion, 
commercially  .^^  eaklng,  has  de^preclat^ed, 
!i.  comparison  w'.th  gold.  In  almost  a  like 
ratio? 

A.    TTiat   is  ;he   fact. 

Q.  Is  the  purchasing  power  of  silver 
l.ull'.on  practic  illy  the  .same  as  1:  was  in 
1873  and  as  i.:  lUvajs  has  been,  and  in 
asking  this  qu -stion  I  mean  as  re'gards 
other  s.andard  commodities  which  this 
country  has  to  buy  mon.ey  with?

-hall  be  such  a  c(mim.jdlty  which  will  at 
all  times  bear,  as  nearly  as  possiblr-.  the 
■•am,?  relation  to  the  commodities  of  the 
countries  In  which  it  is  a  standard,  and 
thac  the  sam  shall  not  be  worth  so 
niuc-h  of  sue-h  -ommoditles  at  one  tlnir 
md  twice  a.%iimch  of  the  same  ommod- 
itles at  ano'tht  i-. 

Q.  Which  of  the  two  valuable  metals. 
s,old  and  silver,  has  borne  and  still  bear-; 
he  above  relation, to  the  commodities 
jf  this  and  ev^iy  other  oountry?

Q.  W'hat  do  you  say  as  to  the  amount 
>f  money  in  actual  circulation  in  Che 
United  States  t>day  and  that  which  wa? 
Ln  circulation  according  to  the  answer 
to  the  third  qu. -stion  In  the  above  men- 
tioned catechii^m? 

A.  I  say  that  of  the  one  billion  and  a 
lalf  said  to  be  in  circulation  in  1896  there 
is  between  four  md  five  hundred  million 
of  the  same  money,  and  that  the  balance 
is  nothing  more  >r  less  than  promises  to 
pay;  either  under  construe»tion  of  the 
sfcretary  of  the  treasury  or  by  actual 
contract;  and  that  there  was  more 
actual  money  In  circulatl>on  in  1872  than 
.here  Is  in  1896. 

Q.  Do  you  think  tha»t  the  amount  of 
money  In  circulation  has  a  proportion- 
ate effect  upon  the  commerce  of  a  coun- 
try or  upon  the  value  of  its  products  to 
a  greater  or  less  extent? 

A.  Yts;  but  if  the  purchasing  power 
of  "that  money  has  appreciated  as  it  has 
with  our  standard  money  in  this  coun- 
try, the  effect  of  such  appreciation  will 
be  200  times  as  damaging  to  the  financial 
condition  of  the  people  of  that  country 
than  any  other  cause  can  possibly  be. 

Q.  Whait  Is  yevur  opinion  of  the  cate- 
chism in  the  News  Tribune  of  this  morn- 
ing? 

A.  That,  as  usual.  It  is  a  conglomera- 
tion of  misstatements,  misrepresenta- 
tions and  juggling  of  figures,  and  that  it 
is  not  germane  to  the  is?ue  in  any  way; 
tha't  it  Is  made  for  the  purpo.-e  of  mis- 
leading people  who  have  not  looked  into 
the  question,  and  for  no  other  purpose.

OLD  SETTLER  DEAD. 

Samuel  C.  McQuade  Stricken 
Down  By  Heart  Disease. 

Samuel  O.  McQuade  died  suddenly  last 
evening  of  heart  <IIsease  at  his  home.  ;i.tl 
West  Third  street.  He  has  been  suffering 
from  the  disease  for  s<3me  time  and  last 
winter  had  a  bad  attack,  bu.  has  been 
unusualy  well  of  late  and  was  feeling 
well  yesterday.  Last  evening  he  went 
home  and  retired  about  »  o'clrnk.  He 
was  sitting  up  in  bed  and  Mr.s.  McQuade 
was  r-ading  to  liJm  wh- n  he  was  seized 
with  the  fatal  stroke  and  died  in  a  mo- 
nien:. 

-Mr.  McQuaxle  was  one  of  the  early 
pioneers  of  Duluth  and  the  head  of  the' 
lakes.  He  was  born  in  Kittantng,  Pa., 
in  181'9  and  was  67  years  of  age.  He  came 
to  Duluth  in  March.  18.-|4.  from  Onto- 
nugiin.  Mich.  He  ctimc  on  snowshoe.s 
and  was  In-  search  of  copper  deiK>slts. 
He  established  a  trading  post  at  Entllon 
and  about  two  y.-ars  la;er  was  married 
in  Michigan  and  settled  in  Duluth.  being 
the  third  settler  of  the  cit^v.  In  Augu.«^t. 
1SC2,  Mr.  McQuade  enlisted  in  the  arm>» 
a:  Ypsilanti.  Mich.,  and  serv.il  to  No- 
vemlv^r,  1S64.  as  principal  musician,  be- 
ing then  promoted  to  the  rank  of  second 
l.eutenant.  He  rv-cefved  an  honorable 
di.scharge  in  March,  1865,  and  returned 
to  Duluth.  He  engaged  in  the  sash,  door 
and  blind  business,  Patterson  &  Mc- 
Quade being  the  firm,  and  he  continue<l 
in  :his  for  several  years,  the  mill  being 
on  Park  Point. 

Mr.  McQuade  has  held  many  positions 
of  trust.  He  was  an  alderman  f.)B  sev- 
eral years  and  afterward  a  county  com- 
ml.ssioner.  In  1878  he  was  elected  sheriff 
of  St.  I.^)pls  county  and  held  the  office 
to  1888.  in  1890  he  was  ap|>ointed  chief 
of  rx>lice  of  Dulu.h  by  Mayor  Davis  and 
served  two  years.  Since  then  he  das  l>o?n 
living  very  quietly. 

Mrs.  McQuad-.^  survives  her  husbantl 
and  there  are  several  ch!ld-en.

NATIONAL  COMMITTEE. 

Populist  Leaders  Were   Late 
in  Assembling. 

St.  Louis,  July  21.— The  Populist  na- 
tional cammittet'  uas  to  have  met  at  10 
o'clock,  but  it  w.i>*  almost  12  before  it 
had  really  gotten  to  work.  Mr.  Tau- 
benei-k  oi'cupdied  ih«  chair  and  Messrs. 
McFarlin  and  Ha>"si  were  at  Khe  aecre- 
taryn  desk.  Th  prlm-ipal  work  before 
the  cornmittee  i.s  the  selection  of  tem- 
porary o^Hcvvs.  including  tpmporary 
chairman,  and  th.-  settlement  of  cohtewis 
for  seats,  but  <hrse  matters  were  po.st- 
poned  In  order  to  allow  the  committee 
to  pass  upon  other  leas  Important  ques- 
tions. There  wa.s  a  differvrK'e  In  the  un- 
derstanding as  to  the  pixyper  apportion- 
ment of  delegaK.  .s  from  some  of  the 
states,  atid  it  ar>p)eared  that  many  of 
the  states  had  fewer  votes  than  they 
were  entitled  to  an'd  one  or  two  more 
than  was  ttheir  due. 

The  determination  of  these  que.-ttlons 
made  necessary  a  general  explanation 
of  the  basis  of  apportlonnrx^-nt  and  calKd 
out  a  number  of  speeches,  which  con-' 
sumed  consideralile  time.  There  were 
also  some  states  whlsh  made  claims  to 
get  additional  r  prescn.iat.ion  and  sev- 
eral changed  were  made.  In  most  cases, 
however,  the  representation  wa.« 
changed  only  to  the  exttnt  of  one  or 
two  votes.  The  T^xas  delegation  was  in- 
creased from"  95  t  •  103.  The  representa- 
tion in  each  of  '.he  territories  and  the 
District  of  Columbia,  except  Oklahoma, 
was  Increased  tmm  four  to  six.  Okla- 
homa was  put  on  the  basis  of  a  state 
because  of  the  large  Populist  vote  cast 
there  and  given  nine  votes.  After  dis- 
posing of  this  mai.ter  the  committee  took 
a  recess  until  2  o'clock.

Bay  City,  Al.ch..  July  21.— (Special  to 
Tine  HeraldJ.— The  Wheeler  Ship  com- 
pany puHted  a  notice  today  .hat  their 
striking  rWetters  and  fitters  would  be 
taken  ba/'k  only  as  non-union  men. 
Sontve  600  strikers  have  been  out  for  over 
two  weeks,  because  nt)n-union  men  were 
employed  with  them.  It  Is  stated  the 
places  of  the  strikers  are  nearly  all 
filled,  and  wurk  is  going  on  nearly  as 
well  as  with  the  old  foi-ce.

;h?  ticket  with' him  a  Southern  Populist. 

This  plan,  is  developed,  had  originated 
with  Senator  Butler,  and  he  strenuc-usly 
urged  its  adoption  as  the  only  mean©  ot 
uniting  the  silver  forces  and  rreservin-? 
the  autonomy  of  the  party.  He  founcl 
little  difficulty  In  convincing  a  majori- 
ty of  those  prestn:  of  the  practicability 
and  advlsablltty  vf  the  plan  as  a  large 
majority  were  in  hearty  sympathy  with 
them.

GOLD'S  HEGIRA. 

New  York  Banks  Will  Protect 
the  Treasury. 

New  York.  July  21.— In  pursuance  of 
the  informal  agreement  of  ihe  national 
banks  of  this  city  :o  protect  the  treasuT 
gold  they  met  again  today  t»  consider 
the  situation.  In  an  informal  way  bank 
officials  generally  confirm  the  reports 
that  the  banks  are  pi'erared  to  turn  in.o 
the  sub-treasur>-  any  amount  of  gold  ex- 
tending to  at  leas:  half  of  their  hold- 
ings. I:  is  understood  tha.  Pr^sidjnt 
Tappan.  of  the  Gallatin  National  bank, 
and  several  other  officials,  favor  hr>;d:rs' 
all  their  gold  at  the  disposition  of  the 
treasury  department. 

The  directors  of  the  National  City 
bank  th?s  morning  met  and  agre-?d  ta 
contribute  $2.0(10.000  in  gold  as  the  banks 
sliare  towards  replenishing  the  treasury 
reserve.  Well-informed  financieis  sav 
Uiat.  but  for  Ih-s  present  excitement, 
there  would  be  no  need  of  any  protective 
mt-asures.  At  the  same  time  the  ex- 
chang-e  market  is  ver>-  strong  and  ex- 
r>v,rts  of  gold  are  expected  to  be  made 
on  Thursday  and  Saturday  to  a  fairly 
large  extent.
